Mayor Gorton Sends Requests to All 
Citizens to Refuse Food or Em-«~ 
ployment to Vagrants. 


Every family in Lake Forest received in 
yesterday’s mail a notice which, in the fol- 
lowing language, gives the municipal 
“marble heart” to the great army of the 
unemployed. The notice follows: 

** Resolved, That all citizens of Lake For- 
est be requested not to give food or employ- 
ment to tramps and vagrants, and that the 
City Clerk be instructed to send a copy cf 
this resolution to every householder. 

“EDWARD F. Gorton, Mayor.” 

Such is the sense of the Lake Forest Com- 

mon Council. Such also is the noti¢e that

food to any one not physically disabled 
without exacting a fair amount of labor to 
compensate for it.

D. or B. C.,” said one guilty housewife. 
“Well, I suppose we can give the poor fel- 
lows the cup of cold water.” 

But the emotions of the generous house- 
wife, indignant over the chilly advice of 
the city fathers, was as nothing compared 
to the feelings of the arrivals at Camp 
Hobo when the Supper committee last even- 
ing returned with a slender stock of pro- 
visions and numerous copies of the mani- 
festo.

HARVARD 18 JGALOUS OF ITS NAME. 


President Eliot Seeks to Deprive the 
Young Harvard Medical College of 
Chicago of Its Title. 


President Eliot thinks the university at 
Cambridge, Mass., which has borne the 
name of Harvard since 1636, has clear title 
to the honor and prestige that the name con- 
veys, and has filed a Dill to restrain the 
83-year-old Harvard Medical College of Chi- 
cago from longer using the corporate title 
under which it was.chartered. The action 
was taken in the Federal Court yesterday 
afternoon, and the plea made is that the 
juvenile institution here is infringing on the 
rights and title of the great university. 

The local college is at Washington boule- 
vard and Elizabeth street, and was organ- 
ized in 1893. It is conducted as a coeduca- 
tional institution, with Dr. A. H. Tagert as 
the President. It has @ faculty of twenty 
professors, all local physicians and _ sur- 
geons. It is said to have been recognized by 
the State Board last year. It sends out its 
first graduates this year. 

The restraining. bill recites the history of 
Harvard University from its foundation in 
1686, and says the institution has a peculiar 
and exclusive right to the name it has borne. 
The name, it is said, when used in connec- 
tion with an institution, is naturally and of 
necessity held to refer to some department 
of ‘the plaintiff’s university and ought not in

EASY TASK AT ST. LOUIS, 


Strong Declaration for a Gold 
Standard to Be Made. 


FREE COINAGE MEN BEATEN, 


Effort to Make the Tariff the Leading 
Issue Falls Flat. 


HONEST MONEY IS [THE WARCRY, 


St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—[Special.}]—Take If 
at its best it’s a curious convention, thir 
Republican gathering of 1896. Months age 
McKinley swept the country and defied the 
frantic efforts of the bosses and political dic- 
tators to defeat him. Today, on the very 
eve of his nomination, his name is scarcely 
mentioned by the very men who have been 
sent to St. Louis to designate him as the 
standard-bearer of the Republic. This curi- 
ous condition of affairs involves no loss of 
popularity in Maj. McKinley. On the con- 
trary, it grows directly out of the fact that 
his nomination is as absolutely certain as 
anything can be in this world. St. Louis is 
therefore deprived of all the factitious glories 
of rival bands of music and processions, and 
of marching men shouting for their candi- 
dates. Here it is,within two days of the open- 
ing of the convention, and yet no marching 
clubs parade the streets. There are no 
speeches, and 99 out of 100 men carry the 
button or badge of the single candidate. 

But while there has been an entire absence 
of the enthusiasm begotten of devotion to 
opposing leaders, there has been an interest 
in a principle which is so intense as to rival 
anything in the history of the Republican 
party since the early days when slavery was 
the engrossing topic of conversation. In all 
the hotels and headquarters the one great 
absorbing subject of conversation is the 
financial situation and the declaration which 
the Republican party is to make upon it. 
Tonight it is evident that all danger of an 
ambiguous declaration is past. 

Free Coinage Is Doomed. 

The only possible question now is as to the 
extent to which the party shall go in de- 
claring against the attempt to debase the 
currency. The financial plank will certainly 
declare against the free coinage of silver 
under present conditions, and in favor of 
bimetallism only under an international 
agreement. The efforts of the stragglers and 
compromisers have been headed off and un- 
less the sentiment should change in the most 
remarkable manner the magic word “ gold,” 
about which there is so much controversy, 
will be inserted in the platform in its prope 
place. This insertion will commit the party 
to a declaration in favor of the present gol¢ 
standard of values. 

The tariff plank will, of course, receiv« 
adequate attention. It will declare in favor 
of the protection of American industries and 
creation of revenue enough to pay expenses, 
‘and, édlpled with this, will be-an affirma- 
tion @f the principle of reciprocity, which 
proved such a popular feature of the Re- 
publican tariff law of 1890. An effort is be 
ing made in some quarters to subordinats 
the financial to the tariff idea in making ug 
thé platform, but this is making but little 
headway, as the leaders here realise the fact 
that the issue betwéen the two parties is 
already made up, and the question of honest 
or dishonest money is the thing to be foughi 
out upon the stump.

While the Ohio men are undeniably strong 
in standing up fof a bo}d declaration on the 
money question, they are at the same time 
inclined to demand that the tariff question 
shall be given more prominence than it has 
hertofore received. They say the great 
features of the Republican plank of ‘96 
Should’ be first the tariff, second finance, 
and third Cuba. 

It is asserted that for months Gov. Mc- 
Kinley has been the central figure ef a cam- 
paign based on the idea that he was the ex- 
ponent of the protective tariff idea. They 
are opposed to taking away the issue on 
which his campaign was so succéssfully 
conducted, and for that reason are hopeful 
of subordinating the financial question to 
the tariff. This idea, however, is dis- 
tinctively an Ohio one, and seems to find 
practically no echo among leaders from 
other States, 

They admitted that the preliminary cam- 
paign for the nomination was undoubtedly 
made on the tariff issue alone, but they say 
that the logic of events forces the candi- 
date to subordinate this peculiarly personal 
issue to that which is created for him by 
his political opponents. The Ohio man will 
not take kindly to the idea that the. cam- 
puign should be fought and the election won 
largely, if not entirely, on the financial) ques- 
tion. Theystill hope'to push the tariff to the 
front, and will insist in the committee on 
securing some recognition of their views.

STATE'S PLEA FOR GOLD. 


ILLINOIS EXACTS POSITIVE ACTION 
OF ITS DELEGATES. 


Correspondents Say the Business of 

' the COfties Demands Unequivocal 
Décision on the All-Important 
Money Question and That the Party 
Must Indorse the Single Gold Stand- 
ard or Suffer Ignominious Defeat 
for Its Weakened Inaction, 

St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—{Special.]—The 
Illinois delegation is in receipt today of let- 
ters and telegrams from all over the State. 
They are principally on the financial question 
and indicate te a certainty the sentiment 
of the Republican voters of the séctions 
quoted below. Most of ‘these telegrams and 
letters are addressed to John R. Tanner. 
Many come to the Illinois delegation, and 
there are probably 100 dispatches in Secre- 
tary Van Cleave’s office awaiting individual 
delegates. 

The Republicans of Illinois want no com- 
promise on this question, They take every 
opportunity of declaring for sound money 
and gold standard. 

THe TRIBUNE today contained an intima- 
tion that the delegates from the Fifteenth 
Congressional! District, Anderson and Sholl, 
might be for free silver, the reason for the 
statement being that the district had nom- 
inated for Congress Col. B. F. Marsh, who 
is an avowed free silver man. Probably as 
a result of this intimation there are a score 
or more of unopened telegrams in Secretary 
Van Cleave’s headquarters addressed to An- 
derson and Sholl.

pages are from representative Republicans 
jn the Fifteenth District, advising the two 
delegates to vote.for a maintenance. of the 
gold standard.

NO OPPOSITION TO MR. FAIRBANKS. 


GULD TO BE THE PLANK. 


GEN. WALLACE MAY DICTATE THE \ 
CONVENTION’S PLATFORM. 


Prospeet Now Is That fliie Indiana Del- 
egate Will Be Put on the Finance 
Committee, Which Signifies That 
His Brother Representatives and 
Others Will Be Found Fighting for 
a Continuation of the Present 
Money Standard. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—{Special.]—The 
Indiana delegation is apt to break away from 
its prize sound money plank before the dele- 
gation meets on Monday morning, and no 
less a distinguished personage than Gen. 
Lew Wallace is the pied piper who is leading 
its cherished 
declaration. Since Gen. Wallace took his 
bold position a few days ago for gold, with- 
out any equivocal phrases, there has been 
much deep thought among the Hoosiers 
whose votes will count in the convention. 

The Hoosiers were all a gossiping yester- 
day over the manner in which Gen. Wallace 
boldly rebuked Chairman Gowdy of the 
Stdte committee for what he considered 
undue interference on the part of the Indi- 
ana Chairman. Mr. Gowdy and Congress- 
man Watson called on Gen. Wallace and 
proffered the Indiana place on the Platform 
committee. Gen. Wallace drew himself up 
to his full military height, his brows knitted, 
and he began on Chairman Gowdy. 

‘‘T cannot see,” said he, ** what authority 
you have to tender me such an honor as 
this; neither you nor the National commit- 
tee has the disposition of -such an honor, 
for it rests with the delegates themseives, 
and if they see fit to choose me I should be 
pleased to serve.”’ 

To Mind His Own Business, 

Then Gen. Wallace told Mr. Gowdy he would 
have sufficient business to attend to if he 
confined himself to the Chairmanship of the 
Indiana committee. 

Gowdy and Watson left without further 
parleying, and an hour later Gowdy was not 
for Gen. Wallace for this position. 

Gowdy was asked by a TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent this afternoon if he was as pro- 
nounced for Gen. Wallace as the day before. 

‘* Well,’ answered Gowdy, with a signifi- 
cant smile, “‘1 now hear that Gen. Wallace 
is for a gold standard ahd the party in In- 
diana will not have this extreme.”’ 

The evening train from Indiana brought 
in additional delegates, and when Gen, 
drew up his plank in “his 
room this evening he was surrounded 
by six or seven of them, including Messrs. 
Vandusen and Laughrey of the Tenth Dis- 
trict and C. N. Williams of the Ninth, Harry 
S. New of Indianapolis, and others who had 
come to the conclusion that Gen. Waliace’s

Here is Gen. Wallace’s plank, for which he 
will fight: 

‘* We insist on a firm maintenance of the 
present gold standard as the basis of our 
currency, and for the Republican party to 
consent to and assist in bringing about a 
change to a silver basis at any ratio would 
be repudiation of a financial principle which 


the people of the United States a gold, sil- 
ver, and paper currency of absolute parity 
dollar for dollar.

Gen. Wallace and Uncle Dick Thomp- 
son Withdraw Their Protest. 

St. Louls, Mo., June 13.—[Special.]—The 
fight in the Indiana delegation against the 
selection of Charlies L. Fairbanks of In- 
dianapolis for Temporary Chairman of the 
convention was settled this morning and Mr. 
Fairbanks will next Tuesday assume the 
gavel without any opposition. 

Mr. Fairbanks is a canditiate for United 
States Senator to succeed Dan Voorhees, 
when the term of *“*‘ The Tall Sycamore of the 
Wabash” expires next winter. There is 
also in Indiana another candidate for this 
office in the person of President McKean of 
the Vandalia road, and he numbers among 
his adherents Gen. Léw Wallace and Uncle 
Dick Thompson, who are two of the dele- 
gates-at-large from the Hoosier State. 
Wallace and Thompson consider that this 
selection of Mr. Fairbanks, who is a banker 
at Indianapolis, would give him dan unfair 
advantage in the coming Senatorial contest, 
and they accordingly entered vigorous 
protest against his occupying the position, 
threatening all manner of evil if the Nation- 
al committee persisted in retaining him. 

The committee, however, remained fixed 
in its determination in spite of their protest, 
and when Gen. Wallace and Col. Thompson 
arrived here this morning and, on can- 
vassing the Indiana delegation, found that 
they were almost alone in their opposition 
they withdrew their protest and now there 
are no bars in the way of Mr. Fairbanks’ 
ambition.

Why the Author ef the “ Baltimore

AMUSING MISTAKES MADE BY THE 
HOTEL EMPLOYES. 


Chauncey Depew Is Refused Admission 
to ‘the Dining-Room by an Over- 
Officious Colored Man, and a Dele- 
Sate from Texas Has His Sombrero 
Exchanged for a Golf Cap—Senator 
Foraker Is Mistaken for a Book- 
maker by a Sporting Man. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—{Special.]—There 
are enough great men around the Planters’ 
and the Southern Hotel to stock Congress 
or the legislative halls several times over, 
fill several chapters in school histories, and 
wear enough broadcloth, which would reach 
further, if put into one strip, than an.expert 
mathematician could calculate in half an 
hour. 

As for silk hats, they are piled at the din- 
ing-room doors until the racks have the ap- 
pearance of a stack of water main pipes. 
The silk hat, however, is not so generally 
the badge of greatness as it was a few years 
ago. In fact, all kinds of hats are floating 
around now, and while most of the Eastern 
delegates still cling to the high tiles, the 
sombrero and all ferms and shapes and de- 
scriptions of straw hats are worn by other 
delegates. 

Even Joseph Benson Foraker, when he 
appeared today, was attired in a manner 
whichecompletely set at defiance the tradi- 
tional attire of the truly great. When those 
who wait expectantly about the lobbies for 
the appearance of the lions of the hour saw 
Joseph Benson Foraker they sighed at the 
degeneracy of some of the politicians of the 
day in forsaking the stovepipe and eschew- 
ing the funereal black, for Mr. Foraker was 
attired in a neat fitting suit of blue, and 
smiled from under a little straw hat of the 
** Dickey-bird ”’ variety. 

Unless one was told he would not know 
whether Senator Foraker was a delegate, 
an alternate, a statesman, or one of the 
bookmakers outattheracetrack,whileit was 
even odds that the smooth-shaven individ- 
ual with a silk hat and black broadcloth 
suit who followed behind was either a great 
statesman or an undertaker. Still, in spite 
of these occasional departures of the as- 
sembled statesmen from the conventional 
attire, the men in black and silk tiles are 
presumed by the intelligent juries of waiters 
and bellboys and the lion worshiping com- 
munity in general to be great men until they 
are proven otherwise, while those in the blue 
and the gray tweed and the brown checked 
suits, topped off with straw hats, are re- 
garded as suspicious characters. 


Chauncey Depew Identifies Himself. 


That is how Chauncey M. Depew got into 
trouble at the Southern Hotel, The man 
who stands at the door of the dining-room 
and grabs hats when the guests go in and 
guesses at the wrong ones when they come 
eut stopped the convention visitor attired in 
a dark business suit as he was passing in to 
dinner today. Besides the dark business 
suit the guest was enveloped with an awful 
and profound dignity and hauteur, through 
which the hat clerk pushed his way and said 
“ Ticket, sir!’”’ The guest turned furiously 
and said “ Sirah!” like the villain does on 
the stage. 

“You cain’t go in without a ticket,” said 
the officious hat inspector, while at thesame 
time he stood back and salaamed like the 
keeper of a white elephant before the 
Ahkoond of Swat, as two austere individuals 
rigged in black broadcloth passed grandly 
down the hall. 

The gentleman in the dark, loose-fitting 
business suit still confronted the keeper of 
the sacred precincts at the far end of the 
corridor. ‘“‘ Must have a ticket,’’ he said 
again. Then the gentleman in the business 
suit threw out more dignity and said slowly 
and with awful emphasis, ‘“‘ I am Chauncey 
M. Depew.” | 

The hat clerk retreated in disorder and was 
so confused that for the next five minutes 
he passed out sombréros to the new women 
guests and gave a delegate from Texas an 
elaborately designed golf cap which made 
the same delegate from Texas rare up and 
snort “* Suh!’ 

The next time Chauncey M. Depew passes 
through the portals of the Southern dining- 
room he will not worry about showing 4 
ticket. 

The moral of this tale is that great men 
should be more mindful of tradition and not 
mislead unsuspecting hotel attachés. It 


. would be a great relief to many of the wait- 


ers if the more prominent of the guests wore 
a sign reading “I am great” or “ This is 
the whole thing,’’ or some similar sentence, 
so that the proper attention could be paid 
gthem. 

The days of the silk hat are further num- 
bered by the appearance during this gather- 
ing within the last few days of a brand new 
hat, which, like the fire at a farm house de- 
scribed by the country newspaper, “ baffles 
description.”” In shape it is like the hats 
worn by the famous and justly celebrated 
Mother Goose of whom children have often 
read. It has a narrow brim, from which 
reaches up a disappointed cone. Theconeis 
disappointed because at some six or eight 
inches before it would reach the point to- 
ward which all self-respecting cones aspire 
it has been cruelly cut off flat. 

New Styles in Hats. 

Last Wednesday, within all the length and 
breadth of the metropolis of St. Louis, there 
were only two of these hats worn. Those 
were possessed by Chauncey I. Filley of 
Missouri, and his lieutenant. The Hon. 
Chauncey has worn this style of headgear 
for years, and is credited with being its 
sole originator and patentee. He was proud 
because he was the only man in the country 
wearing that style of hat. When he came 
down to the hotel this morning he found his 
favorite headgear copied and worn by every 
one, from delegates down to the third cousin 
of a contesting alternate from Louisiana. 
The Hon. Chauncey said to himself that he 
would retire and devise a brand new hat, the 
like of which-no man has worn before. Even 
the chimney sweeps, who ride small carts, 
behind mournful looking mules, discovered 
that they could be right in style by simply 
taking their cone-shaped hats and cutting 
off the peak a half foot from the rim. 

The colored brother is much present at all 
the various informal discussions and de- 
bates around the hotels. Although the ques- 
tion of his entertainment has been satisfac- 
torily settled, he is still a thorn in the flesh 
of many of the visitors from the South. An 
old-fashioned Southern. gentleman at the 
Planters’ had a narrow escape from an at- 
tack of heart disease or some other physical 
ailment caused by undue excitement in the 
elevator of the Planters’ Hotel today. The 


Planters’ is the only hotel in town which 
does not number among its guests at least a 
few of the colored brethren, and the South~ 
ern gentleman of the above type referred to 
who are stopping there are pleased accord- 
ingly. 

Valet Mistaken for a Delegate. 

But when this particular one stepped into 
the elevator he met a well dressed negro 
coming out, . 

‘Who is that?” he said to*the elevator 
boy in no mild tone. : 

**I don’t know, sir.”’ 

** Is he stopping here? ” 

* Yes, sir,”’ 

‘“* What State is he from? ” 

** Don’t know, sir.”’ 

* What’s his name?” 

** Don’t Know, sir; he’s a valet for one of 
the guests.’’ 

The day among the delegates passed very 
quietly, much as it did yesterday. Some of 
the visitors went out to visit the scene of 
the cyclone, and in the grand stand at the 
fair grounds were noticed many men wear- 
ing McKinley badges and buttons, who took 
advantage of every hot finish to get rid of 
surplus enthusiasm. But the great majority 
of strangers put in the day sitting quietly 
around the hotels. 

The nearer the time draws to the conven- 
tion the greater and more intensified be- 
comes the suppressed excitement in the air. 
It fills the inexperienced visitors with so 
much emotion that they can only sit in their 
chairs, nervously read the papers, and wait. 

There was another false alarm early in 
the morning like that of yesterday. There 
was a blare of trumpets heard in the strects, 
and the triumphal strains of a band. 
Through the windows was seen the flashing 
of gray uniforms with gold braid. There 
was a rush for the doors; everybody asked 
everybody else, ‘“‘ What club is that?” But 
it wasn’t any club; it was a minstrel show 
giving its daily parade. 

Club Arrivals Will'Make Music. 

But tomorrow morning it will be different; 
the hurrah part of the convention will act- 
ually begin. Early in the day uniformed 
clubs will begin to arrive, and all day long 
the streets will resound to the music of 
bands and the cheering of the enthusiastic 
crowd.

AS HALSTEAD VIEWS IT. 


SITUATION IS REVIEWED. BY THE 
VETERAN JOURNALIST, 


Effort to Obscure the Tarif?’ as the 
Dominant Issue Will Be Futile— 
Says the People Have Already Nom- 
‘inated McKinley Because He Is a 
Protectionist and Have Made That 
the Issue—Ohio Delegation Is Har- 
monious—Vice-Presidential Talk.

St. Louis, June 13.—{Special.J—The mo- 
ment the remarkable preponderance of Mc- 
Kinley for the Presidency became definite 
and certain there was started a desperate 
struggle by his opponents to divert public 
attention from the issue upon which the 
Republican party has been for years winning 
its decisive victories, and with which his 
name has been thoroughly identified. All 
against McKinley desired to talk about 
something beside the tariff, and they filled 
the air with shrieks about money, and par- 
ticularly they have been raging with sound 
and fury touching that which they are 
pleased to Gall ‘sound money.” They have 


sult. 

The Republicans have sufficiently assem- 
bled and taken counsel with each other to 
be sure they have been in no wise shaken, 
and the party as represented here will move 
right on. Its character is assurance that it 
will proceed according to its precedents. 
The party that has resumed specie payments 
and made all American dollars as good as 
gold will not dishonor its own record, and 
will not be moved from its propriety by out- 
cries from any quarter; and it will take up 
its business in the old way and transact it 
on familiar lines. Silver from the West 
and South and gold from the East and North 
will receive due consideration, but there will 
not be found in either extremity the capac- 
ity to dictate to the natidnal convention any 
line of doctrine or promise of performance. 


There Will Be No Change in Money. 

The first thing certain is that there will be 
no change in money and that the money 
matters will not have the first place in the 
platform. With a protective and revéehue 
tariff sufficient for the needs of the country 
and the Treasury there will be no difficuity 
with the gold reserve, and all the row the 
Cleveland administration has raised about 
gold, only to be smashed on silver, will 
vanish. The silver demand for the free and 
unlimited and independent coinage of the 
white metal is no more preposterous than 
the prescriptions that the Cleveland and 
Carlisle policy of gold and state paper shall 
be taken, the metallic end of it diluted with 
denationalized and non-convertible paper. 

The tirst duty of the Republican party is 
té be true to itself. The people have nomi- 
} nated William McKinley from Ohio before 
| the convention ‘has assembled, and it is the 
strength of the public conviction that pro- 
tection is the remedy for the evils that,have 
come upon the country during the Demo- 
cratic administration, and that McKinley 
is, more than any other man, the national 
and international representative of the pro- 
tective principle and policy, that has done 
this extraordinary, phenomenal, and. im- 
menseé thing. 

Of course it would be idiotic to abandon or 
subordinate this victorious cause for any 
speculative money fantasy. There will be 
no change in dollars, in the material, or the 
standard—unless the Republican party is 
defeated in standing— as it has steadfastly 
stood—for good money. The late November 
elections, those of the last three years, are 
instructive as to the probability as to this 
catastrophe. 


Not a Ripple of Trouble. 


There is not a ripple of trouble in the Ohio 
delegation, and the fact is only just worth 
mentioning because the opponents of the Re- 
publican party and the enemies of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley have had a forlorn hope that they 
might be able to organize disorder among 
the politicians of this State—that is, and is 
likely to continue to be, the modern mother 
of Presidents, Senator Foraker is in com- 
plete harmony with the delegates and friends 
whose present distinction is their close 
friendship with McKinley. He will be the 
representative of the State and probably the 
Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
and he is already at work on and confident 
of the production of the platform that will 
express the united sentiments of the party, 
with the exceptions only of the specialists in 
theories and sharpers in the manufacture of 
phrases. 

It is difficult to understand why Reed 
should have been displeased with Mr. Man- 
ley of Maine for telling the truth about the 
Presidential situation as it stands revealed 
here.

From time to time during the’afternoon 
and evening Col. Haskell came out with nice 
new badges on which was pasted an excel- 
lent photograph of Maj.

There was an eager demand for 
these, more than a thousand being given 
away during the day, and as the result the 
corridors of the hotel and the streets in the 
vicinity began to look like a maple grove 
forest in middle of autumn.

NATIONAL COMMITTEE HAS A PRO- 
LONGED SESSION. 


Texan and Virginian Cases Are Settied 
at Midnight“ What-Are-We-Here- 
For ” Flanagan Has a Row with Mc- 
Donald—C. W. Fairbanks Is Named 
for Temporary Chairman by Unan- 
imous Vote—Committee Declines to 
Await R. W. Thompson’s Arrival. 

St. Louls, Mo., June 13.—{Special.J—An 
interesting feature of tonight’s meeting 
of the National committee was the ap- 
pearance of Senator Quay of Penn- 
syivania as anh advocate of the Platt 
faction. Senator Quay, in order to 
gain a voice and a vote in the com- 
mittee took thé proxy of Perry Carson, 
the colored member from the District of 
Columbia, thus, with that of the member 
from Pennsylvania, practically giving him 
two votes in the committee. Up to this after- 
noon Senator Quay has been rather undecid- 
e4 if His attitude toward Platt and his ene- 
nfes. His personal feeling and his promises 
bound him to Platt, but his interests in- 
clined him to the other way. At the last 
moment, however, he joined forces with the 
Piatt people. 

The Texan case was decided by the exclu- 
sion of both the black-and-tan and lily 
white delegates. A motion to seat the 
Cuney,. or black-arid-tan, delegation was de- 
feated, 17 to 26. Then Fessenden of Con- 
necticut moved both sets of delegates be 
excluded from the temporary roll. This ear- 
ried by a vote of 27 to 20, and the question of 
who are the regular delegates-at-layge from 
Texas must be settled by the Committee on 
Credentials, and afterward by the national 
convention.

Leaves New York with a Crowd of Mc- 
Kinley Boomers. 


New York, June 13.—[Special.J]—John E. 
Milholland and his crowd of McKinley 
boomers left for St. Louis this morning at 
10 o’clock. They went away in good shape, 
if not in large numbers. A band escorted 
100 of them through West Forty-second 
street on their way to the West Shore spe- 
cial. And the big wheel around which is 
wound the petition, said to have been signed 
by 164,000 Republicans of this State, de- 
manding McKinley's nomination, was car- 
ried to the ferry on a truck. At the ferry 
four stalwart colored men, members of the 
Samuel Moran Association, took charge of 
the wheel; which was wrapped up in the 
folds of the Star-Spangled-Banner. 

Milholland was kept busy answering ques- 
tions and giving directions. He said the

It is believed by the department that the 
ship outlined as aboye will be an improve- 
ment upon any yet built in this country. 
The Secretary of the Navy has approved 
the general features of the report of the 
board, and has already decided upon all the 
preliminary steps.

|NEW YORK MAY. LOSE IT. 


FACTIONS WIDE APART ON THE VICE- 
PRESIDENCY. 


Gov. Morton Writes to Chauncey M. 
Depew Declining to Allow the Use 
of His Name for Second Pince, and 
the Guessers Are All at Sen Again— 
Senutor Lodge and Congressman 
Dingley Mentioned—Alleged Deal 
Between Evans and Hobart. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—[{Special.}—As 
usual the New York people are split up into 
half a dozen different factions, and if one 
should judge by iate convention talk, there 
would be little hope of securing second place 
on the ticket for the State which supplied 
the Republican party with Wheeler, Arthur, 
and Morton. 

Chauncey Depew arrived today, and he 
brought with him Levi P. Morton’s declina- 
tion of the nomination for Vice-President. 
It is a significant fact, however, that Mr. 


| Depew did not take it upon himself to give 


out this declination until he had looked 
over the ground pretty carefully and come to 
the conclusion that it would not be so easy 
to unite the New York factions as was at 
first supposed. Friends of all parties unite 
in the declaration that T. C. Platt has Levi 
FP. Morton more or less under a sort of 
hypnotic influence, and so long as Platt re- 
mains in the State Morton does about what 
he wants him to do, but as soon as ‘Platt gets 
away the Governor reasserts his independ- 
ence and makes any announcements which 
fit him and his inclination. 

The story goes that in the present case 
Platt had arranged to boom Morton faith- 


fully ahd well for first place on-the ticket 
with the distinct understanding between 
himself and the Governor that as soon as 
that was proved to be an impossibility the 
second place should bé accepted with becom- 
ing reluctance. 


Svengali’s Spell Broken. 
This was the program when Platt left 


New York. After his departure Gov. Mor- 
ton and Chauncey M. Depew met on a train 
coming down from the country and there- 
upon the Svengali spell having been broken 
Morton reasserted his independence and de- 
clared that he would not be a candidate for 
the Vice-Presidency. 


A short time afterwards he wrote to Mr. 


Depew, and it was this letter which Chaun- 
cey *“‘ DePeach”’ brought to St. Louis with 
him, determined to keep it in his pocket 
unless the situation should render its pro- 
duction advisable. 


Following is the* telegram from Gov. Mor- 


ton: 


‘* Please announce that I stated to you be- 


fore you left New York that I would not : 
under any circumstances accept a nomina- 
tion for Vice-President.”’ 


Mr. Depew had a conference with Mr. 


Platt soon after his arrival in the city. He 
showed the New York leader the telegram 
from Gov. Morton. After the conference 
Mr. Platt was asked in case his candidate, 
Gov. Morton, was not nominated for F’resi- 
dent, if New York would present a candidate 
for Vice-President. 


“TY must decline,”’ he said, “ to discuss that 


subject as I have done during the past.’’ 


Most people did not take the Morton de- 


clination any too seriously. They remem- 
ber how Horatio Seymour said: ** Your 
candidate I cannot be,”’ and then immediate- 
ly proceeded to be it. The objection to Mor- 
ton’s nomination does not arise so much 
from his letters and telegrams of declina- 
tion as from the determined opposition of 
the Bliss-Milholland faction. They claim 
that as they were the original McKinley 
men in New York they were entitled to 
recognition and that recognition they insist 
shall be at least to the extent of forbidding 
the nomination of anybody directly under 
the Platt influence. 


They are not quite so violent in their oppo- 


sition to.Tracy, and Lieut.-Gov. Saxton 
would be fairly acceptable to them. Mr, 
Bliss is himself an avowed candidate for 
the position, but without much chance of 
receiving recognition, for his nomination 
would be quite as distinct a slap in the face 
to the Platt men as it would be to the orig- 
inal McKinley men if Platt himself were 
taken up for the second place on the ticket. 


Depew’s Baby Boom. 
There is a little infantile boom which is as

He would probably harmonize the 
New York factions admirably, but there 
are reasons for believing that Mr. Depew 
would not care to stand the strain of a na- 
tional campaign with himself as the central 
figure.

LIVELY FROM START TO FINISH. 


Probable Procedure and Important 
Features of the Convention. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—The probable 
procedure in the convention will result in a 
series of interesting sessions each day from 
the opening on Tuesday until adjournment 
on Saturday or later. Those familiar with 
the situation think it not improbable that 
the convention may continue beyond the 
week, It will be called to order at 120’clock 
on Tuesday by Chairman Carter. The day 
will be consumed in the reading of the call, 
the installing of temporary officers, and the 
appointment of Committees on Permanent 
Organization and Order of Business, on 
Resolutions and Credentials. | 

It is not known whether Chairman Carter 
will make any remarks in opening the con- 
vention or‘not. It is safe to say, howeve¢r, 
that the Temporary Chairman he presents 
to the convention will make the best speech 
of which he is capable. The varied proceed- 
ings of this session and the session which 
will follow in the evening will probably be 
interspersed with oratory. Wednesday, the 
report of the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization and Order of Business will prob- 
ably be presented and.acted upon and the 
permanent officers will take charge of the 
convention. The Permanent Chairman will 
be John M. Thurston of Nebraska, and the 
Temporary Chairman C. W. Fairbanks of 
Indiana.. Both of these gentlemen are far- 
famed orators and the Temporary Chairman 
will, on taking up the gavel, undertake to 
deliver the speech of his life. It is safe to 
say that pending the receipt of the report of 
the Committee on Credentials the sessions of 
Wednesday and Thursday and possibly Fri- 
day will be devoted to general convention 
business. interspersed with oratorical efforts 
by famous orators of the Republican party 
in attendance. At all of the sessions it is 
probable that resolutions will be received 
and referred to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions with or without reading or debate, as 
the convention may direct. | 

Whether the important money question 
will be precipitated before the convention 
before the Teport is received from the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions is questionable, but 
regardless of any rule which may be adopt- 
ed the tension on this question is so great 
that the discussion is liable to be! precipi- 
tated at any time, and is threatened by some 
silver men. 

‘It is hardly to be expected that the report 
of the Committee on Credentials can be pre- 
pared and presented to the convention be- 
fore Thursday night or Friday morning if 
the contests are considered as thoroughly 
as by the National committee. There are 
168 contests, and it is doubtful if the Com- 
mittee on Credentials can pass upon the 


questions, giving any reasonable attention’ 


to the facts, short of three days and three 
nights, unless the rule of the National com- 
mittee should be adopted. The teport of 
the committee is liable to precipitate the 
most lively convention scene witnessed in 
recent years. ; 

Next will probably come the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions. This commit- 
tee will have clear sailing until the'currency 
question is reached. On that question, in 
the committee and later in the convention, 
interest will be intense and the oratorical 
efforts pronounced.

Hepburn Likes Indiana Plank. 

Congressman Hepburn says that the In- 
diana plank suits him, but he would amend 
it by striking out the reference to the ratio. 

Senator Gear says the platform must 
strongly oppose the free coinage of silver, 
and that above all things the party should 
pledge itself.to work for an international 
agreement. 

Col. Henderson is very positive that noth- 
ing must be done to in any way depreciate 
any of the kinds of currency now in use. 

S. L. Baker of Maquoketa and 8S. W. 
Rathbun of Marion have been quoted as 
being free silver men. Mr. Baker said to- 
day: “I do not believe the party should go 
back on the statement it has been makin 
for years past, and I do not think it should 
hint towards legislating silver out of exist- 
ence: but I do believe that the platform 
should take a strong position in favor of 
honest money, and maintain the parity of our 
present forms of currency. I do not believe 
that the platform should contain the word 
gold. I know that my colleague, Col. 
French, is a strong adherent of a single gold 
standard, but I do not agree with him in that 
respect.”’ 

Mr. Rathbun is reported to indorse the po- 
sition taken by Mr. Baker, but neither of 
them is in any degree favorable to independ- 
ent free coinage of silver. The question of 
the financial plank was not discussed at the 
meeting of the Iowa delegation this morn- 
ing, but it will be discussed at a meeting to 
be held at 2 o’clock on Monday afternoon. 
There promises to be a lively little contest 
over this matter at that meeting. 

Why Not Say Gold? 

Col. French, who is a delegate for member 
of the Committee on Resolutions, openly 
says: “If you mean gold why not say 
gold, and why talk about the present stand- 
ard?” Col. French is a good fighter, and 
has been seen in more than one Republican 
convention in Iowa when he stood alone 
upon the platform supporting the anti-pro- 
hibition wing of the party against the over- 
whelming predominance df prohibitionists. 
However, this was in the days prior to 

mulct” times now in vogue, and Col. 
French has found more than one colleague 
in latter day Republican conventions. in 
Iowa. He does not hesitate to say that he 
will make a fight for a gold standard at 
the meeting of the delegation next Monday. 


He will have some help, but the large ma- , 


jority of the delegates will be inclined to 
favor an indorseyjnent of honest money at 
the “ present standard.” While they ad- 
mit that this might well be construed to 
mean a gold. standard, yet, as Delegate 
Junkin put it this afternoon, “ If you should 
Bay to the péople of Iowa the Republican 
party favors the single gold standazd, you 
would find that the majority of ‘the Re- 
publicans of that State will take issue with 
you, but they will agree, I think, that the 
present standard is satisfactory and they 
are not afraid of any 50-cent dollars.” 


Will Support Honest Money. 

So it is safe to say that, so far at least as 
Iowa is concerned, its member of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, be he Senator Gear 
or Col. French, will be instructed to support 
a plank declaring for honest money and for 
maintaining the absolute parity of the 
metals and against the depreciation of any 
of the present forms of currency. 

Another matter that will come up at the 
meeting of the delegates on Monday will 
be in reference to a resolution which Sen- 
ator Gear has in his’possession and proposes 
to introduce. It proposes making a radical 
change in the apportionment of delegates 
to future National Republican conventions. 
The resolution was prepared by Mr. Call, 
delegate’ from the Tenth District, and is 
approved by a majority of the Iowa dele- 
gation. It provides that the delegates shall 
be apportioned in accordance with the num- 
ber of Republican votes cast in each State. 
Each State is to have four delegates-at- 
large, one for each Congressional district, 
and one additional in each district for every 
10,000 votes or fraction greater than a ma- 
ority thereof cast for the last Republican 
eandidate for Congress, Mr. Call says that 
this resolution, if adopted, will increase the 
membership of the convention from the 
States in the North about 150, and will de- 
crease the representation of the Southern 
States only about fifty. He believes that 
this will be a just proportion and will not 
be too harsh upon the delegates from the 
— which do not give any Republican 

Hold a Preliminary Meeting. 

The Iowa delegation held a preliminary 

session at Iowa headquarters this afternoon. 


All the delegates ) present except J. 8. 
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respect of their State and show to the Nation 
that Senator Allison alone of all the candi- 
dates had the undivided and loyal support 
of his State. There was no necessity at 
present for making undue haste to get into 
anybody’s band wagon. 


Should Stand by Allison. 

The very least that lowa could do in justice 
to itself and Senator Allison, they said, was 
to give him its vote, and then, if the time 
should come that some other man was nomi- 
nated, Iowa could acquiesce gracefully in 
making the nomination unanimous. There 
were a number of the delegates who spoke 
in a similar strain, and if any one felt any 
desire to get into the McKinley procession 
they did not manifest it, but, on the con- 
trary, all agreed to stay by Allison. 

One of the delegates said after the meeting: 
“The McKinley people have a letter from 
me, written two years ago in answer to one 
which I received from-them, asking me to 
support McKinley. I said then that I was 
a McKinley man and if I should be a dele- 
gate to the conventionfwould favor McKin- 
ley; provided, however, there were no ‘ local 
complications.’’’ After thinking a moment 
he said: ‘‘ I guess that I can easily show 
that there are ‘local complications’ this 
time, but I must say for the credit of the 
McKinley people that since Allison’s candi- 
dacy was announced they have not attempt- 
ed to get me tangled up over that letter. Iam 
for Allison and shall vote for him as long as 
it is necessary.”’ 

Besides this general talk on the candidacy 
of Senator Allison and the financial plank of 
the platform the meeting witnessed a lively 
little contest over the appointment of a Com- 
mittee on Finance. This contest resulted in 
the turning down of Gib Pray. 


Delegates and Congressmen Clash. 

There is a little history connected with this 
contest which will make interesting reading 
for lowa people. For some weeks there have 
been reports in lowa papers that there was 
a little soreness between the delegates and 
the powers that be at Washington—in other 
words, as dDne of the delegates declared, “ we 
felt as though we could run our own politics 
without instructions from the Congress- 
men.”” This situation developed when notice 
Was sent to each member of the delegation 
some time since that they would be expected 
to pay a certain amount assessed to meet 
the expenses of the campaign in St. Louis. 
The notification conveyed. the further in- 
formation that Mr. Pray would receive the 
money, and the impression created in the 
minds of some of the delegates was that 
Mr Pray was levying the assessment. Now, 

fr. Pray is not a member of the delegatton, 
but is thé finaacial agent of the State Central 
committee. 

Then, too, at a meeting of the delegation 
held in Des Moines immediately after the 
State convention by which they were select- 
ed. it was voted that they would themselves 
see to the raising of the necessary’ funds 
and also the disbursement thereof. When 
Mr. Call, one of the delegates from the Tenth 
District, received Mr. Pray’s notice, “he sat 
down and wrote a circular letter to each 
one of the delegates, calling attention to it. 
The result was that only $1,000 was received 
in response to the notice. 


Delegation Turns Down Mr. Pray. 


When the matter came up in the meeting 
today Senator Gear said that Mr. Pray 


'had been authorized by the Executive com- 
| mittee of the delegation to issue the notices 


of assessment. Mr. Call wanted to know 
how that Executive committee was consti- 
tuted, and to adjust matters he moved that 
a Finance committee be appointed from the 
membership of the delegation, who should 
have charge of raising the necessary funds 
and also attend to their disbursement and 
report to the delegation. This motion was 
carried without any difficulty. In fact, it 
was the unanimous sentiment of the dele- 
gation that this should be done. The Finance 
committee’ thus appointed consists of F. H. 
Helsell, H. W. Macomber, and George W. 
French. 

The delegation then elected Col. Hender- 
son as temporary Chairman and George C. 
Call as temporary Secretary. Howard L. 
Hedrick of Ottumwa was elected Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the delegation, and the meeting 
adjourned until 2 p. m. Monday. 

T. F. Byron, the President of the Iowa 
McKinley club, arrived in town this morn- 
ine. He did not hesitate to say what the 
purpose of the organization was. Said he:

Said one of the officers of the 
Allison club today: ‘‘ When this McKinley 
club business was first started they called it 
the Allison-McKinley club and declared that 
if Allison could not be nominated they were 
in favor of McKinley. 


Have Dropped Allison. 

“Now, however, they have dropped the 
Allison business and come out squarely for 
McKinley. We knew that was what they 
meant all along. However, we do not be- 
lieve that this organization was authorized 
by Mr. McKinley or any one representing 
him. In fact, we are certain he discouraged 
it. We believe they will fail in what any one 
can see is their purpose, for we do not be- 
lieve that the Republicans of Iowa who have 
had their shoulder to the wheel for years will 
be turned down simply because they gave 
loyal support to as worthy a man as Senator 
Allison.”’ 

The contest over the selection of a member 
of the National committee to succeed J. S. 
Clarkson of Iowa has waged at a lively 
rate today. Theadvent of Mr. Cummins this 
morning and his announcement that he was 
a candidate was the signal for drawing the 
lines between the adherents of different 
candidates pretty closely. -Tonight all But 
two members of the delegation have arrived 
or have been located in so far as their pref- 
erence for National Committeeman is con- 
cerned. It looks now as though it would be 
a very close and exciting contest. The 
friends of Mr. Cummins claim for him nine 
votes sure, and a number of others in pros- 
pect. Mr. Manning says he has an equal 
number, while he does not concede that Mr. 
Cummins has any sure title to the nine 
claimed by him. Mr. Junkin, the young 
newspaper man from Fairfield, can probably 
positively depend upon six votes. This 
leaves two votes unaccounted for. They are 
two delegates from the Fifth District. G 
R. Struble and 8S. W.-Rathbun. No one 
seems to know exactly how they stand on 
this question. 


Close Contest for Committeeman. 

Mr. Manning’s friends are making the 
most noise, while the Cummins contingent 
is quietly working and those best posted 
seem to thing that when the contest nar- 
rows down Mr. Cummins has slightly the 
better of it. On the other hand, Mr. Man- 
ning says that he expects to gain a large 
fraction of the Junkin vote when the latter 
drops out of the fight. As for Mr. Junkin, he 
is not making any claims, at least aud:bly 
though he will not concede that the claim of 
Mr. Cummins to nine votes will hold good 
The matter will probably be decided at the 
meeting of the delegation next Monday aft- 
ernoon. 

The contest over the selection of the mem- 
ber of the Committee on Resolutions from 
Iowa is attracting much attention. (Col 
George W. French of Davenport, who ia a 
pronounced gold standard man, is apparent- 
ly gaining quite a considerable strength 
especially among the younger men who are 
on the delegation.

CALLERS AT THE M’KINLEY HOME. 


Nevada Delegate Says the Tariff Is of 
More Importance than Silver. 

Canton, O., June 13.—{Special.]—“* The peo- 
ple of the West are not such extremists on 
the silver question as I think is generally 
supposed in the East.” Thus spoke G. F. 
Turrittin, a delegate to St. Louis from Ne- 
vada, who arrived this morning and went 
with the Canton party to St. Louis tonight. 
‘* I do not favor the 16 to 1 free silver,” con- 
tinued he, “ or any attempt to coin the silver 
of the world, which this would amountto. I 
can say to you emphatically that the people 
of Nevada regard protection as of the first 
importance. The wool, borax, lead, and soda 
industries of our State have been practically 
ruined by the Wilson bill, and the depression 
of the wool trade has indirectly affected the 
cattle industry very seriously. Nevada is 
very deeply concerned in all these. Hence 
our interest in protection. None of our deile- 
gates are instructed for McKinley, and I see 
that his managers are claiming only half of 
them, but I would not be surprised if all of 
the Nevada delegates voted for the Ohio can- 
didate on the first ballot. 

“There is absolutély no truth back of this 
talk about Western delegates bolting if 
their demands for a free silver plank are not 
cranted. We propose to go to St. Louis to 
make the best fight we can for free siiver, 
but we will stand by’ the Republican party, 
no matter what may be its declaration on the 
financial question, and when we go back 
home it will be to try to carry our Siate for 
the Republicans. We would, of course, like 
a free silver plank, but if sound money pre- 
vails in the convention we will submit to the 


will of the majority.’’ . 


Among the early arrivals at the McK ‘'nley 
heme was Gov. Lebart of Rhode Island, who 
was accompanied by 8. W. Fordice and E. 
A. Hitchcock, members of:the St. Louis 
Business-Men’s Association. They simply 
made a friendly call. The Governor went to 
the depot to meet them. It happened that 
the train on which they arrived also carried 
the special cars of the Youngstown delega- 
tion of several hundred people. These cars 
were gayly decorated with banners inscribed: 
“We voted for McKinley for twenty years, 
and we are going to vote for him again.”’

SENATOR TELLER KEEPS VERY MUM. 


Will Listen to Nothing Less than 16 to 
1 Silver. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—Senator H. M. 
Teller of Colorado arrived tonight from 
Washington. He and Mrs. Teller stopped in 
Cincinnati last night, making the trip in day- 
light. Senator Teller was asked about his 
recent statements in Washington and Cin- 
cinnati, but he declined to be interviewed 
any further. He said he would stand by 
what he had said, but that there had been 
more published than he stated. dle said he 
would not consider anything connected with 
the convention until Monday, and that he 
would not be interviewed or in any manner 
express himself until that time. The Sena- 
tor and Mrs. Teller are stopping in the sub- 
urbs with friends. 

Senator Teller said he would not come into 
the city and take any part till Monday, when 
the Colorado and other silver delegates hold 
meetings. Senator Teller was anxiously in- 
quired after at McKinley headquarters and 
elsewhere tonight, but none could reach him, 
and his most intimate friends said he would 
not participate until after the silver con- 
ference’on Monday. 

It is expected that an ultimatum to the 
McKinley managers will be made Monday 
night.. Some of the silver men are charz- 
ing that concessions are being made to the 
ultra gold standard men from New England, 
New York, and other Eastern States, re- 
gardiess of the sentiment of Western States, 
and that Senator Teller, who is to be the sil- 
ver leader in the convention, shares in this 
opinion. 

Judging from the indispositon of the silver 
leader tonight he is contemplating some rad- 
ical action in the*‘event that the Committee 
on Resolutions reports in favor of a gold 
standard. He will not express himself in 
advance of such action, but his intimate 
friends assert that he would not sanction a 
combination of the extreme silver men with 
the extreme gold men to defeat a plank that 
would lean towards silver in any degree. It 

been asserted that such a combination 
might be made, but it is understood that 
Mr. Teller will not, in case of conflict be- 
tween the extreme gold men and those less 
radically inclined in favor of that metal, 
take the side of either, but will stand 
squarely for a declaration for the free coin- 
age of silver. He is understood to hold that 
~ silver men cannot afford to combine 
with any faction to defeat either in the in- 
terest of the other.

DEATH OF EX-GOY. ALPHEUS FELCH. 


Gov. Rich Issues a Proclamation Or- 
dering Business Suspended in the 
State Departments Tuesday. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., June 13.—({Special. }—Ex- 
Gov. Alpheus Felch died here this afternoon 
of old age, being over 90 years old. He had 
been unconscious four days and had taken no 
nourishment in that time. 

Lansing, Mich., June 13.—[Special.J]—Upon 
learning of the death of ex-Gov. Alpheus 
Felch Gov. Rich issued a proclamation of 
eulogy and ordering that business be sus- 
pended im all State departments next Tues- 
day, the day of the funeral. 


Alpheus Felch was born in Maine in 1806. 
He was educated at Phillips Exeter Academy 
and Bowdoin College, and was admitted to 
the bar in Bangor in 1830. He removed to 
Michigan in 1833, settling in Ann Arbor, 
where he had since resided. While a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature in 1835 he op- 
posed the establishment of wildcat banks. 
In 1842 he became Auditor-General, and the 
next year went on the State Supreme bench. 
In 1845 he was elected Governor, and in 1847 
United States Senator. Afterwards he served 
as Spanish and Mexican Land Claims Com- 
missioners in California.

GREAT PICNIC IN OGLE COUNTY. 


Two Hundred Residents of Chicago 
Return to the Home County. 

Oregon, Ill, June 13.—(Special.]—Two@ 
thousand people were present today at the 
picnic of the Ogle County Association held 
in this city. Three hundred people .from 
Chicago and 200 from Rockford, former resi- 
dents of Ogle County, came on special.

SO IS EDWARD M. M’MILLEN, TO HIS 
CREDITORS’ sORROW. 


Chief Stockholder and the Head of the 
Superior Pump ang Windmill Com- 
pany Disappears After Succeeding 
in Becoming Indebted to Various 
Firms and Individuals to the Ex- 
tent of $45,000—Stock of the Con- 
cern Cannot Be Found by Officers. 


So far as active existence is concerned, the 
Superior Pump and Windmill company is a 
thing of the past. The Secretary and Treas- 
urer is missing, and the funds he has collect- 
ed during the last few weeks are also gone. 
The creditors are vainly trying to learn how 
they can recover the indebtedness due them. 

This condition of affairs has develcped 
since Thursday. Before then the concern had 
good standing in the business world and was 
believed to be solvent. The corporation 
began business two years ago, the principals 
being Frank E, Hook and Edward M. Mc- 
Millan. A year ago Hook sold his stock to 
McMillan, who since then has been prac- 
tically the sole stockholder. 

The office, salesroom, aad warehouse were 
in the building No. 32 Milwaukee avenue. 
The letterheads of the concern bore the 
names M. Whipple, President, and E. M. 
McMillan, Secretary and Treasurer. Noone 
ever had any dealings with Whipple or 
knows who that individual is, but the cred- 
itors think Mrs. McMillan was the figurehead 
President. . | 

McMillan had engaging menners and easily 
won the confidence of all with whom he came 
in contact, and even the mercantile agencies, 
while rating the capital of the concern at 
only a few thousand dollars, gave it the 
highest possible credit standing. Hence 
McMillan found it easy to borrow money. 

Stock Disappears. 

In the early part of last year he obtained 
$7,000 from Fred Plotke, merely giving his 
notes for the amount. Two weeks ago 
Plotke ascertained that the concern was 
financially weak, and at his request, on June 
4, McMillan gave a mortgage on the stock 
of material and goods.’ The mortgage was 
immediately foreclosed; and on June 10 the 
stock was sold to the L. Gould company. 
Instead of there being at least $25,000 worth, 
as had been supposed; and as is asserted 
there was a few days prior to the execution 
of the mortgage, the entire stock was valued 
by those competent to judge at less than 
$1,000, and at the sale it brought but $325. 
On Thursday evening the stock was re- 
moved, and people who called on Friday 
found only an empty store with locked 
doors.

McMillan also kept an individual account 
with the First National Bank, and this was 
regularly increased. Just before he left the 
city he drew out of the First National all 
except a few dollars of his balance, and with 
the amount he will probably be able to Tive 
for some time in his present hiding place. 

The bulk of the goods sold by the Superior 
company were manufactured by the Haney 
& Campbell company of Dubuque, Ia., and 
they held notes of the Superior company for 
different amounts aggregating $4,040, due 
in July and August. Learning McMillan 
was selling many goods below cost, they be- 
came alarmed, and on Thursday Mr. Graham, 
their representative, came here for the pur- 
pose of attaching the stock to secure pay- 
ment. This would be ‘possible in Iowa, but 
could not be done here; as the notes were not 
due, and by sanecish night Mr. Graham 


found that the assets had vanished. 

McMillan also kept @ side line of bicycles, 
but these were removed from the store early 
in the week and no trace could be found yes- 
terday of the wheels’ or the persons who 
took them. The stock of goods, which had 
been believed to be worth fully $25,000, and 
on which valuation McMillan had been ob- 
taining credit, had utterly disappeared, and 
the only trace was the remnant which had 
been sold for $325. , 

Thé Gould company, which purchased the 
stock, is also a creditor of the Superior com- 
pany, and Fred Plotke, the mortgagee, for 
whose benefit the sale was made, is still 
short $6,700 on his; investment. Frank 
Schoenfeld, who is Plotke’s attorney, said: 
“I am sure there is something rotten in this 
deal, and I shall sift it to the bottom, and if 
things are as I think; and we can find Mc- 
Millan, we will put him through forit. We 
have detectives on his track now.’ Mr. 
Schoenfeld also represents other creditors, 
whose claims are fully as much as that of 
Plotke. i 

The other local creditors are believed to 
be few, but a number pf Eastern firms have 
claims of from $500 to $1,800, and it is thought 
the liabilities of the Superior company will 
Jey $45,000, without a dollar of assets in 
sight. i 


MeMillan’s Methods. 


MeMillan's sales were made to implement 
dealers in the country towns, to whom he 
frequently sold on time or delivered them 
goods to be paid for in event of saje. In this 
case he had them si pecullar contracts, 
worded to the effect that in consideration 
of the reduced prices at which the goods were 
to be sold the purchaser agreed to handle and 
sell none other than’ those manufactured 
by the Superior company. A list of the ma- 
terial sold would follow, and a stipulation 
that in case of sale “ the following note” 
was to be paid. L 

Then the paper was perforated and beneath 
the line of perforation would follow a prom- 
issory note, which was signed by the pur- 
chaser. Another. perforated line ran _ be- 
neath the note form, and the.third portion of 
the contract, based on the two preceding pro- 
visions, a a stipulation that in case of Vio- 
lation of the terms of the contract by the 
purchaser the Superior company was privi- 
leged to cancel the agreement. Asa whole 
the contract appeared to be all right, but it 
was an easy matter to tear off the top and 
bottom parts and leave the note subject to 
no conditions, These notes, or many of 
them, McMillan discounted with D. H. Tol- 
man. ’ 

During the last five weeks McMillan has 
offered a liberal discount on accounts and 
paper which was nearly matured in order 
to obtatin ready cash, offering as high as 12 
per cent on thirty-day paper. In this man- 
ner and with other collections made by him 
recently it is estimated that he gathered 
together $15,000, which he is supposed to 
have taken with him.

PUT UP WHEEL FOR BAIL. 


AMENDMENT TO CRIMINAL CODE FOR 
BENEFIT OF CYCLISTS. 


New York Wheelmen Hereafter When 
Arrested for Infringing the Speed 
or Lamp Ordinances May Escape 
Being Locked Up—May Deposit 
Their Bicycles at the Police Station 
as a Guarantee for Their Appear- 
ance in Court and Payment of Fines 

New York, June 13.—[{Special.]—Senator 
Page’s bicycle bail bond amendment to the 
criminal code of this State is to be recog- 
nized by the police of this city and in future 
cyclists arrested for infringing the speed 
and lamp ordinances will not be forced to 
undergo the indignity and torture of a 
night in a police cell. 

Senator Page, at the request of Magistrate 
Deuel, introduced in the last session of the 
Legislature in Albany a bill amending the 
criminal code to make it lawful for per- 
sons arrested for minor offenses to deposit 
personal property as bail. The bill was 
drawn specifically in the interests of cy- 
clists, although no mention of bicycles or 
bicycle riders appeared therein, for the rea- 
son that if it had it would have been class 
legislation. 

The intention was to make it possible for 
cyclists, when arrested, to leave their 
wheels in the station-house as bail for their 
appearance in court the following morning 
to answer the charges against them. 

The legal adviser of Chief of Police Conlin 
held that under the Page amendment bi- 
cycles could not be accepted by the police as 
bail, because the provisions of the law 
required that personal property of value 
double the amount of the heaviest fine which 
could be imposed for the offensé committed 
must be deposited. He maintained that 
there was one law which cyclists were liable 
to infringe, the penalty for which was a fine 
of $500, and that therefore bicycles could not 
be accepted as bail in this or any other case. 

It is now announced that Corporation 
Counsel Scott has advised Chief of Police 
Conlin that the police authorities may ac- 
cept from wheelmen arrested for infringing 
the speed or lamp ordinances personal prop- 
erty to the value of $20 or over, as bail. This 
means that the unfortunate cyclist can de- 
posit his wheel in the police station and de- 
part for home. 3 

His wheel will be taken care of by the 
police and produced in court the next morn- 
ing, where it will be handed back to him 
upon his paying the fine imposed, or escheat- 
ed should he fail to put in an appearance. 


WIDOW OF J. A. COCKERILL WEDS. 


Tells of the Form of Proposal and De- 
tails of Acceptance. 

New York, June 13.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Leonora Cockerill, widow of the late Col. 
John A. Cockerill, the well-known newspa- 
per man who died suddenly in Egypt a few 
weeks ago, was married on Thursday night 
to Walter Louis Lienau of Brooklyn by 
Justice of the Peace McCullough at Ho- 
boken, but the fact was not made public 
until today. 

The groom is a son of the late Rudolph 
Lienau, who was President of the Gérmania 
Bank in that city, and is about 26 years of 
age. His family moves in an exclusive so- 
cial circle of the Church City. . 

The circumstances surrounding the mar- 
riage were somewhat peculiar, and were 
told by the bride herself today. “I am very 
sorry that our marriage should have become 
Known so quickly,” said Mrs. Lienau, “ but 
the ceremony was just as sudden and unex- 
pected to both of us as the news of the wed- 
ding is to our friends.

DEPUTY IS IN THE TOILS. 


ONE OF WEST TOWN ASSESSOR GIF- 
FERT’S MEN 1S ARRESTED, 


Edward Donahue Charged by C. K. 
Oliver and Jacob Schwerzen with 
Offering to Reduce Their Assess- 
ments for a Consideration—Mr. Gif- 
fert Says People Who Make Com- 
plaints Generally Fail to Back 
Them Up—Prisoner Enters Denial. 


Edward Donahue, one of West Town As- 
sessor William Giffert’s deputies, is under 
arrest at the Desplaines Street Station on 
two charges of obtaining money under false 
pretenses—charges which are tantamoun® 
to levying blackmail on the strength of his 
position as Deputy Assessor. 

The specific charges are that he demanded 
2 from C. K. Oliver, a laundryman, No. 626 
West Madison street, and a like amount 
from Jacob Schewerzen, No, 624 West Mad- 
ison street, as the price of having their as- 
sessments reduced. 

“I have about 100 deputy assessors,” said 
Assessor Giffert last night, ‘“ and I am frank 
enough to say I know precious little about 
any of them. I have had charges preferred 
to me against a round dogen of them for. 
attempting to obtain money by promising: 
to see that the victims’ assessments were 
lowered or wiped out. I Rave not dis-. 
charged any of these men because the vic- 
tims always weakened on the charges when 
brought to the pinch. 

“One of my deputies was charged three 
times in one day by three different people 
with attempting to induce them to give him 
money on the plea that he would cut the 
valuation of their personal property. I sent 
around to the Desplaines Street Station and 
was given a detective in plain clothes. When 
the accused deputy came in he was told of 
the accumulation of charges against him, 
He denied each flatly, and when told there 
was an officer present he expressed a will- 
ingness to go with him and face his accusers, 
They went to the three places and the men 
who had told me he had asked for money 
weakened and would not back up their 
charge. The man is still working. 


How Deputies Are Appointed. 


“What are you going to do? There is no 
decent way mapped out for the appointment 
of these men. They are recommended by 
the ward organizations, and I take them and 
so do others. The whole system is in- 
iquitous and breeds iniquity. 

** Donahue was sent to me by the organiza- 
tion of the Tenth Ward, which is represente 
ed by County ControllerJames L: Monaghan. 
I am told Luke Coyne, about whom I know 
absolutely nothing, recommended the man 
to Monaghan, and it is my firm belief 
Monaghan knows no more about this ar- 
rested deputy than I do. 

‘Now that the fellow has been arrested 
I hear all kinds of tales about him, but none 
of which has any proof to back it. I heard 
today he had done something at one time for 
which he -did, or should have, served time. 
It was a felony, I believe, but fits exact 
nature I don’t know. 


Complainants Always Weaken. 


“ The Assessor doesn’t have time to do his 
work decently, let alone looking up the 
character of his deputies. We are obliged 
to take their characters largely for granted, 

“I want it distinctly understood, though, 
that in every instance where I have been 
informed of the wrong doing of a subordi- 
nate I have investigated the matter, but 
have always failed to convict the man to an 
extent to warrant his discharge because of 
the weakening of those making the com- 
plaints. I am giad this fellow has been 
caught, and if he is guilty I hope he will be 
punished. But there are others who ought 
to be with him. The thing is to get them, 

“If the power of passing on appointees 
were taken away from the Town Board I 
believe the result would be good.”’ 

Mr. Giffert did not state, however, how this 
would mend matters. 

Edward Donahue was one of the last ap- 
pointees tu be passed upon by the board, 
Iliis work was that of the verification of 
the assessments made by the deputies who 
preceded him. It is charged that he hinted 
for propositions, and when an advance was 
made to draw him out he would declare that 
he could wipe cut for a consideration the as- 
sessments made. 


Oliver’s Statement. 


C.. K. Oliver, one of the complainants 
against Donahue, says the first deputy who 
called on him assessed him on a valuation 
of $200, 

‘** Donahue called,” said Mr. Oliver. “‘ and 
said it was too high. He said if I would pay 
him &3 he would cut the valuation one-half. 
i thought it would be best to pay him in 
order to have a complete case against him. - 
! offered him $2. He took it, marked $150 
in his book where $300 had been previously, 
and left the store.’’ 

Jacob Schwerzen, the other complainant, 
says Donahue called at his store, and said 
the firm name was not on his book. It was 
explained to him that other deputies did 
not consider the stock subject to taxation. 

** Donahue said,’’. continued Mr. Schwere 
zen, ‘“‘ what others said made no difference 
to him. He said the matter canld be ar« 
ranged if we were good fellows. I offered 
him a dollar, which he threw back, saying 
he could not be bought for that sum. Then 
he left, but was arrested by the policeman 
who had been summoned by Mr. Oliver.” 

Denahue Says He In Innocent. 

When seen in the lockup at the Desplaines 
Street Station Donahue said: 

‘*T am not guilty of the things with which 
IT am charged. I do not deny that I was 
offered money, but I think the man who 
offered it should be arrested. I was in the 
store on. business, as Iam regularly attached 
to the Assessor's office.”’ 

“ How long have you been in the Assess- 
or’s office?’’ . 

“Each ward is allowed one man fifteen 
days. The work of this man is to go over 
the rolls after the regular assessment and 
make assessments against those who have 
been overlooked. This tallor’s store had 
been overlooked.” 

“Who appointed you?” 

“TI was appointed through the influence of 
a well-known West Side politician. I won't 
give his name, because there is no necessity 


for getting him mixed up in this matter.”’ 


“Have you ever held a political job be- 
fore?”’ 

‘“* No.” 

*“ What is your pay?” 

“Five dollars a day.” 

Donahue asked that Sam Tuckhorn, a sa- 
loonkeeper at No. 102 West Madison street, 
be notified of his arrest in order that bond

Giving Money Away. 


“This would be giving away our gold 
dollars at about half their intrinsic value in 
exchange for the world’s surplus of silver. 
The gold dollars would disappear, and we 
should be obliged to readjust our values toa 
silver dollar. The only honest dollar is one 
of least fluctuation, one of least deprecia- 
tion, and one that year in and year out is a 
fixed measure of value for business and 
wages. 

At the end of Mr. Wentworth’s address 
Jacob H. Hopkins was unanimously chosen 
Secretary of the convention. 

As there were no contesting delegates those 
who had come in from the various wards 
were declared the sitting delegates of the 
convention. 

On motion of W. E. Poulsen the temporary 
organization was made permanent, and 
Chairman Wentworth announced that the 
next business before the convention was the 
appointment of a Committee on Resolutions. 

Franklin MacVeagh, who was received 
with prolonged cheers, moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five on the platform. 

The Chair nominated as this committee 
Franklin MacVeagh, Chairman, Judge 
Thomas A. Moran, Lynden Evans, Henry 8. 
Robbins, and Rivers McNeal. 

As the Committee on Resolutions retired 
M.,W. Robinson moved that two assistant 
temporary secretaries be named. Delegates 
from all parts of the hall clamored for recog- 
nition to suggest the names of men from 
their wards, and W. C. Asay cut the agony 
short by moving that all of the dozen men 
named be declared assistant secretaries, 
which was done. 

New Constitution. 


Secretary Hopkins then read the draft of 


a new constitution of the Democratic party. 
This provided that the control and 
management of the party be vested in a com- 
mittee of two members from each ward in 
the city and ten from the territory outside, 
which territory shall.be divided equitably 
by the Central committee into five districts, 
each to have two cofmmitteemen. The mem- 
bers of the Central committee shall hold 
office until the first Monday in May, 1897. 

The constitution provides for the follow- 
ing of new boundaries by club organizations, 
should the city be redistricted before the 
next convention. 

An innovation is the employment of a paid 
Secretary, whose office shall be open the year 
round and who shall not be a committeeman, 

No person holding a public office shall be 
eligible to membership in the Central com- 
mittee. 

Resolutions Adopted. 


In the meantime the Committee on Reso- 
lutions had completed its work. Chairman 
MacVeagh read the resolutions. 

Here they are: 

*“ This convention is assembled at a critical 
period to save the Democratic party of Cook 
County from being betrayed into Populism; 
to maintain it on its historic foundations for 
the advocacy of its historic principles and 
rolices;’to secure and preserve for its mem- 
bers the right to vote at honest primarics 
and to have their votes honestly counted; to 
secure for Cook County an honest, efficient, 
and publie spirited government; to aid in 
preserving the honor and the credit of the 
Nation. 

“In presenting its ticket to the suffrages of 
the people’ and in adopting other measures 
to carry out its purposes, it declares, in the 
name of the Democratic party, the following 
platferm of principles: 


What 16 to 1 Means. 


“1. That the free coinage of silver at 16 
to 1 by this Nation alone is silver mono- 
metallism and nothing else. It means the 
dishonest substitution of a 50-cent dollar for 
a 100-cent dollar, to the lasting dishonor of 
the government and the people, and for the 
benefit of nobody more meritorious than re- 
pudiators and unscrupulous debtors willing 
to cheat their creditors. It means the in- 
evitable widespread cultivation of dishon- 
esty among debtors. It means the heartless 
robbery of all men and women who receive 
wages or depend upon wages, of all men 
and women who receive salaries, of all sav- 
ings bank depositors, and all members of 
building and loan associations. It means 
immeasurable panics and the disruption and 
upsetting of all the commercial, manufactur- 
ing; and other business affairs of the Na- 
tion. It means a period of depression suc- 
ceeding these panics with which the present 
depréssion due to the agitation of the ques- 
tion is not to be compared. 


For a Gold Standard. 


** Therefore, we favor the maintenance of 
the present gold standard, with the use of 
silver so far, and so far only, as is con- 
sistent with the certain preservation of that 
standard, and we are opposed to the frée and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 or any other ratio, unless interna- 
tional bimetallism shall be established by 
adequate and apropriate agreement by the 
leading commercial nations of the world. 

“2. That this people owes a debt of grati- 
tude and admiration to President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle for their heroic main- 
tenance of the credit of the nation and for 
preserving to the people an opportunity to 
now stamp out forever the heresy of dis- 
honest. money and to give the United States 
a scientific currency and financial system. 

**3. That honest primaries must be main- 
tained by the Democratic party in order that 
men true to the principles of Democracy 
may control the organization of the party 
and that the party may enjoy the confidence 
and respect of the people. 

Brace Primaries Denounced. 

“4. That the recent action of the silverite 
County committee, instituting brace prima- 
ries to disfranchise the majority, and com- 
mitting itself to the advocacy of a dishonest 
dollar and a dishonest policy, has forfeited 
all its claims to represent the Democracy 
of Cook County. 

“5. That as the honest dollar and honest 
primaries are important, so is honest, able 
government; and this convention will, there- 
fore,. make. its nominations with a rigid 
sense of duty to the public-spirited people 
of Cook County; and will furnish them an 
opportunity to vote for men who have not 
sought the offices, but whom the offices have 
sought, and who are unquestionably quali- 
fied, by character and abilities, for the places 
they will be called upon to fill. 

Local Reforms. 

- *§6. That without entering into all the de- 
tails of local policies this convention de- 
clares in favor of the abolition of township 
governinent within the City of Chicago; for 
the promising enforcement of the 
civil service law; for the limitation of the 
incomes of officeholders to fixed and known 
salaries; for a compulsory primary law; for 
revised and reform State revenue laws, and 
generally, with perfect sincerity, for the gov- 
ernment of Chicago” and Cook County for 
and by the people.”’ 


Words of MacVéagh. 


All through the reading Mr. MacVeagh

“ There are a good many people who are 
afraid to use in their platform the word 
‘gold,’ and I regret to say that people who 
are afraid to use the word ‘gold’ are those 
who believe in gold monometallism. I do 
not believe in gold monometallism. I am a 
bimetallist. There is no othér bimetallism 
than international bimetallism. Every- 
thing else called bimetallism is silver mono- 
‘metalilism. 
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le on this question. There is con- 
fuion as to the gold standard. The ad- 
vocates of free coinage believe we mean by 
the gold standard gold monometallism. | 

“ We mean nothing of the kind. Gold is 
the standard, and gold will remain the 
standard—it makes no difference the char- 
acter or measure we may adopt. ; 

“The gold standard means not the gold 
dollar, but the pure gold that is ina dollar. 
It is the gold itself. Under the free coinage 
of silver we would have no basis in fact. 
Either the monetary value of the silver dol- 
lar would fall or the commercial value of 
a gold dollar would rise. 

Too Much Silver. 


“The people do not need more silver. | To 
every silver dollar in circulation today eight 
silver dollars are locked up in the Treasury 
at Washington, which the people will ‘not 
have. In 1886 there was $50,000,000 in | sil- 
ver which Secretary Manning could ‘not 
get into circulation. Every Secretary since 
his time has experienced the same difficulty. 

‘In small transactions silver is all right, 
but the country cannot transact its busi- 
ness with this currency, the great finan- 
cial system of the country being based on 
eredit.. Banks oppose silver and favor gold 
because of the necessity of upholding the 
credit system. | 

“There never was a time in the history of 
the country when the average wages of 
the laboring man were higher than they are 
today. The effect of unlimited silver coin- 
age on wage-workers would simply te a 
reduction of the purchasing power of: the 
silver dollar. Democrats who have stood 
by Grover Cleveland- since his election 
should not desert him now. The best iele- 
ment of the Democratic party of this coun- 
try is with him now.”’ 7

Making the Ticket. 


After the resolution was adopted the con- 
vention proceeded to name a county ticket. 

Judge Moran named for State’s-Attorney 
Lynden Evans of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
who was given the nomination by acclama- 
tion. 

J. J. Thompson, named for County Rerord- 
er Edward 8S. Hunt of Evanston, formerly 
of the Mechanics’ National Bank, and this 
went through, too, without opposition. 

R. F. Walsh .named for Coroner Dr.'/R. J. 
Piper of the Eleventh Ward, who had no op- 
position for the third place on the ticket. 

The first contest of the convention: arose 
on the nomination for Surveyor, A. W. 
Wright presenting the name of Gustay S. 
Carlson, and F. W. Bleike proposing in an 
eloquent speech Georgé F. Samuels of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. The roll-call which 
followed gave Samuels 467 votes and Carlson 
236, The nomination of Samuels was made 
unanimous. 

The nominations for Clerk of the Appellate 
Court were called for, and Adolph Kraus 
nominated Emanuel Bensinger of the Thirty- 
fourth Ward. Mr. Bensinger was givén the 
nomination by acclamation. 

John T. Murray of the Fourteenth Ward, 
proposed by William Legner for the 
nomination for Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
and David B. Harkins of the Thirteenth 
Ward named by Mr. Sullivan for Clerk of 
the Superior Court, were put on the ticket 
by acclamation. 


County Board Contest. 


The contest of the eyening in which-some 
of the political methods witnessed in con- 
ventions proved exciting features was on 
the nomination of candidates for members 
of the County Board. Scores of men seemed 
willing and even anxious to sérve the cause 
as nominees for these positions. It required 
lenge and tedious roll-calls to determine re- 
sults. | 

When the nominations for County Commis- 
sioners were taken up Mr. Colvin moved that 
the nominees number three from the/South 
Side, five from the West, and two from ‘the 
North. This was carried unanimously. 
There were six candidates from the wards 
in the South Town, and in the early stages 
of the roll-call the vote was badly split. 

Before, however, the roll was much more 
than half completed the balloting céntral- 
ized on three candidates, and F. G. White, 
J. H. McMahon, and B. J. O’Connell were 
declared the nominees. 

The successful West Side candidates were 
Emil Muller, J. H. Jobloski, J. F. O’Brien, 
Lemuel Thomas, and William A. Williams. 
The North Side furnished but two candi- 
dates and was a short horse soon. curried. 
With very little ceremony David A. Knapp 
and Peter A. Phillips were declared the 
nominees.

Hundreds to Attend the Festivities at 
Galesburg and Compete in the 
Annual Gymnastic Contests. 


Bloomington, IIl., June 13.—[Special.]—The 
city has been enlivened all day and evening 
by the arrival of the delegations of turners, 
who have come to participate in the work 
and pleasures of the Central Illinois Bezirk, 
which begins in earnest tomorrow and con- 
cludés on Tuesday. The city is elaborately 
bedecked with national and German flags, 
the colors of the Turnverein and words of 
welcome, and mottoes in English and Ger- 
man, 

As the delegations arrived they were met 
at the depots by committees and brass bands 
and escorted to Turners’ Hall, where oratory 
and song greeted them and where good 
cheer was in abundance. The active turners 
were thence escorted to the turners’ camp 
at the fair groundsanda ned to quarters. 
The others, including any women, were 
made the guests of hospitable Bloomington 
homes. 

Among the delegations already here are 
those from the following cities: Peoria, 
Pekin, Galesburg, Quincy, Rock Island, 
Moline, Decatur, Clinton, Champaign, Joliet, 
Pontiac, Peru, La Salle, Springfield, Lin- 
coln, and Streator. From 1,200 to 1,500 turn- 
ers will be here by morning. The Chicago 
turners and friends will come on a special 
train, leaving Chicago tomorrow. Several 
thousand are expected. 

The camp at the fair grounds is an ideal 
spot for athletic exercises and the weather 
is perfection itself. A portion of the time 
will be given to receptions with music and 
dancing. The athletic contests begin to- 
morrow and Sunday’s program includes put- 
ting the shot and club swinging by men and 
women. 

South Bend, Ind., June 13.—The seventeenth 
annual turnfest of the Indiana District 
Turners began in South Bend this evening. 


. Societies began arriving-this forenoon, the 


first to come being the turners of Danville, 
Ill., and visitors have come on nearly every 
train since. 

There are now in the city societies from 
Indianapolis,*Evansvtille, and Tell City, Ind.; 
and Louisville, Chicago, and Danville, Ill. 
Chicago societies arrived this evening, ac- 
companied by a large number of guests, a 
band and drum corps. The Chicago so- 
cieties well represented are: South Side 
Turngeminde, North Side Turngeminde, and 
Central Turnverein. They were escorted to 
Turner Hall, where supper was served by 
the women of South Bend Turnverein. The 
visitors found the city profusely decorated 
and joined in a parade tonight which was 
a grand spectacle. It was followed by a 
banquet. Mayor D. B. J. Schafer delivered 
the address of welcome and there were 
happy toasts and speeches. Sunday and 
Monday will be given to athletic exercises at 
the fair grounds and prizes will be ee 
on Monday afternoon.

ATTACKS SASH AND DOOR TRUST. 


Attorney-General of Wisconsin Would 
[ Wind Up National Company. 
Milwaukee, Wis., June 13.—[{Special.]—At- 

torney-General Mylrea began an action at 
Dartford, Wis., today to destroy the sash, 
door, and blind trust, which is known as the 
National Manufacturing company and in- 
cludes nearly all of the manufacturers of 
those ‘articles in Wisconsin, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Michigan, Iowa, Missouri, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and Kansas. Judge Burnell, who is 
there, granted an injunctional order forbid- 
ding the company to do any business pending 
the hearing of the motion to dissolve the 
corporation. 

The complaint sets forth the incorporation 
of the company, on Jan. 22, 1895, with a 
capital stock of $100,000. The pretended pur- 
pose and object of the incorporation was the 
manufacturing and dealing in lumber, with 
principal offices in Oshkosh. According to 
the Attorney-General, however, the real pur- 
pose afd object of the incorporation was 
the forming and maintaining of a combina- 
tion among the manufacturers and dealers 
in sashes, doors, blinds, and mill work for 
the purpose of injuring the business of such 
carers as were not members of said combi- 
nation. 


All of the sash and door men in the States 


named who do other than a purely local busi- 
ness subscribed to the stock, the average 
subscription being $2,000. Through its Board 
of Directors the corporation fixed the prices 
of sash, doors, blinds, moldings, etc., for the 
Northwest. 

The members of the company, it is charged, 
agreed not to sell under any of the prices so 
fixed, and as an evidence of good faith made 
a deposit of stock with.C. W. Davis of Osh- 
kosh. In case of violations this stock, it 
is alleged, was to be destroyed and the mem- 
bers compelled to make new contributions 
within thirty days. | 

The operations of the company are being 
continued, the complaint charges, and ‘will 
continue unless its franchise is revoked, re- 
suiting in restraint of trade, in preventing 
free and open competition, and making it 
difficult and impossible for dealers who are 
not members of the trust to buy at prices to 


enable them to sell at a fair profit. The 


contract between the company and its mem- 
bers does not expire by limitation until the 
asserts tha 


whatever except in carrying out the pur- 
poses of the trust. From time to time, the 
complaint says, members have been made

HARRITY STILL HAS HOPE | 


HE THINKS THE HONEST MONEY 
DEMOCRATS WILL CONTROL. 


Although the Delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention So Far Elected 
Show the Silver Men in the Lead, 
the Chairman of the National Com- 
mittee Believes the Gold Advocates 
Will Be Able to Head Off the White 
Metal Faction—Coliseum Plans, 


William F. Harrity says he has not given 
up to the free silver Democrats. He still has 
hopes the honest money wing of the party 
will be able to control the Chicago conven- 
tion. | 

The number of delegates elected now 
shows that the silver men are a little in the 
lead, but there are 400 still to be chosen, and 
Mr. Harrity thinks when the roll is made up 
it will be found the 906 delegates are evenly 
divided on the money question. In that 
event he is satisfied the gold standard men 
will be able to prevent a free silver platform 
being adopted. 

*‘ It would be a calamity to the Democratic 
party for the national convention to declare 
for free silver,”’ he said. ‘““ When the dele- 
gates have a chance to talk the situation 
over it is my belief that we will be strong 
enough to prevent the extreme so-called 
silverites doing what they want to. My 
faith is stronger now than it was two weeks 
ago. At that time the action in Kentucky 
was a source of discouragement. The talk 
of a few leading men in Ohio and the result 
of some elections also had a tendency to 
shake my confidence. But at the present 
time I do not consider the outlook for honest 
money discouraging. There are 400 dele- 
gates yet to be elected. My estimates show 
that when the returns are all in the two fac- 
tions will be nearly evenly divided. I can 
see no reason, therefore, for alarm over the 
situation, and the silver men are counting on 
a great deal more than they will be able to 
control.”’ 

The subcommittee was in session yester- 
day several hours looking over the Coliseum 
plans and arranging for the seating of the 
delegates, as well as for accommodations of 
the press and the scheme of decorations 
with which it is proposed to beautify the 
hall. The members present were Chairman 
Harrity, Secretary Sheerin, John G. Prath- 
er, E. C. Wall, Ben T. Cable, and Thomas 
J. Sherley. Mr. Caban, architect for the 
National committee, explained in detail 
the arrangement of the convention hall. 
Col. John I! Martin, the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
reported progress in his work. Col. Martin 
Says it is not true the Assistant Sergeant- 
at-Arms, ushers, and doorkeepers are to be 
uniformed, but he declares the system under 
which they are to work will be more per- 
fect than anything of the kind ever seen in 
a convention. 

The committee received another contri- 
bution of $3,000 £rom the local people for 
the guarantee fund. Joseph Donnersberger 
was on hand early with the money and 
turned it over to Chairman Harrity. He 
said the balance, $11,000, still due, would 
be collected and ready for deposit within 
the next two weeks, 

Don M. Dickinson of Michigan was around 
the committee-rooms all day and in con- 
ference with the members. He would not, 
however, make known for publication the 
purpose of his visit, and he also declined 
to talk politics. ‘‘ The only thing I will 
say,’’ he replied in answer to questions, 
“is this: We must maintain the honesty 
and integrity of the Nation. I believe when 
the result has been declared it will be found 
that the American people are not in favor 
of repudiating any portion of their honest 
debts.

NO LIQUOR LICENSE FOR FERRIS PARK 


Supreme Court Hands Down a Decis- 
ion Sustaining the Validity of 
the Local Option Ordinance. 


The Ferris Wheel company can have no 
liquor license. 

The Supreme Court has handed down a de- 
cision to this effect, because of the existence 
of the ordinance which makes the property in 
that vicinity within the local option disgrict. 

A telegram was received yesterday by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy from Ot- 
tawa bearing the news of the decision. Coun- 
sel Dupuy has conducted the case through the 
various courts on behalf of the city, begin- 
ning with the first case before Judge Adams 


in the fall of 1895. 

The case as it appeared before the Supreme 
Court was that of Swift vs. Ferris Wheel. It 
was that of a mandamus suit of the Ferris 
Wheel company against the Mayor to compel 
the issuance of a license to sell liquor inside 
the Fefris Wheel Park. The Mayor had re- 
fused to issue the license on account of the 
ordinance making the local option district. 

The ordinance provided that no license for 
the sale of liquor should be issued except 
upon a petition signed by a majority of the 
legal voters in the district. The general or- 
dinances of the City of Chicago existing 
prior to the passage of this ordinance con- 
tain no such restriction. 

It was contended by the Ferris Wheel com- 
pany that the local option ordinance was in- 
valid and void, and that it was entitled to 
have its license under prior general ordi- 
nances. Noattempt was made by the com- 
pany to obtain the required signatures of 
legal voters in favor of the sale of liquor. 

Upon the refusal of the Mayor to issue the 
license a mandamus suit was commenced in 
the Circuit Court. The matter was heard by 
Judge Adams, and a decision was given by 
him in favor of the city in “which he upheld 
the validity of the local option district ordi- 
nance, 

The company appealed to the Appellate 
Court. This court reversed Judge Adams 
and held the ordinance illegal and void on 
the ground that it was a delegation of the 
power belonging to the Common Council to 
permit the property-owners to pass upon such 
applications, and that on this account the or- 
dinance was invalid. The city appealed the 
case to the Supreme Court, and the telegram 
received yesterday announced the decision of 
the Appellate Court reversed and the case de- 
cided in favor of the Mayor. 

This means that the local option ordinance 
is sustained, and that the Ferris Wheel com- 
—_ cannot obtain a license to sell liquor as 
ong as this ordinance remains in force, 

Mayor Swift said regarding the decision: 
‘‘T was very much pleased to find the court 
upheld my course in regard to the refusal of 
the license. I feel that the voters in a local 
option district should be protected and that 
their voice is the deciding one. If the people 
petition fora local option district and get it 
they will be protected in every case by me. 
Now that the Supreme Court | Fn laid down 
the law in the matter, however, there will be 
no other course for an official to pursue, and 
the voters can protect themselves in the courts 
if the official does not look after their 
interests.”’

IS MR. TWEEDIE HIRED? 


QUESTION WHICH 18 CAUSING RIVAL 
GOLF CLUBS TROUBLE. 


Chicago Golfers Object to His Playing 
on the Onwentsia Team on the 
‘Ground of Professionalism—Capt. 
Whitney Sustains the Protest of the 
Wheaton Organizsation—Loss of & 
Crack Player Causes Bad Feeling— 
Association Rules May Be Revised. 


Herbert Tweedie, resident secretary of the 
Onwentsia Golf club, did not take part in the 
initial team contest with the Chicago Golf 
club yesterday afternoon. His withdrawal at 
the last moment alone averted a feud between 
these fashionable organizations. Mr. Twee- 
die was unofficially objectionable to the Chi- 
cago club on the ground of professionalism. 

A lively correspondence between the two 
clubs and an appeal to Caspar Whitney, the 
recognized golf authority in the United States, 
preceded the temporary adjustment effected 
by the substitution of somfe one else for Mr. 
Tweedie, The outcome will probably be a re- 
vision of the United States Golf Association’s 


definition of a professional. 

The existence of a feeling of intense rivalry, 
not to say jealousy, between the devotees of 
golf at Wheaton and Lake Forest has been an 
open secret several months. The announce- 
ment that a salaried officer of the Lake Forest 
club would bea member of »the team that 
would compete with the Chicago club for the 
Western championship aroused all the latent 
hostility of that organization to the On- 
wentsias. 

Hunt for Good Players. 

A quiet scramble for good players has been 
going on all the spring. Most of the best 
golfers are members of both clubs. Both 
were counting on securing the same men and 
one was bound to be disappointed. It hap- 
pened that the Chicago club thought it had 
special reasons to feel sore at the loss of one 
of the crack players, and his capture by the 
Onwentsias caused no end of talk, which has 
not yet ceased. Just when the tongues of the 
golfers were wagging at their liveliest over 
this matter it was learned Mr. Tweedie, who 
is paid $1,200 a year, it is said, to manage 
the Lake Forest Club-house and grounds, was 


to he on the team. 

Not that anyone reflected on Mr. Tweedie 
personally. He wasa golfer in both clubs be- 
fore the Onwentsia secured his services ag sec- 
retary. However, the Amateur Athletic 
Union rule was recalled and also the fact this 
organization has done a great deal to exelude 
the professionals from contests between lovers 
of sport for its own sake. The Athletic Union 
rule excludes explicitly all who have ever ren- 
dered *“‘personal service of any kind to any 
athletic organization.” 

The Onwentsias answered their critics by 
referring to the Golf Association definition 
of an amateur golfer, which seems to have 
been designed chiefly to prevent ‘caddies ”’ 
from being graduated too early as golfers. 
It also includes manufacturers, teachers of the 
game and those who have compete i for money 
prizes since 1890. « 

Club Rivalry Increases. 


wentsias finally wrote to the Chicago club’s 
officers a few days agoand asked if it were 
true as reported that the Chicago club mem- 
bers regarded Mr. Tweedie as a professional. 

The Committee on Contests of the Chicago 
club, of which Mr. E. S. Worthington is Chair- 
man, answered promptly in the negative, as 
they were familiar with the antiquated rules 
of the United States Golf Association; but 
that it looked bad for a club com posed of men 
well able to buy up all the professionals in 
the country to secure the services of a crack 
man for secretary and manager and then to 
allow him to take part in an amateur contest. 
The answer further said the Chicago club did 
not think it would be in good taste for Mr. 
Tweedie to continue to be a member of the 
team. 

This is the gist of the. correspondence as re- 
membered yesterday by some of those taking 
part. The Onwentsias are not known to have 
replied tothe missive of Mr. Worthington’s 
committee, and Mr. Worthington was still in 
doubt yesterday morning as to whether Mr. 
Tweedie would compete. 

Mr. Worthington declined to make public 
the correspondence had with the Onwentsias 
without the consent of H. C. Chatfield-Tay- 


or, 

** He would be considered a professional un- 
der the rules of any similar organization,” 
said Mr. Worthington, when first approached, 
regarding Mr. Tweedie’s standing. ’

New York, June 13.—[{Special.]—The Amer- 
ican Whist League will hold its sixth annual 
congress at*the Oriental Hotel, Manhattan 
Beach, during the week beginning June 22.

WINS THE DUAL MEET. 


MICHIGAN TRACK TEAM DEFEATS 
THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY TEAM. 


Wolverines Score Eight Firsts and 
. Nine Seconds to Seven Firsts and 
Five Seconds—Peabody Proves a 
Disappointment in the Bicycle 
Race—Gundlach Breaks the West- 
ern Intercollegiate Mile Walk Rec- 
ord, Taking the Event Easily. 


All the honor lost by the University of 
Michigan baseball team in the late contest 
for the Western championship was regained 
yesterday on Marshall Field by the track 
team in the dual meet with their rival in all 
things athletic. 

The Wolverines came down confident of 
victory, while the denizens of the Midway 
looked for a close score, with the odds a little 
in favor of Michigan. Results proved that 
both were right, Michigan scoring sixty- 
seven points to their opponents’ fifty. 

By mutual agreemeat it was decided not 
to count thirds in the score, or the outcome 
might have been still closer. Asit was Mich- 
igan won eight firsts and nine seconds to 
Chicago’s seven firsts and five seconds. 

,Aside from the closeness of the final score 
the meet was cf unusual interest from the 
hot manner !n which most of the events 
were contested. Nobody seemed to havea 
cinch on anything, and the favorites were 
set aside without ceremony. 


Breaks One Record. 

Only one record was broken, E. T. Gund- 
lach of Chicago being the man who accom- 
plished the fracture. In the mile walk he 
did the distance in 7:25, breaking the West- 
ern intercollegiate record of 7:31 1-5 made by 
Bunnell of Minnesota in the intercollegiate 
meet a week ago. Mfchigan brought down 
C. T. Tryon for the event and Trainer Fitz- 
patrick talked fondly of his making the race 
somewhere near 7:20. He started out ata 
pace calculated to win in even less time than 
that, but Gundlach stuck to him. The gait 
was joo speedy for the Michigander, how- 
ever, and when within a third of a lap of the 
finish he gave. out entirly and Gundlach 
Sailed past him, finishing fresh as a daisy. 

The mile bicycle race was a disappoint- 
ment to every one, an agreeable one to Mich- 
‘gan sympathizers, and otherwise to wear- 
ers of the maroon. Peabody was expected to 
win easily, but for the first time this season 
he rode a poor race. Tolman of Chicago 
Started out to set the pace, with Peabody 
close behind. At the second lap Peabody 
took the lead, but kept up the lagging pace 
instead of riding hard. At the beginning of 
the last lap Marsh made his spurt and shot 
to the front with a longlead. Then Peabody 
tried to catch him, but it was too late. He 
gained considerable ground and pushed his 
man hard to the tape, but the course was too 
short and Marsh won the race. 


Mile Run a Farce, 

As usual, the ludicrous had a place on the 
program, and in this instance the mile run 
furnished the amusement. Out of four start- 
ers, three men were disqualified. At the 
third lap Bailey of Michigan was put out be- 
cause some one ran out on the track and 
handed him a piece of gum, The other three 
plowed along without him. As the last lap 
was being run the excitement was intense, 
the race being a bcautiful one between 
Peterson and McClenahan. Just before the" 
latter reached the tape, with Peterson close 
behind, some of his admirers, with more en- 
thusiasm than common sense, rushed on to 
the track and grabbed him, fairly pushing 
him across the line. Some other students, 
thinking it was the proper thing to do, 
grabbed Peterson in the same way, anc re- 
peated the assisting process. The referee 
didn’t see the latter episode, however, for 
he was just then engaged in disqualifying 
McClenahan, so Peterson was given first. 
In the meantime Taylor, who was so far in 
the rear as to have given up all hope of get- 
ting a place, had settled himself to rest. 
Some one told him to finish and win second 
place, so he trotted across the line. Then 
the referee disqualified him because some 
one had handed him a sweater. 


Seores Many Points. 
Patterson for Chicago distinguished him- 
self by making more points than any other 
one man, taking first in the 100 yards dash 
and second in the 220. He was booked to 
win the quarter also, but was drawn from 
this event in order to help Chicago in the 
relay. 

The 120 yards hurdle was a surprise, De 
Pont having been picked as the winner. 
The fleet-footed Steigmeyer was too much 
for the Michigan crack, however, winning 
the race in fine style. Neel completed the 
surprise party by taking second. 

The 220 yards hurdle Ayres won with ease. 
Steigmeyer was the only Chicago man to 
start, but he became afflicted with “ that 
tired feeling ’’’ and dropped out early in the 
race. 

Thomas won the 20 yards dash in brilliant 
style from Patterson, who was his only real 
competitor. Stuart, who was locked upon 
as Michigan’s fastest man, failed to show 
much in this event, as in all the other except 
the relay. 

Calhoun had his hands full in the half- 
mile run. Woodruff, who was entered at the 
last moment by consent of Mr. Stagg, 
pushed him hard to the tape, and he won 
only by doing his best. 

The jumps and the hammer throw were 
easy for Michigan, as were the shot put and 
pole vault for Chicago. The last event and 
perhaps the most interesting one was the 
relay race. Burroughs of Chicago and Min- 
ing of Michigan ran the first relay. The 
Chicago boy started off at a terrific pace, 
and when he touched hands with Steigmeyer 
led his man by fifteen yards. The speedy 
Stuart then started. He ran like a dog with 
a tin can trailer, while the maroon Captain 
seemed tired. When Thomas and Poulson 
took up the race Stuart had secured a lead 
of twenty feet. Thomas increased the lead 
a little and Patterson and Heald ran the last 
relay. Patterson ran slendidly and cut down 
the distance considerably, but Heald fin- 
ished well ahead and the race was Michi- 
gan’s.

Government’s Humiliation. 

If the Salisbury Government has been sig- 
nally unsuccessful in foreign affairs, it has 
failed in the management of domestic legis- 
lation also. When the session opened the at- 
tention of the Ministers was distracted with 
foreign affairs, and no great measure of home 
legislation was ready. Hence many small bills 
were introduced and much time was wasted 
before the large measures were produced. 
The education bill has barely entered com- 
mittee, and the government is now compelled 
to call a meeting of Unionist supporters to 
decide whether an autumn session shall be 
held and what sacrifices they are prepared to 
make. It is @ humiliating position for a 
government with a great majority to occupy. 
It implies incapacity for ordering the busi- 
ness of the session, and discredits the pres- 
ent leadership in the House of Commons. 

The German Empergr’s yacht Meteor has 
shown its superiority to the Britannia and 
the Ailsa by repeatedly beating them. It 
is admitted by all experts to be the fastest 
yacht ever built in England. It closely re- 
sembiles the Britannia, but has a much 
larger spread of canvas. Its trials have all 
been made in light weather, but when the 
wind has freshened it has shot ahead of all 
rivals. Probably it is a better boat than 
the Britannia in any weather. It may not 
be quicker in stays, but it outpoints it and 
runs away from it. 

The Yale crew is expected to arrive at 
Southampton tonight or to morrow. The 
foreign entries for the Henley regatta have 
closed, and fine sport is promised. 

A Duteh crew is entered for the Grand 
Challenge cup and a French crew for the 
Thames cup. The university crews are de- 
pended on to beat Yale and the Dutchmen. 
The London crews are not considered as 
strong as usual, 


Viewing Old Plymouth Harbor. 

A large party of American Congregation- 
alists, headed by Dr. Dunning and Dr. Park, 
has landed at Plymouth to view the harbor 
from which the Mayflower sailed and to 
worship at Puritan shrines in Exeter and 
elsewhere. The Mayor of Plymouth wel- 
comed them last night at a public reception. 
From Exeter the pilgrims will go to Wells, 
Salisbury, and WincheSter, and spend a 
week in London. They will be welcomed at 
Oxford in Mansfield College by Dr. Fair- 
bairn and by Dean Farrar at Canterbury. 
Their English itinerary will include Bedford, 
Boston, Cambridge, Ely, Lincoln, and Nor- 
wich, and their pilgrimage will end in Hol- 
land. -

GERMANY DON’T LIKE IT.

PRINCE LUDWIG’S DEFIANCE THE 
SENSATION OF THE WEEK. 


Other Indications of Strained Rela- 
tions with Bavaria—The Emperor 
Blames Prince Henry for Lack of 
Tact—Berlin Papers Critiecise Led- 
wig-Bad Storms Throughout Ger- 
many — Claus Spreckels Investi- 
gates Beet Sugar Refinery. 

Berlin, June 18.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.]—The political sensa- 
tion of the week, eclipsing even Emperor 
William's toast to the Czar and telegram of 
condolence to the widow of Jules Simon, is 
the speech, which only recently leaked out, 
of Prince Ludwig of Bavaria at Moscow 


recting the slip of the proposal of the toast 
in referring to the “ Princes in the spite” 
of Prince Henry of Prussia, and in leaving 
the féte with the other Princes instead of 
remaining, and thus avoiding widening the 


‘breach. 


Eye-witnesses describe Prince Ludwig as 
speaking passionately and indignantly. 

Prince Ludwig's report of the incident to 
the Emperor in no way lessens the import 
of his words. The Bavarian newspapers ap- 
plaud the Prince’s conduct. They are ap- 
proved in South Germany generally. 

In government circles here there is a dis- 
inclination to discuss the matter; but the in- 
dependent press is outspoken. 

The National Zeitung says: ‘“‘ Such con- 
duct must meet tn Germany the most pro- 
nounced disapprobation, No matter if it is 
u Prince and future soyereign, no German, 
no matter who he is, must cause a quarrel 
in fureign lands and thus create the im- 
pression that the Kmpire’s fabric is loosened 
by particularism."’ .

#| solitary delegate from Pennsylvania who 


voted for Garfield in the convention of 1880 
from the start has been held up ever since 
as the wisest or luckiest man who ever went 
to a national gathering. 

Once in awhile it apeena, as it did in St. 
Louis in 1888 when Cleveland was nominated 
by acclamation, that the excitement of this 
balloting is missing. But as a rule it is the 
main thing of the convention, at least tothe 
average citizen, and where, as stated, he gets 
his money’s worth. Sometimes, as in 1880, 
when the 306 stood by Grant balict after 
ballot, or in 1888, when the convention 
waited day after day for the word from Italy 
as to whether Blaine would accept or not, it 
is long drawn out and becomes at times 
tedious; but as a rule there are changes in 
every ballot, and the excitement runs high. 
In 1876 at Cincinnati one evening another 
ballot would have surely nominated Blaine, 
but some one, made desperate, turned out 
the lights in the hal and the convention had 
to adjourn because of the darkness. Over 
night a combination was made of the anti- 
Blaine forces, and Rutherford B’ Hayes was 
the beneficiary.

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GATHERING “IN sT. LOUIS THE 
BLEVESTH OF REPUBLICANISM. 


Review of Conventions, Dating from 
the First Held im the Quaker City 
Four Years Before the Firing Upon 
Fort Sumter — Candidates Named 
and Platforms Given Them to Stand 
Upom — Contests Characterising 
Some of the Assemblages. ; 

The gathering of delegates at St. Loyis 

June 16 forms the eleventh national conven- 

tion held by the Republican party since its 

birth in Pittsburg over forty years ago. 
The first convention was in Philadelphia 

in 1856, and Edward D. Morgan called it to 

order on June 17. Robert Emmett of New 

York was Temporary and Henry 8. Lane 


of Pennsylvania Permanent Chairman, with_ 


David Wilmot as head of the Committee on 
Resolutions. The platform declared against 
the extension of slavery into new States and 
the Territories, demanded the admission of 
Kansas,'and advocated the building of the 
Union, Pacific railroad. ' 

Among the delegates from Illinois were 
Abraham Lincoln, Owen Lovejoy, and 
George Schneider. 

James G. Blaine was a delegate from 
Mainé, 

The candidates nominated were John C. 
Fremont—he defeating John McLean of Ohio 
on the first ballot—and William L. Dayton 
of New York. 

On the first ballot Abraham Lincoln re- 
ceived 110 votes for Vice-President, but on 
the second they were transferred to Day- 
ton, who was then nominated. 


The ticket was beaten by the Democtatic | 


ticket nominated at St. Louis and headed 
by Buchanan. ‘ 


First in Importance. 


The second, but in point of importance 
really the first, convention of the party was 
held in Chicago, assembling June 13; 1860. 
Twenty-four States and the Territories of 
Kansas and Nebraska and District of Co- 
lumbia were represented by 463 delegates. 
David Wilmot was the Temporary Chaifman 
and George Ashmun of Massachusetts per- 
manent. New York was represented by 
Preston King, George William Curtis, and 
William M. Evarts, while Horace Greeley 
was nominally a delegate from Oregon, 

The platform declared for the preservation 
of the Union, denounced the extension of 
Slavery, and advocated tariff laws “which 
would encourage the development of the in- 
dustrial ititerest of the country. 

Abraham Lincoln was nominated for Presi- 
dent on the third ballot, which stood: 

235%: Seward, 180; Bates, 22: 
Chase, 204%; McLean, 5. 

Hannibal Hamlin of Maine was nominated 

for Vice-President on the second ballot, re- 


ceiving 267 votes to 86 for Cassius M. Clay 


and 13 for Hickman. 7 
This tickét was successful in the fall, easily 


beating the divided Democracy. 
Baltimore Convention. 

The third Republican convention met in 
Raltimore on June 7, 1864. Robert J. Breck- 
inridge 6f Kentucky was made Temporary 
Chairman and William Dennison of Ohio 
Permanent Chairman. 

The platform declared for the carrying on 
of the war, advocated a _ constitutional 
amendment forever prohibiting slavery any- 
where in the Union, returned thanks to the 
Federal soldiers and sailors, and indorsed the 


emancipation proclamation. 


‘Adfaham Lincoln was renominated, re- 
ceiving all the votes except twenty-two from 
Missouri, which were cast for Ulysses 8. 
Grant. 

Andrew Johnson of Tennessee was named 
for Vice-President, receiving 490 votes te 17 
for Dickinson and 9 for Hamlin. 

This ticket was successful at the polls. 


Gathering in Chicago. 

The fourth convention of the party was 
held in Chicago May 20, 1868. 

The Temporary and Permanent Chairmen 
were Carl Schurz of Wisconsin and Joseph 
R. Hawley of Connecticut, while Richard 
W. Thompson was head of the Committee. 
on Resolutions. 

The platform demanded a guarantee of 
equal suffrage through the South, denounced 
repu as a national crime, deplored 
the assassination of Lincoln, and favored 
immigration. 

Ulysses 8. Grant was nominated for the 
Presidency by acclamation—John A. Logan 
presenting his nume—and Schuyler Colfax 
«was chosen as the Vice-Presidential candi- 
date on the fifth ballot, beating Ben Wade 
of Ohio, A. 8. Curtin of Pennsylvania, and 
Reuben Fenton of New York.

Edward McPherson of Pennsylvania was 
Permanent Chairman and T. M. Pomeroy 
of New York Temporary Chairman. 

The candidates were Oliver P. Morton, 
Benjamin H.. Bristow, James G. Blaine, 
Roscoe Conkling, and Rutherford B. Hayes. 

On the sixth ballot Blaine received 308 
votes, within 70 of enough, but on the seventh 
the opposition united on Hayes, giving him 
384 votes to 351 for Blaine, and 21 for Bris- 
tow. William A. Wheeler was named for 
Vice-President by acclamation.

Hayes and Wheeler were declared elected 
by an Electoral Commission after a long 
dispute over the correctness of the count.

Takes His Fling at Women Cyclists. 

Chicago, June 13.—[{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Will you kindly allow one of the “ bicycle 
persecutors " to say a few words in defense 
of the horsemen against the accusations 
made by a woman in Tue TRIBUNE? 

The practice of running down women 
riders is not as general as it should be, for 
they are, with a few exceptions, the greatest 
nuisance ever met with on the boulevards. 
One woman on a bicycle will cover the entire 
boulevard, zig-zagging back and forth, and 
will effectually prevent any one from pass- 
ing unless he does succeed in running her 
down. A woman takes advantage of her 
sex and makes impositiongs that a man 
would never think of making. She expects, 
because she is a woman, that every one driv- 
ing or attempting to drive past her will 
politely stop his horses until she has fully 
decided in her Own mind—if she can decide— 
how small a fraction of the road she will 
deign to grant him; and then he will be per- 
mitted to meekly trot his horses over the al- 
lotted portion. 

It would be safer to attempt to pass a 
circus parade than a woman on a wheel; 
but when this road-coverer is multiplied by 
two, three, or four it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that they have possession of the earth. 

As a rule, men regard the rights of the 
horsemen and remember the rule of the 
road, *‘ Always keep to the right.”" Conse- 
quently they have little trouble. 

When women who put themselves on an 
equal footing with men, either in amuse- 
ments or business, will conduct themselves 
with the same respect and consideration 
for the rights of others which men show 
and not take advantage of their petticoats 
or bloomers to demand polite treatment in 
return for rudeness they will find no occa- 
sion for complaints. : HORSEMAN.

Failure to Find the Time-Keeper of 
the Street Department at His Post 
of Duty—Assurance by Mr. Hem- 
street That the Bogk Will Be Pro- 
duced Tomorrow + Councilmanic 
Investigation Is Opposed—Letter to 
the Civie Federation.

Assistant Street Superintendent Hemstreet 
sent the time-books to the commission, which, 
in going over them, discovered one of the 
books, and that one in which, it is said, they 
expected to find serious discrepancies was 
Inissi . 

Mr. Hemstreet was called before the com- 
mission and assured the meitnbers the missin 
book had probably been mislaid. It dould 
certainly turn up by Monday. 

Then if he should still be absent it would 
be time oe to comment on the cause, 
and steps would be taken at once to have him 
brought back. 

The Commissioners, after a conference with 
Mayor Swift, declined to allow themselves to 
be investigated by the City Council. They 
were at first inclined to let the Council have 
all the fun it wanted; but) the Mayor said 
* No!” and said it hard. He-alsosaid: 

“I shall veto .the order: of the Council to 
investigate the commission.

/EATON MUST SHOW UP. 


HEALY AND KUNSTMAN SIMPLY GLARE. 


Expected Trouble in the County Board 
Does Not Arise, but Each Talks 
After the Session, 


The County Board at its special meeting 
yesterday morning indorsed the action of 
the Public Service committee of the day be- 
fore and let the bid for the cell work in the 
new jail to the Van Dorn iron works. 

The action was not surprising, but the 
manner of doing it was more calm than ex- 
pected after the charges of bribery made 
by Commissioner Kunstman against Com- 
missioner Healy in conection with the bids. 

The contract was awarded to the Van Dorn 
company without debate or explanation of 
votes, by a vote of 11 to 4, President Healy 
and Commissioners Allen, Mack, and Linn 
voting against the proposition, They were 
in favor of giving the contract to the Cham- 
pion Iron company of Canton, O., whose 
bid was $50,229, while that of the successful 
bidder was $50,458. The minority members 
based their position simply on the ground 
the Champion bid was the lowest, while the 
majority said the offer of the Van Dorn 
company to use sliding doors made its bid 
cheaper. 

Commissioner Kunstman had accused 
President Healy of having accepted a bribe 
of $3,000 for throwing his influence to the 
Champion company, and had been called a 
liar in open meeting of the board during his 
absence. 

More trouble was expected yesterday, but 
the two Commissioners simply glared at 
each other from safe positions at opposite 
ends of a long table and said nothing. After 
the session President Healy eaid: 

‘‘Commissioner Kunstman denies hav- 
nig said I accepted a bribe. He now says he 
only said I was offered a bribe. There is 
nothing libelou® in that, I suppose, so I will 
probably let the matter drop.” 

‘He thinks I took it back, does he?” re- 
marked Commissioner Kunstman. ‘ Well, 
I did nothing of the kind. I never: said he 
accepted a bribe, it is true. The bribe was 
conditioned on the contract being awarded 
to the Champion company, which did not get 
the contract, so of course the bribe was not 
accepted. That is all I have to say about 
the matter.” 

News of Commissioner Kunstman’s re- 
vised version of the charge made President 
Healy fume and think of libel suits, but he 
had already secured a berth for St. Louis 
on last night’s train and concluded to let his 
accuser go until his return, at least.

This is a fearful taking of life even for 
Chicago. At the present rate the total num- 
ber for the year will be 163. In April there 
were eighteen murders, which was the high- 
est number in any month for this year. Dur- 
ing March there were eight, the lowest for 
any month in the year. In 1895 there were 
140 murders and in the year preceding 141. 

In 1894 and in 1895 the Coroner’s jury made 
the following reports:

It will be interesting to note the fact that 
in 1895 there were 140 homicides in Chicago, 
and of that number but forty-seven were 
held to the grand jury for murder. Sixteen 
were deemed by the Coroner’s jury to be 
justifiable homicides. This lgaves seventy- 
seven homicides which were not decided to 
be justified by the conditions surrounding 
the killing and which were not held to the 
grand jury. In the same year eleven par- 
ties were ordered apprehended by the Cor- 
oner’s jury and fourteen uhknown persons 
were also recommended to be apprehended 
by the same authority. 

There is no record of the subsequent his 
tory of the murderers of the seventy-seven. 
About several of the cases it is to 
be supposed that the perpetrators of 
the crime were never found. In 1894 
sixty-eight were held to the grand jury, 
and seventeen persons were discharged 
as having committed justifiable homicides. 
In this year there were 141 homicides re- 
ported. “In this year fifty-six persons that 
had taken lives were either never appre- 
hended or no action at law ever resulted as 
a consequence of their crime. 

This seeming leniency has been offered as 
a reason why*the number of this class of 
criminals has constantly increased until in 
the’ first four months of the present year 
the number of homicides in Chicago is in 
excess of the record of any previous year. 

During the four years from Dec. 1, 1888, 
to Dec. 1, 1892, there were found 202 indict- 
ments for murder. During the three years 
from Dec. 1, 1892, to Dec. 1, 1895, 240 indict- 
ments for murder were found, an increase 
of thirty-eight. Since Dec. 1, 1895, seven- 
teen indictments for murder have been 
found. This makes a total of fifty-five indict- 
ments for murder in the three and one-half 
years over the four years preceding. 


MURDERERS’ ROW IN THE JAIL FULL 


Not Since the Time of the Anarchists 
Has This Been So. 

Murderers’ row at the County Jail is full 
and many of the cells which have never 
heretofore had such distinguished people as 
occupants, are now filled with those who 
have perpetrated such trifling deeds as the 
killing of a friend or the getting rid of a wife 
by a shorter method than that offered by the 
divorce court It is @ long time since there 
have been so many men charged with the 
crime of murder in the County Jail. Not 
since the sentence of the Anarchists have 
there been so many. A few weeks ago the 
colored boy Field was hanged. Two others, 
Joseph Windrath and Nicholas Marzen, were 
to have borne him company. Windrath and 
Marzen were respited by Gov. Altgeld, the 
first until inquiry into his mental condition 
could be held and the second for fhree 
months that the Supreme Court could get a 
chance to pass on his case. Windrath has 
been hanged. Near Marzen in the mur- 
derers’ row are Julius Manow and Silverio 

Borelli. Manow, with Windrath, 
Carey B. Birch. He confessed, pleaded 
guilty, and turned State’s evidence, and sen- 
tence upon him has not yet been pronounced. 
The chances are he will get a life sentence. 
Silverio Borelli is awaiting execution for the 
murder of Bominick Parento. 

Nic Marzen, who is to be hanged in the 
fall unless the Supreme Court reverses the 
decision of the lower court, was convicted 
of the killing of Fritz Holzhuetter. Marzen 
was a butcher, and the'evidence showed he 
knew that Holzhuetter had come into pos- 
session of considerable money. He is sup- 
posed to have killed his victim in a barn, 
robbed the body, and to have then taken it 
to an unfrequented place in Evergreen Park 
and to have attempted its cremation. The 
evidence against him, while circumstantial, 
is of the strongest kind. He has steadily 
maintained his innocence. 

The two most heartless murderers the 
city has known within the year sent 
themselves by their own act to answer be- 
fore a higher court than that which passes 
judgment on Cook County criminals. They 
were Hans Hansen and Richard Klaettke. 
Hans Hansen was a fugitive from the jus- 
tice of his native country. For some reason 
he did not wish, when the thought of killing 
himself struck him, to allow his wife and 
children to survive. He waited until they 
were asleep at night, chloroformed the wife 
and the five children until they were uncon- 
scious, and then to complete the work he 
turned on all of the gas jets in his house. 
Then the murderer threw himself on a bed 
and died with his family. 

The story of the Hansen deed was but 
three weeks old when Richard Klaettke, a 
hard drinking Anarchist, killed his father, 
mother, wife, his three children, and himself : 
at the family home, No. 207 Berteau avenue. 
Klaettke began his terrible work at the 
bedside of his father and mother. He killed 
the old man first with a shot from a re- 
volver, and as the old mother waked 
at the shock of the explosion he drove a 
bullet into her brain. The murderer’s wife 
and children had been given opiates, so that 
the noise of the shooting would not rouse 
them. The remorseless Anarchist killed his 
wife and the three children as he had killed 
his parents, and then turned the last loaded 
chamber of the revolver on himself. All 
were dead when the authorities arrived upon 
the scene. 

The killing of Thomas J. Marshall at the 
Golden Rule store, West Madison street, isa 
deed fresh in the public mind. The store was 
entered at 9 o’clock on the evening of May 
7 while there were clerks and customers in 
the place. There were several men implicat- 
ed in the shooting and in the attempted rob- 
bery. One of them went to the desk of the 
cashier. Miss Mattie Garretson, and at the 
point of a revolver ordered her to open the 
cash drawer. She was made of stern stuff, 
refused to comply, and called for help. The 
robbers rushed from the store, pursued by 
the owner, Marshall, and Willlam Peterson, 
a clerk. ‘The thieves turned and fired at 
their pursuers, killing Marshall and wound- 
ing Peterson. A. S. Bagg and Kate Hines, 
who were on a passing cable car, were badlv 
hurt by flying bullets. The police arreste: 
nearly all the West Side crooks and finally 
found enough evidence against Clarence 
White, John Lang, Charles Gurney, ani 
Frank Carpenter to secure their indictment 
for Marshall’s murder. They are now wait- 
ing trial. A brother of Clarence White was 
shot and killed by detectives from a private 
agency last fall. The detectives were look- 
ing for Clarence White, for whom they had 
a warrant. They used their revolvers reck- 
lessly in the darkness when attempting the 
arrest and killed the brother, against whom 
there was no charge. William Dix, one of 
the detectives, was convicted of the White

Call got rather the 
better of it and Allén left the gymnasium 
only to return again with a revolver, with 
which he killed Call. The trial will be held

er. 

Three men have recently been arrested 
charged with the murder of E. R. Hunter at 
the Stock-Yards more than a yearago. It 
was a celebrated case. Hunter was killed 
by being struck on the head with a stone. 
The three men against whom indictments 
were voted were Frank E. Lovell, a stock 
buyer of Carrollton, Mo.; Jacob Goldman, 
and Frank Williams, An indictment was 
also voted against John Bates for being im- 
plicated in the samecrime. Bates is at pres- 
ent serving a term at Joliet. 

There are many others in.the County Jail 
charged with murder. Two of these prison- 
ers are William Hines, charged with killing 
Augustus Pflaum, and John Kiernan, ac- 
cused of the murder of John Walsh. Stiil 
others charged with murder are: Hugo 
Beekman, Edward Decourcy, Joseph Fan- 
ning, John W. Harris, Nathaniel Rollinger, 
Paul Vukovic, and John Santry. They are 
charged with killing respectively Margaret 
Beekman, Dora Perkins, George Fetter, 
William Kelly, John J. Delwo, John Pagich, 
and Gus Colliander. Fred Wild. William 
O’Connor, Joseph Gilhouly, and Buck Car- 
roll are jointly charged with the murder of 
Mona McDonald. William Cumming and 
Maggie Connor, who is the only woman now 
under indictment for murder, are together 
charged with the killing of Wiliam Smith.

SERIES OF RAIDS ON MERCHANTS. 
Feature That Startles the Public by 
Its Desperate Boldness. ‘ 

No feature of the present criminal epi- 
demic is more startling to the public than 
the recent systematic series of robberies 
which culminated last Saturday night in the 
daring robbery of Klein’s dry goods store 
on South Halsted street. That this piece 
of remarkable daring as well as its seven 
or eight predecessors was the work of an 
organized gang of thieves no one now 
doubts, the only question is what the next 
outrage will be. 

The actual operators in this startling series 
of robberies have the peculiarity according 
to all descriptions of being greatly unequal 
in height. One is short and broad-shoul- 
dered, and the other is slim and tall. Be- 
yond that point the accounts of their appear- 
ance vary considerably. But the similarity 
of the work done in all the cases, and the 
regular manner in which the visits have 
been distributed betweém the West and 
North Sides make it almost certain it is one 
gang which has planned and executed all 
these startling burglaries. 

The method of work is simple, and appears 
to be easy of execution. The two men enter 
a store inthe evening. One intimidates the

INCREASE IN PETTY THIEVING. 
Robbery and Pocketpicking More Fre- 
quent—Shoplifting Has Decreased. 

While the increase in murders, highway 
robberies, and assaults with intent to kill 
forms the most startling chapter in the 
story of the increase of crime in Chicago a 
section of the tale must be given up to a 
Statement of the growth in numbers of the 
petty acts of thievery. The police force has 
made more arrests during the last six 
months for this class of wrong-doing than 
ever before in a like time, save during the 
period covered by the World’s Fair. 

The police have been constantly gathering 
in recently men, women, and boys who are 
known to be petty thieves. When they are 
not caught in the act of thievery charges of 
vagrancy are brought against them before 
the Justices. But this is a hard charge to 
substantiate, and the majority of the small 
caliber criminals are turned loose on the city 
once more. 

Chicago is fairly overrun just now with 
pickpockets who are little more, many of 
them. than babies. They are a constant 
thorn in the flesh of the police, who arrest

How to prevent these daring outrages is a 
problem which is just now making the city 
officials’ life miserable. Suspects have been 
arrested all over the city, detectives to the 
number of sixteen put to work on the case, 
and even the employés of the West and 
North Side stores provided. with revolvers, 
but the robberies still goon. It is probable 
the end will come soon, however, when the 
gang will be broken up once for all, but that 
occasion will likely result in the death of a 
number of innocent people. 


SUICIDE THE CRIME OF THE COWARD 


This Is Increasing Also—1I52 Cases in 
Four Months of 1896. 

Suicide, the resort of the coward to re 
lease himself from all obligations to his 
family and to the government, has constant- 
ly increased in Chicago. During the first 
four months of this year 152 personstook their 
own lives, which number is almost one-half 
of the number that committed suicide in this 
city in the three years previous. This means 
that, on an average, five persons in every 
four days in the year, are found dead, self- 
slain. 

In 1893 the official records show that 365 
persons committed suicide. This number 
was decreased in 1894 to 314. In the year 
following 378 people killed themselves. If 
this year should close with an increasee that 
has marked the first four months the num- 
ber will be 456. And even this large number 
does not show all. Nor does it show all for the 
last three years, for hardly: a day passes 
somebody is not found floating in the river 
or in Lake Michigan, and the Coroner’s jury 
cannot return a verdict of suicide. So they 
report that “‘ The deceased came to his death 
by drowning, whether intentionalY or not it 
is impossible for us to ascertain from the 
evidence."’ So month by month and year by 
year, hundreds of poor, despairing wretches 
pass out of sight and the story of their death 
does not even produce local comment, it is 
so often read. 

Almost the first question that will pre- 
sent itself is: “ What is the cause that 
impels these men and women, boys and 
girls, to adopt such desperate measures?” 

It would seem that the answer must be, 
“Hard times.’’ This probably is an impor- 
tant factor in the motive that causes a man 
to commit suicide. A peculiar fact, how- 
ever, is that out of the large number that 
have killed themselves in the last four years 
a very small per cent were without occupa- 
tion. . The following table shows this num- 
ber for that time: _ ;

The first word that these juvenile offenders 
blubber out as they are lugged into the sta- 
tion is, ‘‘I am only 9 years old.’’ Some of 
them whose stature and appearance will ad- 
mit it will declare they are even younger, 
and as punishment of any severe kind is im- 
possible under the law to children under 10 
years of age the youngsters escape, and gen- 
erally keep at their business until they are 
old enough to be sent to the bridewell. Some 
of the Biz stores have recently adopted a rule 
that children under a certain age unless ac- 
companied by an adult shall be denied ad- 
mittance. Many a respectable lad has been 
turned away at the door of some great mer- 
cantile house: The increase.of thieving by 
children, it is said, has led to this action of 
the storekeépers. 

Shoplifting is perhaps the only species of 
crime which has not materially increased 
recently. A salutary lesson was given the 
professional shoplifters a short time ago by 
the conviction of several of their number. 


HEADQUARTERS FOR GREEN GOODS. 


Chicago the Center of Operations ofa 
Dangerous Class of Criminals. 

Possibly the most serious menace to the 
public health which Chicago suffers in the 
present epidemic of crime is to be found in 
the attempt to establish here headquarters 
for the so-called “‘ green goods ” men. This 
movement the postal authorities thought 
they had strangled in birth, but last week’s 
developments show the thing was merely 
scotched, not killed. Since the last raid by 
the Federal. authorities Peter Leon of No. 
#4 Clark street was relieved of $2,500, and 
the work goes merrily on. Whether or not 
the headquarters are successfully and per- 
manently established, the great influx of 
swindlers, crooks, and confidence men which 
such an establishment implies is a serious 
matter even in Chicago. 

According to the United States postal au- 
thorities there is every reason to believe the 
association of ‘“* green ”" men is a 
national organization. It requires consid- 
erable capital and intelligence to run it, and 
is far more remunerative even than the 
Louisiana lottery. The headquarters are 
probably in New York, and until recently 
the great base of operations has been there. 
It is safe to say if the real heads and owners 
of the business were known the Nation would 
be greatly astonished to —_ * some promi-

the hardest steel bars. Besides these there 
were a number of boxes of paper to be used 
as money and a hectographing outfit for 
turning out manifolded copies of special 
letters. 

Thousands of letters and circulars were 
sent out from the Dearborn street headquar- 
ters and several bushels already stamped 
and addressed were found when the raid was 
made. These considerations, as well as the 
matter contained in the instructions to 
dupes all pointed to the intention on the part 
of the operators to make Chicago a base of 
operations for some time tocome. Although 
the principals in this work were captured, 
the dozens of agents, subagents, and cenfi- 
dence workers employed by them are still in 
the city and looking for new chances to dupe 
the public. 

The method of operation of these Chicago 
green-goods workers is simple enough, yet 
is extremely hard for the police or United 
States officials to d@tect and seems to be 
equal to the task of duping the country peo- 
ple. It was estimated in New York City 
some time ago the green-goods workers took 
in not less than $10,000 a day. In Chicago, 
even in the short time in which one gang 
were at work, documents were found to 
prove they fleeced ninety people, and as 
$300 is the smallest amount for which they 
will do business, the sum secured probably 
reaches nearly $50,000. 

According to this system Inspector Stuart 
estimates four men are required to handle 
each victim who comes to town. In cases 
where three or four arrive at once, as un- 
doubtedly happened several times in Chi- 
cago, this would require a total number of 
perhaps fifteen men connected . with the 
headquarters. It is needless to Say these 
men are of the most cunning and dangerous 
type of criminals. 

The United States Government is greatly 
pleased over the showing made by Inspector 
Stuart against the green goods men who 
have been unfortunate enough to locate in 
Chicago. Three gangs have attempted at 
various times to establish here, and each 
one of them has been detected and taken into 
custody by the Inspector. The first two 
Sangs were both captured by means of de- 
coys, and were taken at the point of the 
pistol in a hand-to-hand struggle. The 
last headquarters were raided in a more dig- 
nified manner by a large force of men, who 
took every thing in sight without any fracas. 

This summary work on the part of the local 
authorities Inspector Stuart thinks will re- 
sult for a time in keeping the green goods 
artists under cover in Chicago. But the city 
is full of men proficient in the work, he 
thinks, and it is only a question of time 
before another headquarters is established 
and new work begun. The only possible 
method of coping with this branch of crim- 
inality lies in thoroughly watching the mails, 
and this the Postoffice authorities are doing. 


POLICE, 3,227 MEN; 193 SQUARE MILES 


What the Department Tries to Do and 
How It Is Done. 

The Police Department in Chicago at- 
tempts to protect 193 square miles of terri- 
tory. There are 3,227 men to do this, in- 
cluding district and Patrol Sergeants, Lieu- 
tenants, and Captains, These men work in 
three shifts—from 8 o’clock a. m. to 7 p. m., 
from 7 p. m. to 4 a. m., from 4a. m. to8 a. 
m. To guard the street crossings 680 men 
are required from 7 a. m. until6 p.m. Pa- 
trolmen are paid $1,000 a year. Of this 
amount a patrolman must spénd an average 
of $100 a year for his uniform. So the real 
salary connected with the position of patrol- 
man is $900 a year. Police Captains receive 
$2,500 a year. 

Some of the areas which the police must 
cover are large when the number of men who 
must do the work is considered. 

In the following precincts the number of 
patrolmen is especially small and the ter- 
ritories correspondingly large. 

Kensington—Thirty-two men with fifteen 
square miles to cover. 

South Chicago—Forty-six men; twenty- 
one square miles. 

South Englewood—Twenty men; seventeen 
square miles. ! 

Irving Park—Fifteen men; 
square miles, : 

Cragin—Eleven men; nine square miles.

CHIEF BADENOCH WANTS MORE MEN. 


He Thinks an Inadequate Police Force 
the Main Cause. 

Chief of Police J. J. Badenoch candidly 
admits the great amount of crime in Chicago 
at the presenttime. Toan inadequate police 
force he attributes the cause. 

‘There is no use to deny the fact,” said 
Mr. Badenoch, “ that there is a great deal 
of crime in Chicago. The people know it 
to be true. There are a large’ number of 
criminals here, ready to do anything, no 
matter how desperate, to gain a fegv dollars. 
There is hardly a day but that some new 
outrage is committed, but what can be done? 

‘The force is at present in a better condi- 
tion than it has ever been. It is well organ- 
ized and is doing a great work, when tha 
number of men at work is considered. The 
whole trouble lies in this: The City of Chi- 
cago has an inadequate force of men em- 
ployed to protect its citizens. There is no 
city in the United States that has so few 
men to cover such a broad area. In the 
outskirts of the city, where many of the 
crimes are committed, the fofce is entirely 
too small to cover the territory which they 
must and doit properly. It is not fair in Chi- 
cago to say that a certain number of patrol- 
men is necessary and make this number de- 
pend upon the number of citizens according 
to the census. No city compares with Chi- 
cago in the amount of territory covered by 
the city limits. There are about 3,200 po- 
licemen to patrol 193 square miles. These 
men have to work in three shifts, and of this 
number 680 are stationed at street cross- 
ings. 

The force, I believe, was never made up 
of a more efficient set of men, and I feel 
confident that the records of this depart- 
ment will bear me out in this statement. 

‘‘ Wath more men the number of criminal 
operations will be decreased. Until we have 
mere men we shall continue to do in the 
future, as we have in the past, the best that 


can be done.”’

AT THE STATE’S-ATTORNEY’S OFFICE 


Habitual Criminal Law Should Be 
Broadened and Rigidly Enforced. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Frank Lynch 
is in a position where he is well able to judge 
of the present status of crime in Chicago. 
In the course of a year the total number 
of cases passed upon by the grand jury runs 
into the thousands. Mr. Lynch says: 

“The fact that a criminal knows that he 
will be imprisoned jf caught in the trans- 
gression of the laws makes very little differ- 
ence to him. I de not believe if a person 
knew that he would be imprisoned as certain- 
ly as the crime was committed, this fact 
would deter him in the least. This least of all, 
enters into the calculations of a criminal 
as he starts on a career of crime. The peni- 
tentiary is in reality only a pesthouse, where 
the criminally diseased are placed for the 
protection of the public. So it is considered 
in the law. If this is true, then, when the 
criminal has served his time the disease is 
again allowed free and unrestricted sway

WHAT THE POLICE JUSTICES SAY, 


Kersten Thinks Ordinances Faultya 
Underwood's Views. 

“Crime has increased,” said Justice Rer 
sten, ‘‘and there are reasons for it. Imme- 
diately following the Marshall murder 
Mayor Swift called a meeting of the Police 
Justices and of the Inspectors of Police 
with a view of trying to arrive at some 
means to check what was considered to be 
an epidemic of crime. The Justices met 
and appointed a committee, of which Iam 
Chairman, to go through, one by one, the 
city ordinances and to correct those which 
are faulty. 

“* Here is the difficulty ina nutshell. Some 
of our ordinances conflict with the State 
Statutes. They do not exactly conflict with 
them, but are not as specific as the State 
laws are. A man is brought before a Jus- 
tice for violation of a certain ordinance, 
The Justice cannot convict the man, because 
the ordinance is faulty. Then he is asked 
by the public why the man was not punished 
under the State law, which is specific 
enough. The answer is simple. If a Jus- 
tice fines a man under a State statute the 
prisoner is sent to the jail, where he idles 
out a money sentence at the rate of $ a 
day. Within the limits of a Justice’s juris- 
diction such a sentence would mean nothing 
at all and the sentencing of a man to jail 
for a $10 fine would in many cases be hailed 
by him as a good chance to get rid of work. 

“If we could send a prisoner to the bride- 
well under the ordinance it would be all 
right, for then he would be compelled to 
work and his stay would be at the rate of 
50 cents a day and it would take some time 
for him to work out the amount of the fine. 

*“*I cannot tell you the ordinances which 
need revision, because attorneys would take 
technical advantage of the knowledge, but 
I will say that when the report is turned 
in to the Mayor, receives the sanction of the 
Corporation Counsel, and is made law by the 
City Council crime in Chicago will re- 
ceive a check and criminals will look else- 
ae for a chance to do their work unpun- 
ished.”’ 


Victims Do Not Prosecute. 


To the innate selfishness in man is due the 
prevalence of crime in this city. This is the 
opinion of George W. Underwood, Police’ 
Justice in the Harrison Street Police Court. 
While he believes this to be true, at the 
same time he recognizes the great difficulty 
in changing this condition of society. This 
principle of selfishness, he holds, is the cause 
of so many cases being dropped for want of 
prosecution. Every victim of a criminal’s 
work can be persuaded to drop all efforts 
to prosecute a case if his property be re- 
turned or if he, the victim, receive due 
reparation. Every victim believes that the 
cfiminal should be prosecuted and is per- 
fectly willing that every one should be, ex- 
cept in his particular case, where the un- 
pleasant notoriety that comes as a result 
makes it best that he drop all prosecution. 

“ There is not a day,” said Mr. Underwood, 
“when cases are not nolle prossed because 
the prosecuting witness does not appear to 
testify against the prisoner. For example: 
A man is robbed on the street of a pocket- 
bock. The officer makes the arrest and the 
purse is recovered. Perhaps it is found on 
the sidewalk where the robbery was com- 
mitted. The man has lost nothing, and 
when the case is called for trial he does not 
appear. This, of course, is the rule; there 
are exceptions. The pickpocket is released, 
we cannot hold him, and.he is free to con- 


-Unue to ply his vocation until caught again, 
If 


is held he can only be’ bound over to 
the grand jury, and from there he must go 
to the criminal court, and this requires a 
large amount of time on the part of the wit- 
ness. As a result but few cases are carried 
to the higher courts. This is especially true 
in the cases of women. Theaverage woman 
feels that it is a disgrace to appear in @ 
police court. All will agree that the case 
should be prosecuted and all are willing that 
they should be, but the plea is that some 
one else should do the work. 

“There might be more latitude given a 
Police Justice with much benefit resulting, 
but this might be abused. It%s a hard prob- 
lem and one that requires much careful 


| study. My experience is that the so-called 


reformer does not last long. His work is.of 
a sensationc! nature that soon fades out of 
sight. Some good may be accomplished by 
them, but I do not think that it is of a per- 
manent character. 

“If every citizen would undertake to re- 
form that wrong which came to him as an 
individual the result would be surprising. I 
do not think that it could be hardly antic- 


ipated.” 
VIEWS OF LUTHER LAFLIN MILLS. 


He Ascribes the Epidemic to Several 
Causes—Police Absurdly Few. 

Perhaps the class best able to judge of 
crime in any community is the lawyers. 
Criminal motives, criminal actions, and the | 
handling of criminals are more or less @ 
part of their life study. Great criminal 
lawyers, in consequence, are experts in the 
judgment of human nature where it over- 
steps the bounds of the law, and their judg- 
ments of the causes and effeets of crime are 
of the best. The following is Luther Lafiin 
Mills’ opinion of the causes of the present 
epidemic of crime: 

‘“ While it is true that during the last few 
months in Chicago there has occurred an un- 
usual number of atrocious and startling 
crimes, especially those of violence, the fact 
cannot be altogether attributed to any one 
cause. Many of these crimes can be ac- 
counted for by circumstances peculiar to 
the individual case, and are independent of 
any general social conditions. However, 
there are several common causes which may 
be suggested as related to most of the recent 
remarkable criminal occurrences. 

“1. The hard times involving the want of 
employment and the scarcity of money, 
from which the city and the whole country 
have been suffering. This fact partially 
explains the unusual number of robberies 
and the murders accompanying them. 

“2 The absurdly small number of police 
officers in the service of the city,- who, no 
matter how excellent they may be, are too 
few to protect our vast population by exert- 
ing the necessary preventive and deterring 
influence on the criminally inclined. 

“3. The recent public discussions of the 
moral right of suicide and its defense, al- 
though fortunately it has been a limited 
advocacy. These influences acting on mor- 
bid mental conditions may account for some 
of the recent instances of the murder of 
families by their heads and the self-killing 
of the latter. : 

“4 The contagion which seems to ema- 
nate from crimes of marked atrocity—the 
more shocking the crime the more con 
fous and rapidly exert influence 
causing similar offenses. 

“ The evils complained of, being in most 
instances but temporary and the result of 
peculiar conditions, constitute no argument 
against the optimistic of the steady 
social advance towards ter life in 
community. th material pros- 
perity, promising soon to come for all 
classes, it is reasonable to a great 
diminution in the class of to which 
public attention is ote 
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a thousand conflicting notions. We have no 
steady policy, and popular discussion re- 
veals achaos of ideas. Legislation can never | 
overtake science until science has corrected 
public opinion. Our penal system was 
shaped before there was any scientific treat- 
ment of the subject,.and modifications come 
very slowly because the theme is disagree- 
able. The appeal must be made to good peo- 
ple, for an appeal to criminals themselves | 
would never reach their ears or eyes. 

“ First of all there should a more careful 
classification of criminals. To a stranger 
all the sheep of a flock are alike, but to the 
shepherd each is an individual with marked | 
characteristics. To most persons‘ jail birds © 
are very much alike, but to wardens, chap- 
lains, and physicians they fall into species 
and vYarieties distinct as the weeds in a | 
hedge, The symptoms of moral diseases are 
as varied as those of physical maladies de- | 
scribed in ‘Flint’s Practice of Medicine.’ | 
All practical dealings with malefactors must | 
be based on these discriminations. For ex- | 
ample, the murder of Mayor Harrison ap- 
parently belonged to the class of insane 
criminals, and had he been shut up when the 
tendency to homicide first appeared we 
might have been spared that tragedy. A | 
similar horror occurred at Elgin a few weeks 
since. There are people now on our streets 
who should be confined where they cannot | 
destroy life. Then we find a class of crim- | 
inals in whom tendencies to anti-social con- 
Guct are deep-seated as a second nature. 
They are not insane, and yet the ordinary 
motives of men are not discoverable in them. 
An appeal to conscience meets with mock- 
ery. Theft is a profession in which the only 
dishonorable thing is to be caught. The po- 
lice know versons of this class and have hun- 
dreds of their pictures. Detectives are fa- | 
miliar with their haunts and ways and can 
find them a'most any day. Social protection 
demands that they be kept apart from others 
and held where they can do no harm. They 
do not much dread a prison and are ready to 
take a gambler’s chance at any moment.

_ W. A. Pinkerton’s knowledge of criminals 
embraces every class and type. There are 
branch stations of his agency in all the 
larger cities of the United States and in 
“many in Europe. In his galleries are pho- 
tographs of almost ail known criminals. 
His opinion concerning the treatment of 
wrongdoers and of remedies for the preven- 
‘tion uf crime should be valuable. ‘ 
“ There ‘is no doubt,” said Mr. Pinkerton, 
“that the present epidemic in Chicago of 
‘crime, which certainly does exist, is large- 
Jy caused by the depression in business. 
There are many other causes which enter . 
anto the question. The reading of yellow- 
-backed tra®i—the sale of which should never 
be permitted—by young lads who dream of . 
becoming desperadoés ts another cause, The 
‘great tatitude given known criminals ofall | 
lasses. im the city is another, it being almost. 
possible to keep them under watch. An 
insufficiént though not inefficient police” 
force is yet another. Altogether there gre | 
Many reasons that suggest themselves. 
_ “Many men are made desperate now by 
being out of employmént for months. Men 
who formerly were able to command $30 a 
week would now be giad to work for $10.

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**We have so many cases of murder and 
theft because (which is a truism on its face) 
we have eo many of the lawless or criminal’ 
classes in our city. Chicago is the Mecca of 
these undesirable people. The larger the pop- 
ulation the more numerous in proportion 
they become. The very fact that through the 
vigilance of the press the thefts and robber- 
ies are so widely announced, while the ar- 
resis and convictions are so few in com- 
parison, draws them like a magnet. The 
great area occupied by our city makes it dif- 
ficult and well nigh impossible for it to be 
properly patrolled by the police. The fre- 
quency of the robberies makes it absolutely 
necessary that the police force be greatly 
increased.

Then we need respect 
for law and authority, and a far sterner and 
speedier administration of law.’’

In the happy time that is coming, accord- 
ing to Prof. Cunningham, all of the political 
parties will employ a professor of astrology 
to determine the exact moment when the 
planetary combinations are most favorable 
and will set their pins to make their nom- 
inations at the time he advises. The pro- 
longation of the struggle between the fac- 
tions might sometimes prevent the nomina- 
tion being made at the time set by the party 
astronomer and no doubt this would result 
in the defeat of the candidate. Naturally, 
astronomers, like physicians, would differ 
in their opinions and there would be little 
danger of more than one hitting on the 
same hour and minute. 

Of course the propitious moment would be 
guarded as a party secret by the National 
committee until it was too late for a rival 
organization to attempt to spoil their plans 
or to make their nomination at the same 
time. 

After all the nominations were made, a 
supreme court or “ eight to seven” com- 
missioners of astrology would have to decide 
which prediction was correct and the new 
President could be inaugurated at once, 
the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives meeting to receive the sealed opinion 
of the highest tribunal. 

Prof. Cunningham has no card or sign on 
decor to indicate his exalted calling. He has 
provided himself with copies of Lilly, J. 
Goad, and other old masters on his chosen 
Science, and can make a horoscope in five 
minutes. He knows all. about the influence 
of Jupiter, Saturn, and Mercury when in the 
signs of Aries, Gemini, and the rest. He be- 
gan the study of astrology four years ago, 
he said, He ransacked old book stalls for 
all the astrological works he eould find, and 
devoted himself to mastering their contents. 
He has many stories of successful predic- 
tions to relate, but modestly acknowledges 
the ancients knew more about fhe science 
than he does. He makes mistakes some- 
times, but he says this is excusable when 
physicians and even the weather man make 
predictions quite frequently that are en- 
tirely wrong. 

Prof. Cunningham has nothing of the ven- 
erable appearance one ascribes to the an- 
cient students of the doings and influence of 
Sirius and Sagittarius. He is medium-sized, 
about 35 years old, and wears a brown beard 
cut strictly up-to-date.

by one of my machines. I always build my 
apparatus so that whatever happens it cannot 
kill any one. The burning of my laboratory 
two years ago was the most serious accident 
AY ere j had, No one knows what I lost by 
that.’’ i 

He shook his head and passed his large 
hand across his brow in regretful reminis- 
cence. 

** You see,”’ he went on, “ that is one of the 
sad things in an inventor's life. 


can only seize a few of them as they fly, and 
of these hecan only find the time and 
strength to bring a few to perfection. And 
it happens many times that another inventor 
who has conceived the same ideas antici- 
pates himincarrying out oneofthem. Ah, I 
tell you, that makes a.fellow’s heart ache. 
When my laboratory was burned there wa: 
destroyed with it apparatus I had devised for 
liquifying air by a new method; I was on 


the eve of success, and in the months of de- , 


lay that ensued a German scientist solved 
the problem just as I was about to solve it, 
and left me only the memory of what I 
might have done. I wasso blue and discour- 
aged in those days that I don’t believe I 
could have borne up but for the regular elec- 
tric treatnient which I administered to my- 
self.. You see, electricity puts into the tired 
body just what it most needs—life force, 
nerve force. It’s a great doctor, I can tell 
you. Perhaps the greatest of all doctors.”’ 

I asked Mr. Tesla ff he often fell into these 
periods of depression. 

“Perhaps not often, but now and then. 
Every man of artistic temperament has re- 
lapses from the great enthusiasms that buoy 
him up and sweep him forward. In the 


main my life is very happy, happier than any. 


life I can conceive of. When Iwasa student 
I knew what it was fo sit at the gaming table 
forty-eight hours at the stretch. I thought 
that an intense emotion, the fascination of 
the play, and I believe many people regard 
it as the strongest emotion; but I can tell you 
that for many years all the allurements 
of the game would have seemed tame and 
insipid to me compared with the tremendous, 
overmastering excitement of my life in the 
laboratory. I do not think there is any thrill 
that can go through the human heart like 
that felt by the inventor as he sees some 
creation of his brain unfolding to success, 
as he watches some crucial experiment 
prove that through months of waiting and 
hoping he has been in the right. Much emo- 
tions make a man forget food, sleep, friends, 
love, everything.”’ 

“Do you believe in marriage, Mr. Tesla, 
for persons of artistic temperament?” 

“For an artist, yes: for a musician, yes; 
for a writer, yes; but for an inventor, no. 
The first three must gain inspiration from a 
woman’s influence and be led by their love 
to finer achievement, but an inventor has 
so intense a nature, with so much in it of 
wild, passionate quality that in giving him- 
self to a woman he might love he woald give 
everything. and so take everything from his 
chosen field. I do not think you can name 
many great inventions that have been made 
by married men.” He paused a moment and 
then added, with a shade of pathos in his 
tone: “It’s a pity, too, for sometimes we 
feel so lonely.”’ 


His Prodigious Labors. 

The- amount of work Mr. Tesla does ina 
day, does every day, is simply prodigious. 
It is literally true that his life is passed in 
continuous labor in the laboratory, with oc- 
casional intervals. for food and sleep, and 
after working all day long from 8 o’clock in 
the morning till 8 o’clock at night, he often 
has his dinner brought to the laboratory and 
continues to work until 11 or 12. Twice in 
the last two years he has been to a theater. 
On very very rare éccasions, when he could 
not avoid it, he has heeded some social call 
and enjoyed it, too, as he admits, although 
the thought of going te a reception fills him 
with dismay in advance.

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PUTNO FAITHIN ALLEGED “ M’KINLEY 
PLANKS.” 

Newspaper readers should not take stock 
in ““the genuine and only ” Mclvinley cur- 
rency plank telegraphed from St. Louis. 
Three Chicago papers had it yesterday, but 
they did not agree in their versions. 

The plank which the convention will adopt 
has-yet to be written. There will be first 
a hot fight in a committee of resolutions 
composed of fifty men, who will be of many 
minds both on substance and phraseology. 

There will be a long struggle before a ma- 
jority of them can agree on a set of words. 
It may take days to settle the matter. 
Every sentence and word will be fought 
over, 

Then when the committee does report 
there may be a minority as well as a major- 
ity report. The former will be rejected, 
for it will be a silver standard plank, but the 
latter will be fought over on the fivor of the 
convention and its phraseology may be 
changed materially, The ** compromisgers ”’ 
may not be as strong in the congention as 
in the committee. 

No doubt Maj. McKinley’s friends have 
been informed by him what his ideas in gen- 
eral are about the plank. He has told them 
unquestionably that it must declare for the 


| maintenance of the existing gold standard, 


But he has not attempted to write the 
plank. He has left its language to the con- 
vention. 

So all who are interested in knowing the 
exact wording of the money plank should 
wait patiently till the committee reports, 
by which time the convention will take up 
and act on the report from the committee. 
People must not assume that it will adopt 
the * McKinley plank ” printed in the paper 
they read yesterday, or tomorrow, or any 
of the differing *“* McKinley planks ” which 
they may find in the papers they read today, 
Wait patiently, for you know not what a 
day may bring forth. 


‘HOW THE INDIANA PLANK OUGHT TO

According to the dispatchesthere are many 
delegates at St. Louis who havea high opin-

currency. We favor the [retention and] use of

rency, but under such regulations that its parity 
with gold can be maintained, and in consequence 
are opposed to the free, unlimited, and independ- 
ent coinage of silver. 

This leaves out of the original Indiana 
plank only the words “ at a ratio of 16 to 1,” 
with which it ends, and the words, “ and to 
the extent only,” which follow the word 
“ currency.” 

The platform-makers should take this 
ameuded plank to their rooms with them 
and study it over. If they are in favor of 
meeting the issue plump, and saying “ yes ” 
or “no,” as is the fashion of honest, brave 
men, it will meet with their approval. As 
for the trimmers and pottroons, they will 
dislike it because it does not evade the ques- 
fion. Rut such men should have no ip- 
fluence at St. Louis. They ought not to be 
tolerated there. The Indiana plank as 
adopted at their convention reads thus: 

We are firm and emphatic in our demand for 
honest money. We believe that our monéy should 
not be inferior to the money of the niost enlight- 
ened nations of the earth. Weare unalterably op- 
posed to every scheme that threatens to debase or 
depreciate our currency. We favor the use of 
silver as SUR oe but to the extent only and under 
such regulations that its parity with gold can be 
maintained, and in consequence are opposed to the 
free, unlimited, and independent coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 16 to 1. 


PAYNE’S REPRESENTATION PLAN. 

National Committeeman Payne of Wis- 
consin will press a resolution upon that 
committee recommending to the Repub- 
lican convention that hereafter the basis 
of representation from the several States 
shall be fixed at four delegates-at-large and 
one additional delegate for each 7,000 
votes, or majority fraction thereof, cast 
in each State for the Republican electoral 
ticket at the last preceding election, and 
that each Territory and the District of Co- 
lumbia be entitled to six delegates. On the 
basis of the votes cast at the election of 
1894 the representation fvould be as fol- 
lows, as compared with that in the present 
convention:

If the ratio had been fixed at 
10,000 Illinois’ representation would have 
remained about the same. Evidently Mr. 
Payne's intention is to prevent States not 
voting Republican and hopelessly Demo- 
cratic from representation on total popu- 
lation. South Carolina and Mississippi, 
for instance, cast but a handful of Repnb- 
lican votes, and yet they-get a repréesenta- 
tion on the whole population in Democratic 
as well as Republican districts. 

There is, however, one serious objection 
to the Payne scheme. Delegates would 
have to be chosen by the State conventions 
instead of by district conventions. — If there 
were two factions in the party in any State 
the stronger one would get all the delegates 
and the weaker none, though it might be 
nearly as strong as tke other. Illinois has 
had an experience of this kind during the 
Girant third term agitation. Though the 
voters were opposed to it, the State ¢onven- 
tion, under the lead of John Logan, John 
Wentworth, and others, fell into the hands 
of the third-termers, who rode over the 
antis rough shod, as they were ynder a 
weak leadership. They elected a full dele- 
gation and threw out the men elected in 
the districts by the anti-third-termers. The 
same thing happened in other States. 
There was a row at once, and the @onven- 
tion settled it by ejecting 20 Lllinois, 26 
Pennsylvania, and 18 New York men who 
had been elected by the State convention, 
nnd then laid down the rule that thereafter 
each district should elect two itself.

If it is 
gold, they will bolt. If it is a straddle, they 
will bolt. They will go, unless the party 
surrenders unconditionally to them, That 
being the case, what is to be gained by 
paltry platitudes, and by unavailing at> 
tempts to compromise? Let the Tellers 
and Mantles go if they want to. The issue 
is: Shall the existing gold stahdard be 
changed to the silver Standard at 16 to 17 
Suy “no” to that peremptorily,/and “ let 
Colorado slide.” 

A TRIBUNE report from St. Louis says: 
“ Opposed to the gold standard! men are 
the free silver men, pure and simyile. They 
are equally anxious with honest money 
business-men for a direct and unmistakable 
plank on the money question. ‘They are 


declaring openly that if they cahnot have 


a freesilver coinage plank they wuld prefer 
a gold one, and are hooting at al thought 
of compromise. This is the position of the 
men who follow the fortunes af Senator 
Teller and his lieutenants, and was voiced 
today in the announcement of Nelson Ben- 
nett, the National Committeeman from 
Washington, who said: 

“* The West wants nocompromise, The 
platform must be either gold or silver. 
Talk of “sound money ” we look upon as 
an attempt to straddle the issue.’ ”

A PLAIN TALK WITH DEPOSITORS, 

There are in the national barks of this 
city individual deposits aggregating 723 
millions, That money belongs to about 
104,000 persons, most of them men residing 
in this county. 

In the Chicago State banks are 50 mill- 
ions, put there for safe-keeping hy about 
62,000 Chicagoans. 

*In the savings banks of this ¢ity 66,000 
men and women of the wage-working 
Classes have deposited over 25 millions, 
which they have saved up by self-denial 
from their wages to be used at some future 
day When needed. ‘ 

Here is a great army of 233,000 persons, 
a large proportion of them voters in this 
county, who have in the various banks of 
this city the immense sum of 150 millions 
of dollars at parity with gold in value. 

It is their expectation and desire that 
the money will be kept carefully and safely 
by the banks, and will be paid over to 
them, in as good money as they deposited, 
when they ask for it. They believe confi- 
dently that they will get back as many 
dollars as they put in, and that they will 
be just as valuable dollars. If they did 
not believe that they would draw out their 


funds without delay. 


Does this great army of depositors, belong- 
ing to all classes of society, realize the 
fact that an attempt is being made to get 
a law passed by Congress which will put 
it out of the power of the bauks to pay to 
their depositors more than half the money 
deposited by them? If that law »passes 
a bank will be able to repay as many dol- 
lars as were given it, but the purchasing 
power of those dollars will be gut down 
half of what it now is; and all money 
a man may have in his pocket will be de- 
preciated to the same degree. 


With free silver coinage all the money: will 


have just the bullion value in a silver dollar, 
which is about half a dollar, “while the 
value of the cuyrency at present is equal to 
the bullion in a gold dollar and that is 100 
cents, or twice as much as tlie free silver 
dollar. would be worth. : | 
Do these quarter of a million Cook County 
depositors understand what free coinage 
means? Do they understand ‘that it is the 
same thing as robbing them of half of their 
savings and deposits and money in their 
pockets? For the free coinage of silver 
would make every paper dollar/and every sil- 
ver dollar in every bank worth only half 
whatitisnow. Its value would be cut down 
50 per cent by act of Congréss. That is 
what the free silverites are'working for, 
because they want “ cheap money.” —

THE MEMORIAL TO DR. GEORGE F. ROOT. 

One of the principal agencies in the 
scheme to erect a permanent monument to 
the memory of the late Dr. George F’. Root 
is a monster popular concert which will be 
given ou the afternoon and evening of the 
Fourth of July at the new Coliseum Build- 
ing, This concert will utilize the services 
of an immense chorus, military band, and 
prominent soloists, among them some of 
the veterans, like Jules Lumbard and John 
Hubbard, who were the doctor’s contempvo- 
raries when he was stirring the enthusiasm 
of the people with his war lyrics, and who 
largely helped to niake those lyrics famous. 
The day has been wisely chosen, for no 
man ws more patriotic than the dead 
songwriter, It was equally wise to make 
an appeal to the people through the agency 
of a concert, for his fame is inseparably 
connected with music for occasions, for the 
church, and for the home. 

It should not be necessary to make a spe- 
cial appeal to the people of Chicago to 
crowd. the Coliseum on these occasions 
so that the fund for the proposed memorial 
may have a vigorous start, and the commit- 
tee having the matter in hand may be ena- 
bled to launch the project at once. Dr. 
Root was one of the pioneers in the work of 
popular musical education, which he mn:- 
terially advanced) through the medium of 
the convention and old-fashioned singing 
school, Ilis numerous works on psalmody 
also greatly promoted the interests of church 
music. His secular songs have been the 
delight of thousands of homes, but more 
than all else his|lyrics of the war served 
to arose the patriotic sentiment of the 
people and to kindle enthusiasm in the 
ranks of the army, No one can estimate 
the effect of that one song alone, * The 
Battlecry of Freedom.” 

Dr. Root was: preéminently the song- 
writer for the people, and his songs had 
their sources down deep in the heart of the 
patriotic composér. He was preéminently 
a believer in the people, and he was pre- 
eminently a loyal, useful citizen, and a 
high-minded, honorable man, to whom 
every one with whom he came in contact 
became closely attached, The people there- 
fore owe a debt of gratitude to his memory 
which they will partly discharge by crowd- 
ing the great Coliseum on the Fourth of 
July and testifying to their respect for his 
Inemory. ) 

STICK TO A GOOD SCHOOL LAW. 

The attempt of Trustee B. J. Rosenthal 
to have the compulsory educational depart- 
ment of the Board of Education abolished 
failed signally mainly through the character 
of his own arguments. There was a feeling 
of general gratitude to Mr. Rosenthal for 
bringing the subject before the board, for 
his attack resulted in impressing the merits 
of the system more strongly than ever on 
the trustees and the visiting teachers. His 
main contention that the work of the de- 
partment was too slight to justify the cost 
of supporting it was disproved to the satis- 
faction of nearly all who heard his state- 
ments, and the statistics he presented 
proved sufficient to insure the continuance 
of the work. Other testimony from teach- 
ers indicated that the agents were doing 
their duty thoroughly in restoring truants 
to the schools to fill out the. legal term of 
attendance, the total number of such cases 
for the last six months reaching 4,304, ac- 
cording to Mr. Rosenthal’s corrected fig- 
ures. Mr. Rosenthal asserted that many of 
these returned truants had not in fact at- 
tended school -for the required eighty days, 
but the teachers show the proportion is 
small and that sufficient excuses have been 
given in many instances where temporary 
absence was necessary. In a general way 
it appears that the system has proved of 
great benefit to the schools, that it has been 
enforced with all the vigor desirable, and 
that thousands of children have received 
the benefits of instruction and training that 
the law intended. That it repays many 
times over the expenditure was demon- 
strated, and by none more thoroughly than 
by the one objector, Trustee Rosenthal. 
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SEASON OF COMMENCEMENTS. 

Most of the institutions of learning in 
the United States are sending out into the 
world this month new postulants for busi- 
ness and professional laurels. It is the 
season of commencements when these 
young men and women commence to enjoy 
the distinctions that come to them with 
their graduation. It is a gala season full 
of merriment and the joyous relaxation that 
follows a long and hard task completed, and 
it is shared by the ‘gatherings of proud 
mothers, sisters, and sweethearts. Even 
the partings, the severing of ties that are 
among the strongest in life, are made sweet 
sorrows by the rainbow of promise that 
seems to confront the confident aspirant 
for the honors of the world. 

It is a potent and leavening factor in the 
social economy of the Nation that such an 
army of enthusiasts is recruited annually 
into the battle of life to infuse fresh energy 
and an ingenious hopefulness into the re- 
lentless competition and add a touch of 
wholesome sentiment to the prosaic strug- 
gle. Many of these young men go forth 
from the apron strings of their alma mater 
to step into new training schools awaiting 
them in the counting-house or professional 
office of fathers or other relatives or branch- 
ing out on independent lines are sustained 
by similar financial and moral support 
through the few years immediately suc- 
ceeding graduation, in which they undergo 
the first crucial test of real comparative 
worth, The vast majority. however, will 
‘have no niche prepared for them and will 
be forced to confront the future of “* cease- 
less toil and endeavor” without the aid of 
any outside support or guide. They will 
find, as thousands of predecessors have 
found, the gainful professions crowded and 
every avenue of activity almost blocked 
with men who have similarly eujoyed col- 
lege educations with the added advantage 
of certain years of experience. It may be 
a shock to some to find that having reached 
the top of the little university ladder with 
such comparative ease, they are now only 
at the bottom of the real ladder of life, 
stretching far away beyond the limits of 
vision or speculation. The laws of supply 
and demand, moreover, that were so easily 
mastered from the text-books will assume 
an entirely new aspect when brought to 
bear on their own lives, and it will be hard 
for the thousands, as for the thousands in 
the past, to bow to its inexorable decrees 
and submit" to a “* com mencement ” of 
small things, Ss ?

There is room not only in the “ upper ] 


stories,” but there is refuge in all the lower 
wories, and While only a few “ can be en- 
rolled among the immortals,” as only a few 
deserve, a respectable footing is possible to 
all the rest. There are many grades of 
ability and there are correspondingly many 
grades of success, and it is safe for all to 
aim for the highest when they plunge into 
the competition. The world is not wholly 
unjust, but with the accuracy almost of a 
machine it bears the throng along, sifting 
out from time to time into their proper 
places the less deserving, and carrying aloft 
the thinning ranks of the more favored. 
The best reflection of all, however, to every 
young alumnus is that he alone will be able 
to measure correctly his real success. The 
stamp placed on a career by the world is 
spurious in countless cases and based on a 
judgment which is unable to appreciate 
the real ideal of the individual’s life.

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FIRE MARSHAL SWENIE’S CONTENTION. 

It is easy to understand why Fire Mar- 
shal Swenie is dissatisfied with the civil 
service law, as far as relates to promotions 
of officers in the department, 

That is as far as his fanit finding goes, 
He is glad that the rank and file are to come 
from the Civil Service Commission. He 
does not deny that men who have passed a 
thorough physical and mental examination 
satisfactorily are more likely to make good 
firemen than the nominees of Aldermen and 
of ward bosses, 

The point the Fire Marshal makes is that 
he, who has seen his men at work. cap 
make a much better of those 
who are qualified to command than any 
examining board can, He is able to judge 
from personal observation who among the 
men have the quick judgment, and the 
cool, dauntless courage which an officer in 
charge of an engine or a battery of en- 
gines should have. An overbold  ofticer 
may send his men to death. A timid, slow- 
Wwitted one may be responsible for the de- 
struction of property worth millions. 

When Gen. Grant was in supreme com- 
mand he chose his subordinate Generals 
himself, whenever he could. When he was 
not allowed to have his own way the econse- 
quences were often unfortunate. He did 
not select men for their West Point records, 
but for their records on the battlefield. 
Grant sent Sheridan to the Shenandoah 
Valley when the Washington authorities 
would have chosen some gne else. But he 
knew his man, 

So there is some force to the contention 
of the Fire Marshal, especially when com- 
ing from him. For he has shown good 
judgment in the selection of subor- 
dinates. He has felt himself responsible 
for the safety of the city, and he has not 
allowed the spoilsmen to run his depart- 
ment, The politicians have tried to boss 
him and have failed. So the one-man 
power has worked well, and the Fire De- 
partment has been the only one which has 
made a specially creditable record. 

But Mr. Swenie is not immortal. ‘When 
he goes out he may be succeeded by a men 
who has not his high sense of duty and his 
independence. Then, if there were no civil 
service law to keep the politicians off, they 
would swoop down on the department, de- 
moralize it, and do irreparable harm. So 
that law should apply to the Fire Depart- 
ment—oflicers and men—just as fully as to 
other departments. Nor should it be held in 
abeyance to please the head of any one de- 
partment. If that is done other department 
chiefs will want similar favors. 

When men are examined for promotion 
in the Fire Department the names of the 
three who stand highest are certified to the 
Marshal, and he makes hi# selection from 
among them, There may be cases where 
the |person he regards as the best fire-fighter 
is not among them, but the chances are that 
that will not happeh. In most cases the 
Marshal will get the man he wants. 

Ais yet no promotions have been made 
after civil service examinations. So the 
Chief cannot tell whether the workings of 
the law will or will not be satisfactory from 
his| point of view. Therefore he should 
wait awhile before condemning any feature 
of the law. He seems to be crying before he 
is hurt.

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WHAT AILS THE SOUTH PARK BOARD? 

The recent visit of a large delegation of 
ladies to the South Park Commissioners to 
plead the catse of the Jackson boulevard 
from the river to Michigan avenue was en- 
tirely creditable to them and shows that 
they are even more in earnest in saving 
Kast Jackson street from the street 
car monopolies than the men, who, for 
some mysterious reason, seem to have 
relaxed in their efforts to induce the 
dilatory Commissioners to accept the gift 
tendered them by the Council and pressed 
upon them by nine-tenths of the people of 
Chicago. 

It goes without saying that the gallant 
Commissioners received the ladies with the 
utmost politeness, talked in a smooth and 
complimentary manner, and made all sorts 
of fair promises. But talk is cheap, and 
the ladies should not be put off with it. 
They must watch'the Commissioners and 
see that they act. If they do not do some- 
thing pretty soon to save Jackson strect 
from being grabbed and forever lost to the 
public it will be in order not only for the 
women but for the men of Chicago to ask 
the Commissioners why it is they are hold- 
ing back, and what is their mysterious ob- 
jection to carrying out the will of the pub- 
lie.

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PLEA FOR THE DECIMAL SYSTEM. 

A proposition by J. H. Perrault of Mont. 
real was made in the Congress of the Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the British Empire in 
London that the decimal system of eur- 
rency used in the United States and lator 
adopted by Canada be substituted for the 
unwieldy British currency system of pounds, 
shillings, pence, and farthings throughout 
the British Empire. England could make 
this change with little disturbance to its 
present standard of values. An addition of 
about 12 cents in gold would bring the 
pound sterling to an equality with $5, and 
a similar slight addition would raise the 
shilling to the value of our 25 cents. It ig 
doubtful if England can be induced to 
change its present system, but it would be a 
desirable move if it can be brought about. 
The effect of the entire English-speaking 
race using the one system could not fail in 
time to force similar changes in the systems 
in use in other countries, The frane of 
France, now worth in our money about 19 
cents, would be raised to 20 cents, so that 
five would be equal to our dollar; the Ger-

From a remote 
period it has been highly prized for coloring 
and flavoring foods. It is largely employed 
in India in this way. The best quality 
comes from Spain, the French being deemed 
second grade. All over Europe it fs exten- 
sively grown, being used by confectioners 
and in the manufacture of liquors, It has a 
bitter, taste and a penetrating aromatic odor. 
Seventy’ thousand of the stigmas are re- 
quired to make one pound of saffron, a single 
gramme of which represents the sfigmas of 
nine flowers. 

The flower petals of a species of custard 
apple called Anona senegalensis are used on 
the Niger for flavoring dishes, Cowslips are 
sometimes fermented with sugar for wine, 
communicating to the latter an aromatic 
flavor like that of Muscatel. Meadowsweet 
is likewise utilized by wine merchants to 
improve the flavor of their goods. The 
beautiful bright red flowers of the Quassia 
amara are valued in Jamaica for the help 
they give to digestion when infused in wine 
and water. The flowers of the Judas tree 
are made into fritters, with butter added. or 
mixed with salads; or sometimes the flower 
buds are pickled in vinegar. Artichokes are 
immature flower heads, and caulifiowers are 
a sort of flower. 

One of the most interesting of ancient 
wonder tales is the story of a country where 
people ate of a certain kind of flowers and 
thereupon lost all memory of home and 
friends. Homer tells about these Lotophag!i 
or lotus-eaters. But what the lotus was has 
long been disputed, and the question is not 
likely to be settled. The natural inference 
would seem to be that it was the common 
Egyptian lotus, but that variety of water 
lily possesses no narcotic properties. It is 
possible that the opium poppy was re- 
ferred to.

RECENT NOTABLE FEATS OF MEMORY 


Well-Known Cases of Phenomenal 
Development of That 
Faculty. 


way 


Rochester Democrat and Chronicle: An 
extraordinary development of the faculty 
of memory is noted in the person of the 
Rev. William Cullen Hicks, a revivalist, who 
is at present holding meetings in the country 
districts of Kentucky. Mr. Hicks is only 28 
years old, but his familiarity with the script- 
ures is something phenomenal. He always 
draws large crowds, being an attractive and 
forcible speaker; but his greatest reputation 
rests on his ability to recite with absolute 
correctness every chapter and verse in the 
Bible, with the exception of the Psalms. He 
can start at the beginning, middle, or end, 
and go backward or forward, or can repeat 
any chapter of any book of the Old or New 
Testament without halting or hesitating. Re- 
ports from Adair County, Ky., where he is 
now sojourning, say that his performances 
are amazing. 

Another case of unusual memory, which is 
attracting much attention, is. the recent 
achievement of Secretary Carlisle in Chica- 
go. Mr. Carlisle’s speech on the finances, 
which would fill eight or ten columns of the 
Democrat and Chronicle, was delivered with- 
out manuscript, and the speaker referred to 
his notes only two or three times during the 
whole of his address. As he gave many: 
figures and statistics referring to this and 
other countries the performance must be set 


down as a noteworthy one. It has, however, 
been equaled or surpassed by other men 
prominent inour public life. Edward Everett, 
Charles Sumner, Roscoe Conkling, and 


James G. Blaine were famous for oratorical 
efforts which had all the force and attrac- 
tiveness of extempore deliverances, but 
which had been carefully prepared and 
memorized. Mr. Conkling had special gifts 
in this direction. 

It was often difficult for his hearers to per- 
suade themselves that his flights of elo- 
quence, flashes of wit, volleys of invective 
and appropriate gestures were not inspira- 
tions of the moment, when, in fact, they 
were the finished product of laborious 
preparation, and in some cases of private 
rehearsal... His great speech in New York 
in the Garfield campaign was a wonderful 
achievement in memory andin the oratorical 
art that.conceals art. Mr. Blaine also 
generally knew precisely what he was going 
to say and just how he was going to say it 
before delivering an.important speech. It 
long ago ceased to be a secret that on the 
occasion of his last appearance in Rochester 
hes the attendance of an expert short- 


porter seated himself at a table with paper 
and pencils, and Mr. Blaine; slowly pacing 
the room, . deliberately thought out a 
dictated speech. A typewritten copy of the 
reporter's notes was immediately taken to 
the newspaper offices, and a few hours ister 
Mr. Blaine delivered the speech, word for 
word, to a large a€semblage of people. Be- 
tween the dictation and the delivery Mr. 
Blaine had many callers and his 
thovlghts were diverted in other ways by 
the events of the day, but his memory did 
not fail him. Although this was by no 
means one of the most important mental 
efforts of his life it was a peculiar and im- 
pressive one. 

The wonderful performances of Paul 
Morphy, the genius of the chess-beard, have 
been cited-as feats of memory. He would 
play eight games simultaneously, blind- 
folded, remembering his own moves and 
those of his opponents, and the positions 
of the pieces on each of the boards. Not 
only this, but if all or part of the games 
dragged out to a great length and were 
adjourned from one day to the next, he re- 
sumed them with unfailing memory of the 
situation on each board. This, however, 
was not an exercise of memory pure and 
simple, but rather an association of ideas, 
or a concentration of thought, on certain 
‘plans of campaign,” one of the factors 
entering therein, and on details of action 
which had logical relation and sequence. 
Nevertheless, it was a phenomenal in- 
tellectual effort. 

[The Democrat and Chronicle hardly does 
justice to Mr. Carlisle’s feat of memory. 
His. address, which occupied several hours 
in its delivery, was given in proof to some of 
the Chicago papers. A reporter was sent to 
the Ayditorium to note the speaker’s devia- 
tions from his manuscript, and to catch 
whatever new points might be made. With 
the proof in front of him the reporter fol- 
lowed Mr. Carlisle word for word, Upon his 
return to the office he reported that the 
speaker had not added a word; that he had 
delivered the address exactly as in the proof; 
that he had never hesitated, and that he 
had referred to his manuscript only once or 
twice when intricate tables of figures were 


in point. 
H. D. Estabrook, who delivered an im- 
pressive address at the unveiling of the 
Franklin statue June 6, also gave evidence 
of a remarkable memory. His address was 
over 5,000 words in length, and according to 
one of his nearers who follewed him from 
proof sheets, he delivered it verbatim et 
literatim. There was not the _ slightest 
hesitation, and the orator was apparently 
speaking extemporaneously.]

It comprised only four inn- 
ings, the rule then being that the club 
making twenty-one runs in even inn- 
ings was the winner. 
Growth of the Game. 
The gradual growth of baseball to other 
parts of the country was slow. Townball 
continued to be played and its votaries did 
not take to baseball. Baseball was not 
in Philadelphia—only ninety miles 
from New York—until 1860, fifteen years 
after its birth. In that year the Olympic 
Townball club of that city, organized in 
1833, decided to play baseball instead there- 
after. The first baseball match in Philadel- 
took place on June 11, 1860, between 
the Equity and Winona clubs. 

San Francisco's first match was played on 
Feb. 22, 1860. Baseball was not played in 
the New England States till five or six years 
after its birth, and then ofly in such a modi- 
fied form that it was called “ the New En- 

e,” in contradistinction to ‘“ the 
New York game.’’ The originators of our 
national game were men who played baseball 
merely for recreation and would have lIight- 
ly esteemed any = — would have trans- 
formed it into a profession. 

As clubs multiplied throughout the coun- 
try it became necessary to establish some 
general organization with authority to con- 
trol and regulate the interests of the sport 
and its playing rules. Accordingly there 
was formed the National Association of 
Baseball Players, in which any club was en- 
titled to membership, with the privilege of 
sending delegates to the annual meeting. 
The playing rules adopted by this organiza- 
tion were the standard ones for the game 
and were observed by all clubs. 

Almost the first rule made by this national 
association positively debarred from mem- 
‘bership any club in which there was a man 
who played 1 for hire or emolument 

of any kind, the object being to make and 
keep the sport pure. Consequeritly baseball

Everything Is in Readiness for the 
Parade of the Classes—Special 
Trains to Run from Boston to Lake 
Waban—Line Starts from the Boat- 
house at Twilight and Illumina- 
tions and Fireworks Add to the 
General Effect as it Grows Dark.

Of all months in the year June is the 
month to see Wellesley, and of all days in 
the year float day is the day to see its college 
girls. Last year 2,500¢rvisitors gathered on 
the banks of Lake Waban to see the exhibi- 
tion of the crews and to enjoy the class and 
college spirit that is gure to prevail on float 
day. 

No wonder boating is popular at Wellesley. 
Lake Waban, which is two and one-half 
miles long, seems to have been dropped 
among the hills of the old Bay State for the 
express use of the 800 college girls. 

The waters of the lake are seldom so rough 
as to interfere with the work of the crews, 
which for more than ten years has constitut- 
ed no small part of the college athletics. In

NET PLAY AND VOLLEYS IN TENNIS. 


What Clarence Hobart Thinks of the 
. Plays in Women’s Games. 

The West appears to be ahead of the East 
in one particular of woman’s lawn tennis 
play. Running up to the net by a feminine 
player was a common sight last year in all 
the important women’s tournaments, both 
singles and doubles, and half a dozen of the 
experts found it a profitable method. Inthe 
East, however, it is looked upon still as of 
doubtful service in a woman’s match, and 
likely to lose more points thanit wins. This 
is what Clarence Hobart thinks of the mat- 
ter: 

‘It is a very pretty but unusual thing to 
see a woman voiley well, and the question 
arises, would it pay the woman player to 
cultivate the stroke? In @oubles it would 
undoubtedly, as with two players there is 
not so much ground to cover as in singles, 
and it would make the game far more inter- 
esting, and break up the monotonous ex- 
change of ground strokes commonly seen in 
women’s doubles. 

‘‘In singles, however, as long as woman 
continues to wear skirts in her athletics I 
believe it will not pay her to try to play net. 
Her movements are too cramped to permit 
of her covering so much ground, and she is 
almost powerless against lobbing. I have 
never seen a woman start to go up tothe net 
in singles without feeling that she would 
certainly lose the point, and she has gener- 
ally fulfilled my expectations.” 


HOW ONE MAN GOT A LAMP CHEAP. 


Converts a2 49-Cent Lantern Into the 
Equal of a $5 One. 

High-priced bicycle lanterns convey no 
charm to a South Side youth who recently 
was obliged to get a light for his wheel. 
After pricing the various makes and throw- 
ing out of consideration all but the kerosene 
lamps, he found the question was one be- 
tween a 49-cent lantern which would go out, 
and a $3 or $5 article which would also go 
out, but less easily. 

Being a reasonably intelligent youth he 
proceeded to investigate the differences be- 
tween the cheap and costly lamps, to find 
why one would keep lighted longer than the 
other. Then he bought a 49-cent lamp. He 
removed the oil-can and stocked it with 
waste before filing it with oil. Then he 
bent the tinwork until there were no open 
cracks anywhere visible. Next he pasted 
black court-plaster over about half the holes 
at the top of the lantern. Lastly he oiled 
and limbered up the springs.. The result 
was a 49-cent lantern which burns as well as 
the $5 article, is lighter and smaller, and 
cost $4.51 less. 


CHICAGO LEADS AMERICA IN WHIST. 


Coming Congress of the Witist League 
June 22 at Manhattan Beach. 

The sixth congress of the American Whist 
League convenes June 22 to 27 inclusive at 
the Oriental Hotel, Manhattan Beach, and 
present indications give promise of the larg- 
est gathering in the history of the organiza- 
tion.

Eugene WBiliott, father of the American 
League; Cassius M. Paine, editor of Whist, 
the official organ; “‘ The Colonel,” from the 
wilds of Montana; and Miss Kate Sherlock, 
daughter of the league. | 

The games are to take place both morn- 
ing and evening during the entire time. 
On Monday evening the auxiliary associa- 
tions play for the Brooklyn trophy, a hand- 
some bronze enameled shield. On Tuesday 
afternoon begins the contest of the Ham- 
ilton club for the Hamilton trophy. This 
game will continue afternoon’and evening 
until the close of the congress. The trophy 
is a silver loving cup, given by the Hamilton 
Whist club of: Philadelphia, the best whist 
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fact, though tennis, lacrosse, basket ball, 
cycling, and the class work of the gymna- 
sium all claim a ‘place in the college life, 
boating is by far*the most popular of the 
sports. Nor is its popularity anything new. 
It has grown up with the college. 

Today the college supports six regular 
crews, representing the ‘ specials’ and the 
four classes, the freshmen suS8taining two 
crews, from which the best candidates are 
chosen at the end of the year. Each crew 
has fifteen membérs, eight of whom form a 
regular crew and ipractice every day. This 
plan is supposed to give every girl on the 
crews regular, systematic work at least 
three days a week, and oftener as float day 
approaches. 


Boats Fully Equipped. 


The boats of thé reeular crews are nearly 
shells, each forty-five feet long and regularly 
equipped with sliding seats, etc. The oars 
are sixteen feet long, yet the oarswoman 
handles them as gracefully as she does her 
tennis racquet. And she has been making 
good use of them the last few weeks. 

The float day crowds have grown yearly 
until the railroatfis now provide _ special 
trains, which runout from Boston:in a half 
hour. During the day the college halis are 
closed to visitors, and sturdy policemen, who 
seem out of place in the great country home 
—for such is Wellésley—guard the doors. But 
the college girls, wearing their crimson 
badges, are givén access wherever they 
choose to enter. 

The crowd is sure to be there long before 
time for the appéarance of the crews. And 
when the doors of the college hall open and 
the long line files out it is greeted by the 
cheers of the rival classes. 

The seniors and sophomores march down 
the walk together, the seniors to make 
their final appearance on the lake and the 
sophomores their first as a regular crew in 
perfect training.’ As the freshmen crew is 
only chosen two weeks before the float little 


is expected of them until the close of their - 


sophomore year, when they appear in new 
suits, bringing to}light their class colors, the 
name of their boat, and their skill as oars- 
men.

All 
the crews wear the soft round “‘ Wellesley ”’ 
caps to match the suits. "

It is a gala procession that comes slowly 
down the walk, each coxswain bearing her 
banner at the head of her crew, every mem- 
ber of which carries an oar. Hach banner is 
of the class colors and inscribed with the 
name of its boat and its yell. 

The boathouse was built by the class of ’94 
at a cost of $3,v00 and first used at the float 
two years ago. 

The soft blues of the lake are fading to 
grays when the procesgion of boats shoots 
out upon the water. Nifiety-six is ahead and 
her boat is Lochlearch, the Scotch for water 
bird. The sophomores follow, and close be- 
hind come other blender shells, the juniors 
named I. O. E.

MANY RACING WHEELMEN AT WORK. 


Eastern and Western Riders Meet at 
San Antonio Races. 


The importance of the national circuit is 
now assured, as many of the best men of the 
world, in fact most of the best men, are now 
riding on the circuit or will be before the 
close of the coming week and the New Or- 
leans race meeting of Saturday, June 13. 

The Calffornia circuit chasers from the 
West, in their special sleeper, arrived at San 
Antonio late the night before the national 
circuit races in that city, June 5, and there 
met the men of the East fresh from the 
training quarters at Louisville. The num- 
ber of men from the East was seven of the 
racing contingent, the number from the 
West eight. 

Sixteen people came in from the West, 
twelve from the East, and at Galveston Will 
and Jack Coburn;the former the lad whose 
sensational performances have already 
startled the cycling world, and their trainer 
will be with the party. Shaw of Joliet has 
also joined the circuit party and at New 
Orleans there will be still more additions, 
including, it may be, Tom Cooper and 
George Grant. From that time on there will 
be stead additions, and the forty men who 
will enter Kansas City will have become 
twice that number before Peoria and the 
first great meet of the year are reached. 
Peoria will see the gathering of the clans 
and some of the most royal battles of cycling 
history. 

Riders on the Cireuit. 

At present the number of first-class riders 
competing on the circuit is nearly a 
dozen. There are Gardiner of Chicago, as 
game and speedy a rider as ever traveled; 
Otto Ziegler, the little California demon, an- 
other game and speedy rider; Clinton R. 
Coulter of Mansfield, a man who came out 
so prominently early in the last year as to 
stamp him one of the best; Charlie Wells of 
San Francisco, a.man of surprising ability, 
considering his great size; Sam Cox of Chi- 
cago, J. B. Bowler of Chicago, Harry Clark 
of Denver, and Pat O’Connor, the only real 
Irishman on the American racing path; Bob 
Terrill of San Francisco, who is riding far 
better this year than last; Eli Winesett, as 
largé a man as Wells, 200 pounds, and but 
19 years of age; and Dr. Parker of Detroit, a 
man that resembles Cabanne in his riding, 
and a man with a long sprint and a winning 
one. “*Zimmy” McFarland is with the 
party, a man who closely resembles the 
great Zimmerman in his position and riding. 

With all the opposition put up against 
racing by some of the large makers, there 
are today but two, at the most, of the good 
riders of last season who are unsigned, and 
these men are awaiting the acceptance of 
offers. And now comes a sensational story 
that one of the men in the combine has 
made overtures to one of the most prominent 
men of the path, and that man has had the 
letter duplicated to others in the combine, 
with a result that a break is on the tapits. 

Good men are scarce, and those who 
are now anxious to come in the field 
with good men must hunt industriousiy 
before they will find the men whocan repre- 
sent them as they would be represented. 

To William Herrick, who formed a combi- 
nation of some of the makers in opposition 
to the combine against racing, belongs nfuch 
of the credit of the interest of racing to- 
day, and the credit for the number of men 
now following the circuit who would not 
have been able to do so had all joined to- 
gether, as was the object of the large mak- 
ers who withdrew. 


Single Pacing the Best. 

Single pacing is the thing, as has been 
proved the last week in race after race so 
paced, these races all being fast and con- 
tests very keen at the finish, with more men 
in than have been seen in yéars, or since the 
inception of tandem ang multicycle pacing. 
All men have been placed on an equality 
in the pacemaking arrangements by this 
wise move of the Racing Board, which has 
repeatedly refused permission for tandems 
as pacing machines. The races are fast at 
that. People are beginning to understand 
some of the beauties of head work in races 
and applaud a particularly clever move of 
some rider to gain a position more to his 
advantage towards the front of the race. 
A little of such education and it will come 
to be a recognized fact, as is the case, that 
the tandem and multicycle pacing of races 
belongs to the dark ages and not to the 
present enlightened time. That it was un- 
fair to the majority of the competitors ina 
race is evident, and the Racing Board has 
the command of the pacing arrangements 
now, as it should have had in the past. 

The establishment of a new set of com- 
petition figures, those for single paced races, 
and those for unpaced contests, the latter 
races in which no pacemaker is placed, also 
for an official list of handicap competition 
record times, is most earnestly sought. 


Changes in the Route. 

Some other changes have been made in the 
circuit. Houston dropped out with a case of 
weak heart, as did El Paso, neither thinking 
that a sufficient number of entries could be 
secured. The entry of a Chicago team at the 
last moment and a number of men with the 
California giants, Coulter and others from 
the West, gave twenty-four entries in all, 
and there is now on a'season of mourning 
for the boomers in those two points. 

New Orleans wanted to have its racing by 
night, but the men would not have it so, pre- 
ferring not to take the risk thus early in the 
season of competing under electric lights. 
A telegram to the promoters at that point 
brought the ‘pleasing intelligence that New 
Orleans wanted to please the racing men and 
would make the change asked for. | 

Hot Springs, Ark., has taken June 18, and 
has a good list of prizes. Laredo, July 8, has 
a special bull-fight gotten up in honor of the 
visitors. 

St. Louis has given up its date and Kansas 
City has changed from June 23 to June 20, 
the former the date of St. Louis. This allows 
five days to prepare for Peoria. 

The national meet assumes greater im- 
portance this year than has ever been the 
case before owing to the fine track in that 
city, there being no finer in the world. 

The Viking All-Gold meet is of course at- 
tracting unusual attention owing to its great 
prize list, and men all over the country who 
hear of the $5,000 to be given to the profes- 
sionals at that meeting at once determine 
that that is the place where the racing of the 
yéar will be done. Outsiders other than cir- 
cuit chasers will take a vacation along about 
the time of the three great meets, and willin 
one month see all of-them, five weeks at any 
rate being sufficient‘to travel the circuit to 
them all. 

Springfield has never had a poor meet, and 
is this year preparing to spread itself as it 
has never done before.

WORK ON PARK ROADS. 


|} GIRDLE OF THE BOULEVARDS IS 
RAPIDLY NEARING COMPLETION. 


BVest Park Commissioners Hope to 
Have Drives Circling Their Park 
System Completed Within a Year— 
Cross Drainage Canal, River, and 
Railway Tracks—Delayed by Law- 
suit and Difficulties in Grading— 
Route of Roadway. 

Within three weeks or a month the West 
Park Commissioners will have the section 
of the Humboldt Park boulevard from North 
avenue to Palmer Square completed for the 
use of the cycling and driving public. By 
the first of September or October the con- 
nections between Humboldt boulevard and 
Diversey avenue will have been made. If 
the present plans of the Commissioners are 
carried out, a year from the coming autumn 
will witness the completion of the links be- 
tween the West and the North Side, and the 
West and the South Side systems, giving 
Chicago a circuit of parks and boulevards 
unrivaled in the world. 

A brief explanation of the plan of the 
West Side system will be necessary to a full 
understanding of the improvements in prog- 
ress. Garfield and Douglas Parks are now 
connected by Douglas boulevard, which is 
complete. From Douglas Park south to 
Twenty-sixth street the central driveway of 
Southwest boulevard has been finished, but 
is in use for short distances only. Central 
boulevard is open from Garfield Park to 
Sacramento avenue, whence north to Hum- 
boldt Park the Commissioners have men 
at work. The part of Humboldt boulevard 
from Humboldt Park to Palmer Square will 
be opened in about three weeks. It is 100 
feet wide and a mile and a half long. From 
Palmer Square to Fairfield avenue on the 
east !s a stretch which the Commissioners 
expect to have finished by Sept. 1. The 
boulevard from Fairfield avenue to Western 
avenue is finished and in good condition. 
Between Western avenue and the Diversey 
avenue bridge across the North Branch 
there is a gap of 1,800 feet, which should be 
completed by Sept. 1, making it possible to 
ride a wheel or drive over the boulevard 
from Douglas Park to the Diversey avenue 
bridge, and thence in Diversey avenue over 
cedar block pavement to Lincoln Park. 


Part Done This Summer. 

It is on the connection from Western ave- 
nue to the Diversey avenue bridge, a dis- 
tance of 1,800 feet, that the most active 
work is now in progress. The link is 
through a part of the old Snow estate, 
which, so far as boulevarding is concerned, 
is virgin soil. The scene is in many par- 
ticulars quaint and curious. Looking east 
from Western avenue the schooners in the 
North Branch can be seen against a back- 
ground of woods and small buildings. The 
surface of the iand in the neighborhood is 
low and flat, dotted with brick yards and 
weather-beaten habitations. 

The line of work on the connection has 
been marked out and a force of men is en- 
gaged in laying sewer pipe. It is known 
officially as the northeast extension of the 
Humboldt boulevard. To a point within 
100 feet of the river the way is level, whence 
itrises along the approach to the bridge with 
a sharp grade. Diversey avenue, from the 
river east to Clybourn avenue, runs between 
brick yards, and is unpaved. It is, however, 
passable in good weather. East from Cly- 
bourn avenue it is paved. with cedar block, 
in good condition, with the exception of a 
few blocks east of Ashland avenue. On 
Wolcott street there is a macadamized 
driveway, built by a subdivision syndicate, 
running north to within a block of Belmont 
avenue. The remainder of Diversey avenue 
is in good order for drivingior wheeling. 


Crosses Railway Tracks. 


A short distance east of Western avenue 
the extension will cross the tracks of the 
Wisconsin Division of the Northwestern 
railway. There a grade crossing will be 
made for the present. The Commissioners 
are negotiating with the officers of the North- 
western for a subway, which they hope to 
secure when the company is ready to elevate 
its tracks. 

Another year will in all probability see the 
boulevarding of Diversey avenue from North 
Clark street to the river, forming a macad- 
amized connection from Lincoln Park to 
Humboldt boulevard. The street has been 
ceded to the Lincoln Park Commissioners, 
who are, however, not ready to undertake 
the work the present year, it being necessary 
for them to obtain the consent of the officers 
of the Town of Lake View to levy an assess- 
ment for improvement purposes. It is not 
probable that Diversey avenue will become 
a boulevard in the accepted sense, being of 
street width and built up with houses on 
either side, but in due time it will no doubt 
be improved and put in the best possible 
shape for riding and driving. The neighbor- 
hood of its western end has been recently 
settled. With the removal of the disfiguring 
brickyards, with which it abownds, its at- 
tractiveness will be greatly enhanced, and 
the opening of the boulevard will no doubt do 
much to add to the value of property in the 
vicinity. 


Want Tracks Elevated. 


The Commissioners are making an effort 
to have the West Chicago Street railway 
company elevate its tracks at the point of 
crossing Central boulevard in West Chicago 
avenue. The position of the tracks at the 
foot of the incline from the viaduct over the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
makes a grade crossing dangerous. A slight 
elevation of the street car tracks will per- 
mit of their passage by means of a subway, 
giving a safe course for wheels and vehicles. 

The connection between Douglas Park and 
the South Side system will be made by means 
of the Southwest boulevard, which is partly 
completed. Beginning at a point on the 
south line of the right of way of the Burling- 
ton vrailway, opposite the middle of Doug- 
las/Park, it extends east and west to West- 
ermavenue, which it joins a short distance 
north of the drainage canal. Only the cen- 
tral avenue, fifty feet in width, has been con- 
structed. It is paved with macadam and 
has curbing and gutters of concrete along 
its edges. ? a 

Much Grading Is Necessary. 

A large amount of grading and filling has 
been necessary, as the country south of the 
Burlington to the drainage canal is low and 
flat. It runs through a residence territory, 
which is but thinly settled, and along the 
western edge of the manufacturing district, 
in which are the McCormick reaper works, 
the Kimball piano and organ factory, and 
the Chicago malleable iron works, to the line 
of West Twenty-fourth street, where it 
turns totheeast. Its course in this direction 
is to a point 100 feet east of California av- 
enue, whence it runs south again to West 
Twenty-sixth, where the finished roadway 
ends. Its future course south to a line 100 
feet north of where West Thirty-first street 
would be, if extended, is marked by filling 
and two tramway tracks to the drainage 
channel, from which the earth used in grad- 
ing has been brought. Near its south end, 
on the north bank of the west fork of the 
South Branch, known as “ Mud Lake,”’ 
stand the buildings of the John Worthy 
School for Boys, to which the youthful in- 
mates o& the bridewell have been recently 
removed. Mud Lake, as its name implies, 
is not a pellucid pond. Its channel has been 
excavated by brickmakers in their quest for 
material. 

The finished boulevard will cross Mud 
Lake on an iron bridge buiit for the purpose. 
The bridge was originally constructed too 
low to allow passage of any but the smallest 
boats, and an additional cost of $30,000 has 
been involved in elevating it to the proper 
height. The necessity of the Sanitary 
Trustees for a right of way proved of great 
advantage tothe Commissioners. In consid- 
eration of allowing the canal to cross the 
right of way of the boulevard the Commis- 
sioners secured a contract by which the 
Sanitary Trustees agreed to build and main- 
tain a bridge twenty-four feet in width 
across the canal, and to cause the elevation 
of the Santa Fé and the Illinois Central 
tracks immediately north of the canal toa 
height allowing a subway below. 

Commissioners Build Sabway. 

The Sanitary Trustees carried out their 
contract in securing the elevation of the 
tracks. A subway below them 
built by the Commissiorers. The bridge 
over the drainage canal will be built when 
the channel is finished. An _ estimate of

avenue boulevard on the Scuth Side. West- 
ern avenue above the temporary bridge is 
paved with cedar blocks and is in fair con- 
dition for wheeling. 

In the short stretch from California ave- 
nue to Western avenue the boulevard will 
pass the Pan-Handle tracks, which have 
been elevated to a sufficient altitude for the 
Commissioners to build a subway and ob- 
viate the danger of a grade crossing. 


Railway Tracks an Obstacle. 

A greater difficulty was encountered south 
of Douglas Park at the crossing of the Bur- 
ington, where the company has six tracks 
in use. Suburban trains pass at intervals of 
a few minutes. A grade crossing would be 
too dangerous to be considered. The Com- 
missioners had an old agreement with the 
Burlington for a viaduct over its tracks. 
After ineffectual negotiations for a subway 
the Commissioners in August, 1895, notified 
the Burlington to go on with the construc- 
tion of the viaduct. In November, 1895, the 
City of Chicago secured an injunction against 
the company’s proceeding with the work. 
The case has been appealed to the Supreme 


) Court, where it is pending. If the verdict of 


the court is in favor of the Commissioners 
the railroad will go on with the work. 

If the plans of the Commissioners are car- 
ried out without interruption and the work 
progresses at the present rate they hope 
to have the connections made at the south 
end of their system in a year from the pres- 
ent summer or fall, when the boasted cir- 
cuit of Chicago’s parks and boulevards will 
have become a reality. P

FRENCH ADVICE TO WHEELMEN. 


Objectionable Features in 


France and America. 

A writer in Le Chasseur Francais gives the 
following excellent advice to French wheel- 
men, which is equally applicable to Amer- 
icans: 

.“ There are certain rules to which cyclists 
should conform for their own safety, even 
when they have no interest at stake. These 
rules it is true are apt to be broken. For in- 
stance, how many cyclists will willingly 
light their lamps at nightfall? Inside Paris 
they must be lighted on account of police 
regulation, but outside the city—ah, that is 
another matter. How many others are 
there who when they have to pass a carriage 
which is moving tranquilly along in the mid- 
dle of the road will give themselves the 
trouble to warn the driver? The vehicle fs 
most often passed without accident, but 
sometimes it happens just at the moment 
when one would pass the horse starts or 
shies and pushes the rider into the ditch. 
Cyclists ought to convince themselves that 
the roads do not belong to them exclusively; 
that there are no rights of travel or privi- 
leges which are not common to carriages, 
wheels, and pedestrians alike. 

It would be well to recall one of the great- 
est among the immortal principles of.’5v: 
“The liberty of one citizen ends where that 
of another begins.”’ The right of the cyclist 
ends where tHat of the pedestrian or driver 
begins. 

It is easy to understand that the circula- 
tion of bicycles at night without lamps 
makes the gravest accidents possible for 
pedestrians as well as wheelmen. It is like- 
wise important to give warning of one’s 
approach to either the person or the car- 
riage in front. If the bell is insufficient, 
vee the voice. This is as much in the rider’s 
interest as in that of the pedestrian or 
driver. Where is the cyclist who when walk- 
ing pays constant attention to what is be- 
hind him? Now-this is what he, as wheel- 
man, expects of other pedestrians. He ex- 
pects to be warned when he walks, that at- 
tention should be paid to him, but he ex- 
pects pedestrians to get out of his way with- 
out warning when he is mounted on his ma- 
chine. It is that kind of selfishness which 
is at the bottom of all accidents. 

We all know cyclists who are well-bred 
gentlemen; who, whatever pace they are 
going, are always careful to inconvenience 
no one. They take care of women and chil- 
dren, and are not sparing of warnings to 
all pedestrians. These are of the good 
school, and they make our sport loved of all 
the world. 

But we know others, and too many of 
them, who seem to do everything possible 
to make themselves detested by inconven- 
iencing and embarrassing all whom they 
meet. : 

The pedestriah is often in thé wrong, it is 
true, but so is the wheelman. When a cy- 
clist passes a carriage it is evidently much 
more in his own interest than in that of the 
driver that warning should be given. A 
shock occurring it is he who has all the 
chances of getting “ scooped,” he is the 
earthen pot against the iron pot. To whom 
has it not happened to find himself in a more 
or less critical situation while passing a car- 
riage? The driver did it on purpose, you 
say. Not at all. His only fault was in not 
having an eye in the back of his head. If 
the rider had warned him he would have 
asked nothing better than to givé all the 
room recessary to pass in.

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HE founding of a manuscript Society 
in Chicago on the plan of the New 
York organization was some weeks 
since advanced in these columns. A 
éonsensus of opinion from a number of rep- 
resentative Chicago composers published 
identically proved the matter exceedingly 
in favor. ~ 
As a direct result the already excellent 
list of resident composers received the ad- 
dition of other names through communica- 
tions sent in by young writers whose works 
had been published in London, Mayence, and 
Brussels, as well as this country. The rep- 


- ypesentation of these young composers in 


the concert room has as yet been exceedingly 
slim, if any. 

It is scarcely necessary, however, at this 
moment to dwell upon the difficulties beset- 
ting the proper hearing in concert of new 
works by advanced or aspirant composers. 


None is so well informed.upon this especial | 


point as the composer himself, particularly 
in the field of orchestral writing. 

The prime object of a manuscript society 
is to encourage creative art through prompt 
recognition and artistic performance of new 
works. As an obviation, or at least a les- 
sening, of difficulties too frequently attend- 
ant in securing this recognition, such an 
institution is assuredly to be prized. By odd 
coincidence the creative branch is the single 
unrecognized one in the musical organiza- 
tions of the city, otherwise so richly repre- 
eented. New York, on examination appar- 
ently less strong in numerical representation 
than Chicago in the matter of composers, 
has a flourishing manuscript club. 

Chicago is represented. Representation, 
however, even under conditions of court- 
eous recognition, is one thing and indi- 
vidual assertion is another. In instances of 
isblated representation, such union of ar- 
rangement is the only likely practical one. 

For the reasons given, however, @ tribu- 
tary order of things under existing condi- 
tions of resource is neither feasible nor self- 
respecting. Chicago is too great a city in 
eligible membership to allow the matter to 
remain longer in abeyance. That recogni- 
tion which is best respected abroad is the 
recognition won ‘through thorough belief 
and self-reliance at home. 

The musical rank of any center depends 
first upon the appreciation and distinction 
of its creative sources. Executant organiza- 
»tions, pure and simple, may be considered 
afterwards. The present consideration of 
advancement of local creative talent through 
the series of concerts afforded each season 
by a manuscript society is of vital impor- 
tance. Feeling keenly such necessig, and

sers themselves, the matter was for 
pager te time taken in hand. As a result 
things will assume more definite shape, and 
invitations to a general meeting looking to 
the foundation of a society in Chicago will 
be issued during the current week by thrée 
representative resident composers.

Frau Cosima Wagner has secured the codperation 
of Prof Cart Klindworth in the artistic manage- 
ment of the festspiele, one of the oldest and most 
experienced of Wagnerian disciples, by whose 
ae that institution cannot but be greatly bene- 
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THINK that after all Mr. Daly may have 
been right in choosing the present time 
for his visit to Chicago. 

It is true the town is empty; that is to 
say, about one hundred thousand people out 
of a population of one and three-quarters 
millions have sought other climes. But if half 
the houses in the great city were closed tfiere 
would yet remain residents enough to wel- 
come anything in the shape of legitimate 
drama. 

This is not the most complimentary way 
of putting it. Miss Rehan is one of the 
greatest actresses in America. Like the 
prophet, she is not without honor save in 
her own country. Yet the fact that she is so 
popular in England ought not to militate 
against her here, where she is more rarely 
heard than on the other side of the water. 
At all events she is an actress and she will 
appear in real plays, and that is the main 
thing for those who have been driven to the 
verge of nightmare by the same old round of 
vaudeville performances which goes from 
one house to another. 

In the last three weeks I have heard “I 
Want That Nigger” sung by white men 
and white women and dark men and dark 
women, by an actress in an evening dress 
and a white girl-with her face blackened, by 
a real negro and by a young man in a swal- 
low*tailed coat, and I have come to the con- 
clusion that I want neither “ that nigger” 
nor his songs any more. 

Vaudeville shows are excellent in their 
way, but there is a terrible air of sameness 
about them. That is probably why they are 
called variety entertainments. For the next 
fortnight we cannot complain. There are 
still the “Gay Parisians” at Hooley’s, a 
musical farce—whatever that may be—at 
McVicker’s, and finally Miss Ada Rehan in 
a number of different plays at the Columbia, 
That is quite a respectable program for June 
after all. 

New York is as near dead as Chicago or 
even more nearly so, and at this time of 
year interest chiefly centers upon London. 
There the runs at the various theaters 
have been short, but the demand for houses 
to rent shows that it is the quality that is 
lacking and not the market for theatrical 
amusement. 

The Shaftesbury has never been a very 
lucky theater, nor was there any reason to 
expect a long existence for ‘‘ The Watch- 
maker.’”’ What is surprising is that such 
plays are permitted in London at all. 

Mrs. Ormiston Chant has become such a 
platform celebrity that she has begun to 
neglect her duty, otherwise she at least 
would have raised a protest against the 
** New Baby,’’ which Mr. Arthur Bourchier 
had to withdraw the other day from the 
Royalty. We have no news yet of his new 
play, *‘ The Queen’s Proctor,” an English 
version of Sardou’s ‘‘ Divorcons,”’ but the 
title is suggestive, and it would seem that 
soon the good people who were,so shocked 
by Mrs. Chant’s famous disclosures anent 
the Empire will have to betake themselves 
from the legitimate theater to the music 
hall for: safety. 

London is in danger.of becoming as French 
as Paris is of becoming Anglicized. The 
difference is that the Parisian rarely looks 
foolish, while Mrs. Grundy is apt to appear 
ridiculous in her assumption of foreign man- 
ners. 

Miss Olga Nethersole has by this time ap- 
peared at the Gaiety in ‘‘Carmen.’’ Proba- 
bly the osculatory part of the performance 
will have been a little toned down to please 
the British taste, although in view of recent 
productions it seems rather unnecessary. 
In. any case it will be interesting to hear 
what the London critics have to say of a 
performance which created so much diver- 
sity of opinion cn this side of the water. 
Miss Nethersole must have had a remarka- 
bly indiscreet press agent in this country, 
for the whole antagonism to the play arose 
from the very graphic accounts of her kiss- 
ing powers which preceded her. 

I can hardly suppose that the actress lent 
herself to this cheap form of advertisment. 
It certainly did her far more harm than good 
in the eyes of the intelligent public. When 
one came to see the actual performance 
there was little or nothing that was extraor- 
dinary or “ ultra mores " in the caress which 
caused so much excitement, while her act- 
ine throughout was of a very high stand- 
ard of merit. Goretdering the fact that 
.““ Carmen "’’ without Bizet’s music is a veril- 
able ‘‘ Hamlet” without the Dane, it is sur- 
prising that Miss Nethersole succeeded so 
well in riveting the attention of her au- 
dience.. She has that spontaneity in speech 
and action which belongs only to the real 
artist, for it proves the capacity for totally 
assuming the individuality of the character 
to be played. Three or four years ago she 
made a decided hit at the Criterion under 
Mr. Wyndham’s management, and the prom- 
ise then displayed has certainly not been be- 
lied. Apart from Miss Ellen Terry there 
are few actresses on the Enelish stage who 
have given such decided evidence of genius. 

Mrs. Patrick Campbell, everything per- 
mitting, and that means a good deal in her 
case,’ will appear at the Lyceum in an En- 
glish translation of Suderman’s ‘‘ Heimath.”’ 

Magda seems destined to rival Camille as 
a favorite rdle for tragic actresses, and cer- 
tainly those who saw Mme. Bernhardt in the 
play on the last night of her engagement 
in Chicago will admit that in spite of the 
somber gloom of the tragedy it gave hera 
better opportunity than any of the stagy 
dramas of Sardou’s which took up most of 
her engagements. It is rather a doubtful 
experiment to play it in English. The dia- 
logue is certain to be abnormally dull, while 
the surroundings of the piece are dreary 
almost to squalor. We had to witness Ibsen 
in English because so few people under- 
stand Norwegian, and the result, viewed 
from an artistic standpoint, was not all that 
could be desired. Heimath is essentially a 
German creation and the use of the English 
laneuage is incoreruous. This dres rot. of 
course, apply to Mme. Bernhardt’s French 
adartation. because it does not matter so 
much to us what the language is so long as 
it be not our own. German is best, but 
French at all events lends a remoteness to 
English ears which removes a great deal of 
the awkwardness of a translation. 

There is a regular Shakspeare boom in 
London at the present moment. “ Henry 
IV.” is little by little superseding ‘‘ Trilby ”’ 
at the Haymarket, and when Mr. Tree moves 
to his new theater over the way on the old 
site of Her Majesty’s he will open the season, 
not with a stage version of Marie Corelli’s 
‘Sorrows of Satan,” but with a revival of 
* Julius Cesar.” " 

It is greatly to be hoped that William 
Shakspeare will really be preferred, not 
only to ‘ Trilby,” but to the latest effort of 
our great English novelist—as she would 
wish to be styled. 

At the Lyceum Sir Henry Irving is goon 
to return to the boards with ‘‘ Cymbeline,” 
and Sir Augustus Harris and Mr. Ben Greet 
are negotiating for a season of the latter’s 
selection of the great playwright’s dramas, 
so that for the present, at least, there is no 
prospect of Shakspeare’s popularity waning. 
The day when his name spelled “ruin” 
seems to have passed. With three houses 
in, London producing his plays it cannot 
apeedily return. Ww.

LANGLEY’S NEW AIRSHIP. 


————— 


HAS THE SCIENTIST SOLVED PROB- 
LEM OF AERIAL NAVIGATION? 


His Success Vouched For by Alexander 
Graham Bell—Details of the Ma- 
chine Yet a Secret—Some Account 
of the Distinguished Inventor and 
His Work—The Buzzard Sailing in 
the Air Suggested the Form of Ap- 


paratas—The Future. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: It is rather 
surprising that the announcement that Prof. 
8. P. Langley of the Smithsonian Institution 
had definitely solved the problem of aerial 
navigation has not attracted more attention 
than ithas. Coming from Such a man, and 
backed by the word of so practical a man of 
science as Alexander Graham Bell, it was 
not such an announcement as might have 
come from some unknown inventor. 

It was a really remarkable thing that a 
man like Prof. Langley should have under- 
taken to build a flying machine-at all. It 
was still more remarkable at his age. Al- 
though he bears them lightly, he has now 62 
years to his credit, and he did not take up 
with his investigations as to aerial flight 
until about six or seven years ago. But he 
has prosecuted his inquiry with all the en- 
thusiasm of a young man, and is, in short, 
one of the type whom you are led to describe 
as 62 years young. ¢ 

Prof. Langley says: “ Did you ever think 
what a physical miracle it is for spch a bird 
as one of our common turkey buzzards to fly 
in the way it does? You may see them any 
day along the Potomac, floating in the air, 
with hardly a movement of their feathers. 
These birds weigh from five to ten pounds; 
they are far heavier than the air they dis- 
place; they are absolutely heavier than so 
many flatirons.”’ 

Machine, Not a Balloon. 


It was from watching the turkey buzzard 
that Prof. Langley came to conclude that it 
was possible to build solid models very much 
heavier than the air and drive and direct 
such a machine with such an ordinary force 
as steam. That is to say, he became con- 
vinced that there are certain shapes in which 
matter can be disposed so that the more rap- 
idly it moves through the air, in asense, the 
less power it takes to move it, and that a ma- 
chine could be built to skim through the air 
very much as a skater skims along the sur- 
face of very thin ice—the faster you go the 
less danger. 

Prof. Langley believed that soaring birds 
have an intuitive knowledge of certain prop- 
erties in the air by which they are able to 
skim along—rising and falling, soaring up 
and sailing down, and turning about in cir- 
cles without any flapping of their wings or 
apparently any effort. Just what these 
properties were he attempted to find out and 
develop by experiment. In this Work he was 
associated with his friend, Graham Bell, or, 
at any rate, Prof. Bell spent a great deal of 
time over the same subject, and has a mass 
of notebooks filled with records of his experi- 
ments. ' 

The upshot of the matter was that from 
these experiments it was demonstrated that 
a machine, not a balloon, can be made which 
will produce enough mechanica}) power to 
support itself in the air and fly. ‘*‘ Though,”’ 
Prof. Langley adds, *‘ this is not saying that 
we have yet got skill enough to manage this 
power so as to rise and fly about in the air 
and descend safely.”” What is actually dem- 
onstrated, repeated hundreds of times inthe 
laboratory, and finally with the successful 
machine which Prof. Langley built, is that 
the flying machine is possible. All that now 
remains is to perfect it and learn how to man- 
age it. 

The experiments which Prof. Langley car- 
ried on resulted in showing that an expendi- 
ture of one horse-power, in horizontal flight, 
will support about 200 pounds; and at the 
same time carry this burden at a rateof fifty 
miles an hour through the air. Now, there 
have recently been built steam engines 
which, with fuel and water for a short flight, 
weigh a good dealdess than twenty pounds. 
The relative weight of an engine decreases 
with the number of ‘its horse-power, so.that 
there seems no reason to doubt that what 
Prof. Langley has done on a small scale may 
ne Same on @ large one, and very shortly at 

Prof. Bell’s Prophecies. 


Prof. Langley’s machine measur 
fourteen feet from tip to tip, arty beets 
plete twenty-four pounds, is solidly buiit of 
steel, and, compared with the air which sup- 
ports it, has a weight of 1,000 to1. It has 
no balloon arrangements of any sort, and 
instead of trying to build a vessel lighter 
than the air and filling it with gases to make 
it rise, Prof. Langley has practically built 
a machine as heavy as he likes and relied 
+ sa its shape and power for successful 

s. 


This is just the opposite of what almost. 


every other experimenter in this field has 
tried to do, although it was apparent to 
every one that a flying machine to be of 
any commercial or practical value whatever 
would have to be heavy enough and powerful 
enough to drive straight against or across 
and in and out of the stoutest gale that 
blows. Otherwise it would forever be at 
the mercy\of the element. What was neces- 
sary was a ship which would ride a storm 
in the air as a great ocean liner rides a 
storm at sea. 

Prof. Langley has been very éareful to say 
that he never expressed his opinion that 
man could fly by his own strength. But he 
has demonstrated that powerful machines 
thousands of times as heavy 4s the air it- 
self can be built to navigate the air. As to 
just the measure of his present suecess the 
secretary of the Smithsonian jis exceeding- 
ly reticent—as reticent, in fact,’as Prof. Bell 
is enthusiastic. The latter says that he en- 
tertains no doubt whatever that a practical 
airship for.use in war is but a very short 
way off. + 

Indeed, Prof. Bell inclines tothe idea that 
within five years his friend Langley’s inven- 
tion will have absolutely changed the face of 
warfare, will have made armies an impcrti- 
nence, and our $4,000,000 prize battleships so 
much useless junk. Just so soon, he thinks, 
as it is possible to build a machine that will 
carry half a ton or a ton of dynamite 
through the air and be easily managed no- 
body will want to fight. An army will not 
care to rest under the constant apprehension 
of having a ton of high explosive, sufficient 
to blot it out in a second, dropped down upon 
it. Nor will a battleship be! of any avail 
against a similar attacking force. 

It is agreed now that it is practically im- 
possible to hit a swiftly moving warship 
with the speed of twénty knots or more with 
a land gun—that is, at any considerable dis- 
tance. How much more impossible will-it 
be to hit a compact mass of steel hovering 
so high overhead as to seem dwarfed to 4 
speck and circling at a rate of thirty or 
fifty miles an hour! — 3

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LINCOLN'S FAMOUS MURDER TRIAL. 


Duff Armstrong’s Story of How “ Uncle 
Abe” Secured His Acquittal—He 
Didn’t Charge a Cent. 


The most sensational criminal case in 
which Abraham Lincoln was ever engaged 
was that in which he defended Duff Arm- 
strong, the son of friends of his early years in 
Illinois, against the charge of murder. For 
years this. case hag figured with more or less 
detail in all biographies of Lincoln, and it 
has been made a conspicuous episode in at 
least one novel of Western life, Edward 
Eggleston’s “‘ The Graysons.” 

Although the hero of the case, Duff Arm- 
strong, is still living, no one-has ever heen 
able until now te get a statement from him 
for publication. J, McCan Davis of Spring- 
field, Ill., has persuaded Armstrong to tell 
what he remembers of the broil in which he 
was supposed to have murdered a companion, 
and also of the trial in which Lincoln secured 
his release. Armstrong is now in his 63d 
year, and has long been a respected citizen 
of the little village of Ashland, in which he 
passes most of his time. He has been for 
several years a member of the Christian 
Church. His trial for the murder of “ Pres ”’ 
Metzker is a subject he seldom talks about; 
he would fain forget it, and these about him 
have not-often been inquisitive. 

The accounts hitherto printed he _ pro- 
hounces glaringly inaccurate. This is his 
own story of the alleged murder and of the 
trial: 

‘‘It was on a Saturday night, and camp- 
meeting was over for the day. In the edge 
of the grove were three bars where liquor 
was sold. Here gathered all the men and 
beys who went to camp-meeting to drink 
whisky and have a good time—and a great 
many went for no other purpose. I had been 
at the meeting two or three days, and had 
been drinking much, but I was then becom- 
ing sober. Up to this time ‘ Pres’ Metzker 
and I had been good friends; but ‘ Pres’ had 
been drinking and was in an ugly mood. He 
had a loaded whip in his hand and was de- 
termined to have a fight with me. I hit him 
a terrible blow, knocking the skin from one 
cf my knuckles. We clinched, and ‘ Pres’ 
rather got the best of me. I was strong for 
cne of my size, and was able to catch him and 
throw him back overme. He got up first and 
came at me again. Then we fought like 
tigers. At last’he got me under him. More 
than a hundred people stood by watching 
the fight, and when the boys saw ‘ Pres’ was 
getting the best of me they pulled him off. 
We walked up to the bar, and, each takinga 
drink of whisky, we bumped glasses and 
were friends again. I saw nothing more of 
him until the next morning, when he walked 
to the bar with a stolen quilt around 
him. His right eye was swollen shut. He 
bathed it with a glass of whisky, drank an- 
other glass, and then mounted his horse and 
rode away. Several days after that he died. 
Then the officers came and arrested me and 
put me in jail. 

‘*T had a preliminary trial at Havana and 
was held without. bail. All the bad luck in 


the world seemed to come to me now. On 


this very day my father, ‘ Jack’ Armstrong, 
died. On his deathbed he said to my mother: 
‘Hannah, sell everything to clear ‘** Duff.” ’ 
These were almost his last words. 

“After the change of venue_Ao Beards- 
town Lincoln told my mother he would de- 
fend me. At the trial I had about twenty- 
five witnesses. The strongest witness 
against me was Charles Allen. He was the 
witness that swore about the moon; he 
swore it was a full moon and almost over- 
head. ‘Uncle Abe’ asked him over and 
over about it, but he stuck to it. Then he 
said he saw me strike Metzker with aslung- 
shot. ‘Uncle Abe’ asked him to tell how it 
was done. He got up and went through the 
motion, struck an overhand blow, just as he 
declared he saw me do by the light of the 
full moon. ‘ Uncle Abe’ had him do it over 
again. After Allen’s testimony everybody 
thought I would be convicted. After‘ Uncle 
Abe’ had talked to the jury a little while, he 
said: ‘ Now, I will show you that this man 
Allen’s testimony is a pack of lies; that he 
never saw Armstrong strike Metzker with 
a slungshot; that he did not witness this 
fight by the light of the full moon, for the 
moon was not in the heavens that night.’ 
And then ‘ Uncle Abe’ pulled out the alma- 
nac and showed the jury the truth about the 
moon. I do not remember exactly what it 
was—whether the moon had not risen, or 
whether it had set; but whatever it was it 
upset Allen’s story completely. He passed 
the almanac to the jurors and they all in- 
spected it. Then ‘ Uncle Abe’ talked about 
the fight, and showed that I had acted in 
self-defense and had used no weapon of any 
kind. But it seemed to me ‘Uncle Abe’ 
did his best talking when he told the jury 
what true friends my father and mother 
had been to him in the early days, when he 
was a poor young man at New Salem. He 
told how he used to go out to Jack Arm- 
strong’s and stay for days; how kind mother 
was to him, and how, many a time, he had 
rocked me to sleep in the old cradle. He 
said he was not there pleading for me be- 
cause he was paid for it; but he was there to 
help a good woman who had helped him 
when he needed help. Lawyer Walker made 
a good speech for me, too, but ‘ Uncle Abe’s’ 
beat anything I ever heard. 

‘As ‘Uncle Abe’ finished his speech, he 
said: ‘I hope this man will be a free man 
before sundown.’ The jury retired and near- 
ly everybody went tosupper. As soon as the 
Judge and the lawyers got back from supper 
the jury was brought in. They had to pass 
me, and I eyed them closely for some hopeful 
sign. One of them looked at me and winked. 
Then I knew it was all right; when the fore- 
man handed up the verdict of ‘ not guilty’ 
I was the happiest man in the world, I 
reckon. ‘Uncle Abe’ would not charge my 
mother a cent; he said her happiness over 
my freedom was his sufficient reward. 

‘‘ When the war broke out the four broth- 
ers of us enlisted in the army. Jim was 
wounded at Belmont; Pleasant died. I 
served on until near the end of the war, 
when mother took a notion she wanted me. 
People laughed: at her when she said she 
would write to the President, but she said, 
‘Please goodness, I am a-going to try it.’ 
She got 'Squire Garber of Petersburg to 
write to ‘Uncle Abe,’ and in a few days 
mother got a telegram signed ‘ A. Lincoln,’ 
telling her I had been honorably discharged. 
At that time I was at Elmira, N. Y., helping 
pick up deserters, and a discharge was the 
last thing I was dreaming of.”’

Efforts Made to Get the Northwest 
Panicky—Plenty of July Wheat for 
Sale—Clearances and Northwestern 
Receipts Both Liberal—Speculative 
Trade Light In Volume—Provisions 
Do a Little Better—South Water 


Street Prices. 


For some time a determined ffort has been 
made to develop a scare in the Northwest 
regarding .a corner here in July wheat. 
There has been so much talk of manipula- 
tion that almost any story, no matter how 
little foundation in fact it may have, will 
pass current for a:.time. The summary ac- 
tion of the directory in declaring irregular 
the elevator system of the Armour Elevator 
company and thereby making 4,500,000 bu 
of the contract wheat in store here non- 
deliverable on contracts gave the gossip- 
inongers an excellent opportunity to draw 
on their imagination. On Friday nearly 
every commission concern or grain dealer 
of prominence in the Northwest received 
dispatches from a couple of commission con- 
cerns here enlarging on the possibility of a 
corner. No one here can be found who .im- 
agines for an instant that conditions are 
favorable for engineering a corner, but this 
sort of talk and the action of the directors 
in reducing the regular warehouse room of 
the city has driven away much of the 
* hedging’ business of the Northwest and 
by so much has tended to further narrow an 
already restricted market. Thereis scarcely 
a condition existing to encourage the manip- 
ulation of a corner. There are no big short 
sellers who will stand on any considerable 
loss and for a.number of weeks it has been 
apparent that there has been no large or im- 


portant scattered short interest, 
No Shorts to Be Run In. 


With no shorts to squeeze the new crop is 
too close at hand and the cash demand is too 
indifferent to make the consumer a prom- 
ising victim. The directors of the board at 
the first sign of manipulation could,increase 
the regular warehouse room as promptly as 
they reduced it. Receipts at Duldth and 
Minneapolis are heavy, and will in all prob- 
ability continue so until fall. Elevator men 
with close business relations in the North- 
west say that wheat there will have to pay 
2c carrying charges over to September or 
be delivered out and taken care of. On the 
talk of manipulation Friday the July-Sep- 
tember spread got down to %c. Yesterday 
the most conspicuous changing consisted of 
selling of July and buying of September. 
This was done by Logan and the Weare 
Commission company. It gave the quietus to 
gossip about a squeeze, and the difference 
widened out fractionally. Altogether the 
market was rather dull and stupid. July 
wheat covered a range.of,nearly 1c, and lost 
%c as aresult of theday’strade. September 
made a net decline of %c. The new trade is 
all going over into this delivery. Northwest- 
ern receipts were liberal at 499 cars, against 
477 the same day last week and 233 the same 
day last year. The week's receipts were 3,003 
cars, against 3,236 the previous week. and 


1,507 the corresponding week last season. 
Liberal Clearances of Wheat. 
The clearances for the week were liberal,

ocean with Mme. Sarah Bernhardt is an 
opportunity which does not often fall to a 
newspaper woman’s Jot, and as such good 
fortune has been afforded me I have had the 
chance to see Mme. Sarah in quite a new 
roéle—that of a very bad sailor, which, as is 
her wont in all réles, she filled to perfection. 
Originally Mme. Bernhardt booked her 
passage on the Gascogne, and until the last 
moment, when La Normandie was sub- 
stituted, confidently expected to sail on that 
boat.

WITH THE LONDON TELEPHONE GIRL. 


Talking Over the Wire Is a Different 
Performance in Chicago than in 
the World’s Metropolis. 1 


“Hello” is not in the vocabulary of the 
telephone user in Great Britain. In its place 
one hears “I say,” “ Look h’yah,”’ or “ Are 
you th’yah,” which, being interpreted, méan 
“Took here” and “ Are you thére?” The 
telephone service of London is not 80 ex- 
tensive as that of almost any fourth-rate 
American city. There are more telephones 
in Milwaukee than there are in London, and 
the rate to Victoria’s subjects is only $60 a 
year. There is some peculiar quality in the 
voice of the average Englishman that ren- 
ders his speech almost unintelligible over the 
‘phone. Thatin itself discourages him in the 
use of Mr. Bell’s machine, but another and 
more potent reason exists in the wretched 
management There has been no apparent 
attempt to keep abreast of other countries 
where improvements have been eagerly 
sought and adopted, and obsolete switch- 
boards with too few operators increase the 
disfavor with which the telephone is re- 
garded. More than this, it is genera!ly tun- 
derstood that the company owning the En- 
glish rights has been negotiating with the 
English Government for the purchase of the 
lines at a magnificent figure, and as there ap- 
peared to be a fair chance of success the di- 
rectors have been none too anxious to in- 
crease the expenses of operation or main- 


tenance. 

A Chicago man who spent some time. in 
London gives an entertaining description of 
the process of obtaining a telephone connec- 


tion in the English capital. 

“ There’s only one thing the matter with 
these English telephone people,”’ he said; 
“they’re too quick—almost gives you héart 
disease, they're so rapid. If you are wise 
you will start trying to get your party early 
in the morning—say about 11 o'clock. That 
is very early in London. Assuming that you 
wish to get a friend to dine with you, and 
that you employ one of the public telephones, 
you approach the machine and give the 
crank half a dozen turns. Then if you have 
a little business in the neighborhood go out 
and transact it, for you can get it over and 
be back to the telephone in ample time to 
hear the answering ring. The bell having 
rung, you ring again, place the receiver to 
your ear, andremark: ‘ Ah youth’yah? 

‘“* This is the exchange,’ says the girl at 
the other end. ‘ Please pye fo’pence to the 
bawx.’ This means that you are to drop 
four pennies, equal to eight cents, into the 
little wooden box at your elbow. Each cop- 
per as it falls strikes a gong and the blows 
are loud enough to be heard through the 
telephone by the girl at the office. Having 
been satisfied that you have deposited the 
toll she politely asks: 

‘** Wot numbah, please?’ 

*** Look hyah,’ you say, ‘I, want three- 
one-six-one, and look sharp, please, as I-wish 
to catch a tryne.’ You say ‘tryne’ instead 
of ‘train’ so that the young woman will 
know what you mean. You hang up the re- 
ceiver and wait five mintues, Then your bell 
rings, you give an answering ring, and hear 
this: . 

‘** So sorry, but three-one-six-one Is en- 
gyged. I'll call you w’en they've finished.’ 

‘There is where you get the chance to 
read a novel or please yourself in any way 
you like for, say, half an hour. Maybe it 
will be less if you are sharply looked after 
by. the operator. Eventually your bell tin- 
kles. You ring back and start in with the 
inevitable. ‘Ah you th’yah?’ The voice at 
the other end is that of a man this time— 
evidently a ‘clark’ who speaks a different 
kind of English and betrays his humble po- 
sition by his extreme politeness and careful 
use of ‘ sirs’: 

‘** Phree-one-six-one, sir. "Oo did you 
wish to speak with, sir?’ 

‘“* This is Mr. Breezy of Americah, at the 
Hotel Victawria. Please ahsk Mr. Herbert 
if he will do Mr. Breezy the honor to dine 
with him at his hotel at seven-thirty to- 
night.’ 

“*Yessir: ‘alf a minute, sir; ‘old the 
wire sir. {Pause five) minutes.}] Mr. ‘'Er- 
bert’s compliments, sir, and I’m to sye ’e’ll 
be delighted. Anythink yelse, sir?’ 

“* No, thanks; that’s all.’ And then you 
ring off and hustle back to your room to get 
dressed for dinner. Atleast that’s about the 
way it goes if you speak the language and 
understand it and have lots of time to spare. 
If you speak only United States, and don't 
understand middle-class English as you hear 
it spoken in London, don’t monkey with a 
telephone. Call a messenger and send a 
note. It will be much more satisfactory 
and, if it is any distance inside of a mile, 


will be quicker.”

While three-quarters of the globe of the 
earth are covered with water, the seas oc- 
cupy only about half of the surface of Mars. 
There are no great oceans like the Atlantic, 
the Pacific, and the Indian Ocean; only Medi- 
terraneans, long and narrow. The northern 
hemisphere is almost wholly dry land. All 
the seas are situated in the southern hemi- 
sphere, chiefly on one side, that which con- 
tains the prime meridian, and between the 
longitudes of 260° and 60°. 

The depressions which are covered with 
water occupy this region mainly; the oppo- 
site hemisphere is a little more elevated. 
is somewhat the same upon the earth, for 
Europe and Asia extend toward the north, 
while the great oceans extend southward. 
But we note upon Mars a very great differ- 
ence from the earth besides that of the ex- 
tent of the seas; it relates to their depth. 
Not only are the Martian seas less extensive, 
they are also very shallow. Ina great num- 
ber of places they-are hardly more than 
marshes, sometimes dry and sometimes over- 
flowed. Many tracts along the seashore are 
at times covered with water and completely 
inundated. Moreover, at certain moments of 
most satisfactory observation it seems aa if 
one could see the bottom of the sea. It would 
probably be no exaggeration to say that over 
half of the Martian seas the depth of the 
water is only a few fathoms,

NEW NIAGARA METAL ARCH BRIDGE. 


It Will Be Noteworthy in Two Respects 
~—Stupendous Undertaking—Skilled 
Labor Necessary—Some Details. 


The new metal arch bridge at Niagara 
Falls will be noteworthy in two respects. 
The new bridgé is to be built over the old 
Suspension structure without interruption 
to the traffic on the latter. The span from 
end pier to end pier will be 840 feet, making 
it the largest arch span in the world. The 
principal existing all-metal arches, on the 
authority of the Railroad Gazette, are:

The suspension bridge now in use which 
has been familiar to all visitors to the great 
natural wonder for forty years will be kept 
in place until the new arch is ready, as it 
would be impossible to construct false works 
over the Niagara gorge to sustain a structure 
of this class. : 

The span will have a rise of 150 feet from 
the level of the piers at ‘the skewbacks to 
the center of the ribs at the crain of the arch, 
which point is 170 feet above low water. 
The depth of the trusses is 26 feet, and they 
will be 68.7 inches apart. 
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it is. If we consider the aggregate of ter- 
restrial life we notice in it three grand divis- 
ions: the inhabitants of the waters, the 
dwellers upon the ground, and the winged 
tribes.

To remove fruit and vegetable stains from 
white cotton and linen wash in weak chlorine 
water and then in clear water, or hold the 
stained portion, dampened, over sulphur 
fumes and then rinse in clear water. 

To remove spots caused by acids from 
white cotton or linen wash the goods in water 
and ammonia, the proportion being a table- 
spoonful to a quart of water. Woolen or 
colored goods should have the stains rubbed 
with diluted ammonia water and then with 
clear water. Grass stains in white cotton 
or linen yield to washing with alcohol. Sim- 
ilar stains in colored goods should be treated 
first with a weak selution of stannic chloride 
and then with clear water. 

Pitch and tar stains will disappear from 
white washable fabrics if treated in this 
manner. 

Moisten the spoét with spirts of turpen- 
tine, rub well, put a sheet of blotting paper 
over it, press with a hot iron, and wash with 
warm water and soap. To clean colored 
fabrics dampen the spot, rub fresh butter 
on it, then a strong lather of soap. Wash 
this out with spirits of turpentine and then 
with hot water. 


QUEER BUSINESS OF A YOUNG WOMAN. 


Girl Who Represents a Cooperage 
Firm and Sells on the Board 
of Trade. 


One young woman who makes her appear- 
ance daily in the little group which gathers 
about the close of the market at the north 
end of the Board of Trade corridor has 
selected an unusual calling. She is the rep- 
resentative of a cooperage concern, and sells 
and buys staves and heading. What is 
more, she does it well, and has demonstrat- 
ed in the course of the last five or six months 
that a woman can sell lard tierces as well 
as she can do talking if she is of the right 
sort. The group of which she forms a part 
each day is interesting in its way. It is 
composed of about a dozen dealers. in 
cooperage, most of them “ boss coopers,’’ 
running shops employing from ten to forty 
men each. This little group meets to es- 
tablish prices and make sales at the foot of 


the stairs running up to the Exchange floor. | 


It is balanced by a little group of vessel- 
men which meets at the Sherman street 
entrance. The coopers do business with the 
packers, who meet in the provision pit daily, 
and, while some ‘of them have Board of 
Trade memberships, the most of their trad- 
ing is done in the corridor. The boss coop- 
ers have felt the effects of competition for 
years, and their business is much lighter in 
volume than it used to be. 

The young woman who makes a liveli- 
hood by selling cooperage got into the busi- 
ness through a peculiar chain of circum- 
stances. She was a stenographer in the 
office of a Keokuk cooper. He decided to 
branch out, and established an agency here, 
and put a partner in charge. The partner 
made a bad job of jt, and after a reorgani- 
gation another partner came on and did as 
badly as his predecessor. The stenographer 
at the Keokuk offre in the mean- 
time had come on to * Chicago, 
and had become familiar both with 
the marketing of the product of the Iowa 
factory and with the commission business. 
She was promoted to the management on 
the failure of the second partner to make a 
success of the business, and has been man- 
aging it ever since. Her position is no sine- 
curre, and her appearance in the Board of 
Trade corridor is the least part of her duties.

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The bridge will carry one floor, 46 feet 
wide, divided longitudinally into three parts. 
On the middle portion, which is 22 feet ¥ 
inches wide, will be two trolley tracks. Each 
side of these tracks will be a roadway for 
carriages 8 feet wide, and outside of these, 
raised 6 inches from the level of the road- 
way, will be footpaths. 

The construction of this remarkable span 
is from plans of L. L. Buck, engineer of the 
new East River Bridge, between New York 
and Brooklyn, and the author of the plans 
by which the railroad suspension bridge at 
Niagara was replaced by an arched bridge. 

The approaching or flanking spans will be 
190 feet long on the American side, and 210 
feet on the Canadian side. The total metal 
in the new structure will be about 4,000,000 
pounds. Every confidence is expressed in 
Mr. Buck’s ability to carry out his plans. 
The replacing of the railroad bridge by an- 
other without an hour’s interruption of busi- 
ness was one of the engineering feats of the 
decade. 

Those who have not seen the great struct- 
ure at Niagara which it is intended to re- 
place will hardly realize the stupendous 
character of the undertaking. Imagine the 
task of replacing the simplest sort of bridge 
without interrupting traffic, and then add 
about 1,000 per cent to the difficulty. This 
will give something of an idea of what con- 
fronts engineers and builders. 

In an undertaking of this nature the 
slightest error might be productive of infi- 
nite disaster. Every measurement must be 
accurate to a hair’s breadth. Every portion 
of the great arch must perform its particu- 
lar share of the great combination that will 
be one of the marvels of the world. 

All that is done must_ be accomplished 
quickly, for in affairs of this nature time is 
indeed money. Every man who can be util- 
ized will jointhe army of construction. Per- 
haps no work of recent years has required, 
or will yet need, more skilled labor, In fact, 
in bridge building it is becoming unsafe to 
utilize labor of any other class. The bridge 
when complete will in truth be a work of ge- 
nius in point of construction, as well as point 
of conception. 

The work of preparing the material for the 
great structure has been in progress for 
some time, as little can be accomplished in 
an enterprise of this nature until the pre- 
liminaries are complete. When the effort 
of placing the different parts of the bridge 
in position is begun, Niagara will be one of 
the busiest of busy places.—New York

The Chicago Flower Mission has extended 

‘its field of operations, and now, besides car- 

rying flowers to the hospitals and most of 

the charitable institutions of the city, it is 
visiting the “‘slums” and the tenement 
house district of the West Side. This has 
been the ambition of the organization for 
many years, and it is only by the earnest 
and persistent work of its faithful members 
that success has been attained. 

The coéperation of the Christian Endeavor 
societies in Iowa, Wisconsin, Michigan, and 

Illinois has been of great value, and by their 


large contributions of flowers every week the 


tist Church, Oakwood boulevard and Lang- 
ley avenue. Meetings are held every Tues- 
day morning, and the object of the associa- 
tion is ‘‘to obtain, raise, and distribute 
plants, flowers, fruits, and delicacies to the 
sick and to charitable institutions in the 
City of Chicago, and encourage and foster 
similar work throughout the State by estab- 
lishing branches. As the flowers are all 
donated, a membership fee of $1 and 
annual dues of 50 cents defray the running 
expenses. 
Flowers from Five States. 

Contributions of flowers are received from 
seventy-four sources, mostly out of town. 
They are often sent arranged into bouquets 
ready for distribution, but the bulk of them 
are loose. They are packed in boxes, bask- 
ets, and crates, sent inon theearly morning 
trains and delivered to Athenz#um Hall free 
of charge. All the express companies were 
induced to give their services, and any pack- 
age reaching Chicago on Tuesday morning 
and bearing the Flower Mission label is de- 
livered to Athenzum Hall free of charge. 
Neither do the railroad companies make 
any charges for transportation. 

One doesn’t need to have lived in the 
“slums” or been in a hospital to enjoy a 
sight of those beautiful flowers piled high 
on the long tables every Tuesday morning. 
There are all kinds, from the wild flowers 
from the woods, to hot-house roses, and the 
fascination of seeing the crates opened as 
fast .as they arrive is irresistible. Last 
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mission has been enabled to enlarge its field 
of distribution. It is difficult to realize how 
much pleasure a fragrant bunch of flowers 
gives these wretched people. With the 
Italians especially, their love of color and 
their efforts to bring it into their dingy, mis- 
erable homes are pathetic, and when they see 
large baskets brimful of gay-colored flowers 
their delight is todching in the extreme. 

Although the Flower Mission has been car- 
rying on its work in Chicago since 1874, there 
are many to whom the work is unknown, and 
the beginning of the organization and its life 
of steady progress from then until the pres- 
ent time is full of interest. 

It was twenty-two years ago this spring 
that the Flower Mission began its existence, 
and the birth of this noble work grew out of 
a very simple circumstance. Early one 
morning in the spring of 1874 a young woman 
living in-a suburb of Boston filled a basket 
with flowers to take to a friend in the city. 
On her way she was obliged to attend to 
some business which took her through a poor 
quarter of the city. The children playing in 
the dirty streets stopped when they saw the 
bright-colored blossoms and crowded about 
her begging for “‘ Just one flower, lady,”’ un- 
til her basket was empty, while a chorus of 
happy voices besought. her to come again. 
And she did go again many times. She did 
not stop with the children, but visited the 
mothers, the sick, and depraved, . always 
leaving them better for a glimpse of the 
country flowers and her words of cheer and 
encouragement. She was so impressed by 
the possibilities of the work she had begun 
that she wrote an article entitled ‘“‘ The 
Fiower Mission,””’ which was published in 
Harper’s Monthly for May, 1874. It was this 
experience of one woman which led to the 
organization of flower missions throughout 
the land. 


The Chicago Beginning: 


In Chicago-the article was read by several 
women with, great interest and enthusiasm, 
and resulted in a strong desiré to commence 
work at once. In addition to the philan- 
thropic motive which guided them they were 
capable and business-like, and it is to their 
earnest efforts that the success of the under- 
taking is due. These’ women were: Mrs. 
J. B. T. Marsh; Mrs. Frederick Dickinson, 
Miss Jessie Brooks, Mrs. Penoyer L. Sher- 
man, Mrs. Williams, and Mrs. W. E. Hale. 

The first meeting was held in the dining- 
room of Mrs. W. E. Hale, Oakwood and 
Drexel boulevards, that same spring, and 
the first flowers cut from their gardens and 
tied into bouquets by these enterprising 
women were carried to the sick and poor in 

the neighborhood. The organization was 
then called the Oakland and Hyde Park 
Flower Mission. 

As soon as it became known that a flower 
mission had been established there were 
many willing workers to offer their services, 
and the meeting-place was soon changed to 
the South Congregational Church, on Drexel 
boulevard, near Oakwood boulevard, and 
for ten years there was no change of loca- 
tion. During this time the flowers were 
gathered from the gardens of the members 
of the society and their friends, but a 
year or so later the South Park Commis- 
sioners were appealed to’and a quarter of 
an acre of ground was set apart for the 
cultivation of flowers for the Flower Mis- 
sion. The supply from this source has been 
large and regular, every year since. From 
that time the work went steadily forward 
and wes divided between two organizations. 
The one on the South Side, having changed 
its name in 1887 to the South End Flower 
Mission, undertook to supply 4ll hospitals 
and charitable institutions south of Twenty- 
second street. The other, formed later and 
located in the’ Atheneum Building, was 
known as the Chicago Flower Mission and 
worked in parts of the city not covered by 
the older society. 

‘The work was properly.systematized and 
divided, and the cotperation of women 

, throughout the city secured. The mission 
Was now in a most flourishing condition.ahe 
South End Mission alone distributing 20,u00 
beuquets annually, an increase of 17,000 over 
the first five years. But with the World’s 
Fair in 1893 came less intcrest in the work 
and the organization known as the Chicago 
Mission disbanded. This was owing to t 
unysual demands on the women’s time i 
the way of entertaining and a general in- 
crease of care in their homes, until there 
+s an gg a sufficient number to carry on the 
work. 


Older Organization Keeps On. 


The South End Mission, however, kept on 
and now occupied the entire field.

A stranger in Chicago, who came 
to see the World's Fair, met with a serious 
accident and was taken to the Cook County 
Hospital. He had no friends in the city, 
and remained for two weeks in the hospital. 
Twice during that time a bunch of violets 
Was given him by a member of the Flower

A cardinal principle of the Flower Mission 
is its non-seclarianism. In view of this fact 
contributions are often received bearing a 
label with the request that they be taken 
to a Rornan Catholic institution. Labt week 
a basket of roses from Racine was carried 
+o a Catholic hospital at the request of the 
society which sent it. That there shall be no 
misunderstanding on this question it is ex- 
plained in the by-laws that all churches in 
the district shall be entitled to one honorary 
member to give such churches representa- 
tion in the association, 

The assistance of the Salvation Army in 
the distribution of flowers at their meetings 
has been of great value, asin this way many 
are reached who could not be in any other 
way. 

The King’s Daughters are also interested 
in the work and assist in distributing. 

Enthasiastic President, 

Since the organization was startefl in 1874 
Mrs. Frederick Dickinson has been its Pres- 
ident, with the exception of four years. In 
1875 and 1876 Mrs. Penoyer L. Sherman acted 
in that capacity. In 1891 and 1892 Mrs. 
Charles W. Beeman and Mrs. R. H. Doud 
held the position.

Distribution of Flowers. 


As soon as a sufficient number of bouquets 
are m&de up they are put into baskets, and 
a member of the mission carries them away 
for distribution, which is one of the most 
interesting parts of the work. 

At the Old Ladiest Home there are many 
curious kinds of human nature to be seen, 
and a selection of a bouquet from the basket 
is an important matter. Here each room 
is entered, and it is quite common for a 
particularly old lady to take her visitor into 
her confidence and say: “ Have you been 
to the room of Miss —— yet? Well, do go 
and give her some geraniums. She's been 
real feeble of late, but then she’s getting 
pretty old, and she just loves flowers.”” And 
when the feeble old lady is called upon, she 
isn't nearly so old nor so feeble as repre- 
sented, but she is equally solicitous for an- 
other old lady. 

A bunch of apple blossoms was handed 
to a dear old lady the other day. She took 
them in her trembling hands, looked at 
thém a moment, and, with a rush of memory 
and tears, she pressed them to her face and 
kissed them. ‘‘ Apple blossoms?’ she said. 
** Apple blossoms; why, I haven't seen any 
since I was a girl.”’ And the next week, 
when another visit was made, they were 
all dried and withered, but were still in the 
little china vase close by the bed. 

Another old lady had evidently had some 
little difference with her neighbor across 
the hall, for when she was asked which 
flowers she preferred she asked: ‘‘ Which 
did she take?” motioning to. her neighbor's 
room. When she was told that pansies had 
been left in there she selected a bunch of 
geraniums and said: “I don’t want any 
pansies in my room today.”’ 

The event of the year, and one to which the 
old ladies all look forward, is the pienic 
which is given them by the Flower Mission. 
They are usually driven to the south 
parks, where a lunch is served and some 
entertainment provided. Afterwards they 
are given another drive, which ends a happy 
day and one to be talked of and remein- 
bered until another picnic. 

The Detention Hospital was visited a few 
weeks ago, and there was considerable ap- 
prehension felt as to the way the flowers 
would be received. The result was gratify- 
ing, for with few exceptions they were ac- 
cepted gladly, and in many cases sufficient 
interest shown to mention the kind of 
flower prefé¥red. ts 

One woman of middle age, who appeared 
rational enough, talked about the different 
kinds of flowers in such an intelligent way 
that the visitor asked the matron if her case 
Was serious, and was told that she had 
been brought there the day before, after 
breaking all the windows in her house and 
trying to kill her children. And yet, when 
she heard the visitor asking to be shown the 

children's ward where lost children are 
taken, she burst out crying and said: “0. 
take my flowers to the children, for, much 
as I love them, I would rather the children 
would have them.”’ The pretty spring blos- 
soms had appealed to her mother heart, and 
it was touching to see her anxiety to share 
them. : 
Flowers Touch All Hearts.

Great credit is due to Mrs. Frederick Dick- 
inson, who has worked so earnestly to 
further the best interests of the mission for 
so many years. She thoroughly appreciates 
the benefits that result from a judicious dis- 
tribution of flowers and her warm en- 
thusiasm and belief in the powet of the work 
have done much toward establishing the suc- 
cess of the undertaking. It wasthrough her 
efforts that the State Guild was formed, 
and now she is negotiating with the Lincoln 
and Garfield Park Commissioners for a sup- 
ply of flowers. She makes it a point to visit 
each institution once every year, and oftener 
if possible. In speaking of the work she 
says: 

“We hope to be able to formulate some. 
plan which will enable us to distribute flow- 
ers throughout the year. There are more 
patients in the hospitals in winter than in 
summer, and it is our desire to earry flowers 
to them during all seasons. For this pur- 
pose we hope to have sufficient fynds to rent 
and support a greenhouse from which to 
draw supplies.” , 

Where 100,000 Bouquets Go. 


The number of bouquets distributed by the 
Flower Mission the first year did not exceed 
500, while in 1895 there were fuily 100,000, 
and the present year promises to be even 
more prosperous. 1

LINCOLN’S LOST SPEECH. 


DELIVERED AT THE BIRTH OF THE 
REPUBLICAN PARTY IN ILLINOIS, 


Newspaper Reporters at the Conven- 
tion So Absorbed That They Forgot 
to Take Notes—Extracts Now First 
Published from a Lawyer's Long- 
hand Notes—Regartied by “Ol 
Abe” as His Best Speech—Like a 
Giant Inspired.

There is not in the history of State polit- 
ical conventions one of more dramatic inter- 
est than that at which on May 29, 1856, the 

Republican party was born in Illinois. In 

this convention Abraham Lincoln delivered 

the greatest speech in his career, that known 
as his ** Lost Speech.”’ Other States were 
earlier in organizing a branch of the new 
party devoted to preventing the extension 
of slavery, but in. no State had there been 
more earnest anti-Nebraska agitation, in 
none was there a more determined set of 
men ready for resistance when the moment 
came. These men were the hard-headed, 
honest-hearted, great-souled-members of all 
existing parties. These were abolitionists 

like Owen Lovejoy, Democrats like John M. 

Palmer, Whigs like David Davis. In their 

own counties they had openly declared that 

they would bolt their respective parties 
rather than accept the Nebraska bill letting 
slavery into free soil, and whena few of their 

number called a convention on May 29, 1856, 

at Bloomington, IIL, for the e*press purpose 

of organizing a new party they went there 
in a body ready for action. 


* Lincoln "—* Give Us Lincoln.” 
The events of the days just before the con- 
vention had steeled the weakest of.them. 
Kansas was in the hands of a pro-slavery 
mob, her Governor a prisoner, her Capitol 
in ruins, her voters intimidated. The news- 
papers they were reading daily were filled 
with accounts of the attack on Sumner in 
the Senate by Brooks. One of the very men 
whom they had expected to be a leader in 
their own convention was lying at home 
prostrated from a cowardly blow from a po- 
litical opponent. Little wonder, then, that 
they came resolved upon actions which 
would stay the flood of evil and of disorgan- 
ization, which they saw threatening the 
land. The convention was opened, with 
Senator J. M. Palmerinits chair. Its work 


.of organizing and nominating was carried 


through harmoniously, but the members 
felt the need of some powerful amalgamating 
torce which would weld into one their dis- 
cordant elements. In spite of their best in- 
tentions, their most manful efforts, they 
knew in their hearts that the conventions 
were still made up of political enemies—that 
the Whig was still a Whig, the Democrata 
Democrat, the Abolitionist Abolitionist. 
Man after man was called to the platform 
to speak, and many noble speeches were 
made, but none yet had touched their hearts 
and converted them to pure Republicanism. 
Then suddenly there was a call raised of 
a name not on the program—‘“ Lincoln” 
‘** Lincoln’’—‘‘Give us Lincoln.”” The crowd 
took it up and made the hall ring until a tall 
figure rose in the back of the audience and 
Slowly strode down the aisle, an indulgent 
smile on his lips. As hé turned to his audi- 
ence there came gradually a great change 
upon his face. ‘‘ There was an expression 
of intense emotion,’’ says one of his hearers, 
who is still living. ‘** It was the emotion of 
a great soul. Even in stature he seemed 
greater. He.seemed to realize it Wasa crisis 
in his life.’’ Lincoln’s extraordinary human 
insight and sympathy told him as he looked 
at his audience that what this body of splen- 
did, earnest, but groping men needed was 
to feel that they had undertaken a cause of 
such transcendent value that beside it all 
previous alliances, ambitions, and duties 
were as nothing. If he could make them see 
the triviality of their differences as com- 
pared with the tremendous principle of the 
new party he was certain they would go 
forth Republicans in spirit as well as in 
name, 


Giant Inspired. 

He began his speech, then, deeply moved, 
and with a profound sense of the importance 
of the moment. At first he spoke slowly 
and haltingly, but gradually he grew in force 


passionately of war. It was at this meet- 
ing that Lincoln, after fixing his hearers by 
an expression which became a watchword 
of the campaign: ‘‘ We won’t go out of the 
Union and you shan’t,”’ poured oil on the 
wrath of the Illinois opponents of the Ne- 
a bill by. advising ‘“ ballots not bul- 
ets.’’ 
Reporters Forgot to Report. 


Nothing illustrates better the extraordinary 
power of Lincoln at Bloomington than the 
way he stirred up the newspaper reporters. 
It was before the stenographer had become 
acclimated in Illinois, though long-hand re- 
ports were regularly taken’ Of course all 
the leading papers of the State leaning to- 
wards the new party had reporters at the 
convention. Among these was Mr. Joseph 
Medill, now editor of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
and even then—now forty years ago—its 
representative. ‘“‘It was my journalistic 
duty,”” says Mr. Medill, *‘ though a delegate 
to the convention, to make a ‘ long-hand’ 
report of the speeches delivered for THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. I did make a few para- 
graphs of report of what Lincoln said in the 
first eight or ten minutes, but I became so 
absorbed in his magnetic oratory that I for- 
got myself and ceased to take notes, and 
joined with the convention in cheering and 
Stamping and clapping to the end of: his 
speech. 

“I well remember that after Lincoln had 
sat down and cali had succeeded the tem- 
pest I waked out of a sort of hypnotic trance 
and then thought of my report for THE TRIRB- 
UNE. There was nothing written but an ab- 
breviated introduction. 

“It was some sort of satisfaction to find 
that I had not been ‘scooped,’ as all the 
newspaper men present had been equally 
carried away by the excitement caused by 
the wonderful oration and had made no re- 
port or sketch of the speech.”’ 

A number of Lincoln’s friends, young law- 
yers, most of them, were accustomed to tak- 
ing notes of speeches and as usual sharpened 
their pencils as he began. “I attempted 
for about fifteen minutes,” says Mr. Hern- 
don, Lincoln’s law partner, “‘as was usual 
with me then, to take notes, but at the end 
of that time I threw pen and paper away 
and lived only in the inspiration of the hour.’’ 
The result of this excitement was that when 
the convention was over there was no report- 
er present who had anything for his news- 
paper. They all went home and wrote burn- 
ing editorials about the speech and its great 
principle, but as to reproducing it they could 
not. Men came to talk of it all over Illinois. 
They realized that it had been a purifying 
fire for the party, but as to what it contained 
no one could say. Gradually it became 
known as Lincoln’s “ lost speech.”’ From 
the very mystery of it its reputation grew 
greater as time went on, even Lincoln being 
accustomed to say that it was his greatest 
speech unless indeed the one at Leavenworth 
might be called greater. 


How the Speech Was Preserved. 

But though the convention so nearly toa 
man lost its head there was at least one 
auditor who had enough control to pursue his 
usual habit of making notes of the speeches 
he heard. This was a young lawyer on the 
Same circuit as Lincoln, Mr. H. C. Whitney. 
For some three weeks before the convention 
Lincoln and Whitney had been attending 
court at Danville. They had discussed the 
political situation in the State carefully 
and to Whitney Lincoln had stated his con- 
victions and determinations. In a way 
Whitrey had absorbed Lincoln's speech be- 
forehand, as indeed any one must have done 
who was with Lincoln when he was prépar- 
ing an address, it being his habit to discuss 
points and to repeat them aloud, indifferent 
to who heard him. Whitney had gone tothe 
ccenvention intending to make notes, know- 
ing as he did that Lincoln had not written 
out what he was going to say. Fortunately 
he had a cool enough head to keep to his pur- 
pose. He made his notes and on returning to 
Judge Davis’ home in Blooraington, where 
he, with Lincoln and one or two others were 
Staying, he enlarged them while the others 
discussed the speech. These notes Whitney 
kept for many years, always intending to 
write them out, but never attending to it 
until last year McClure’s Magazine learned 
that he had them and urged him to write out 
the report. This Mr. Whitney did, and the 
speech will soon be published in the series 
of Lincoln articles now appearing in Mc- 
Clure’s. Mr. Whitney does not claim that 
he has madea perfect report. Hedoes claim 
that the argument is correct and that in 
many cases the expressions are exact. Mr. 
Joseph Medill, who has examined the speech, 
says of it: 

‘“T have carefully and reflectively read it, 
and, taking into account that Mr. Whitney 
did not take down the speech stenographical- 
ly, but only took notes and afterwards wrote 
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and intensity until his hearers thrilled arose 
unconsciously from their chairs and with 
pale faces and quivering lips pressed toward 
him. Starting from the back of the broad 
platform. on which he stood, his hands.on 
his hips, he slowly advanced towards the 
front, his eyes blazing, his face white with 
passion, his voice resonant with the force of 
his conviction. As he advanced he seemed 
to his audience fairly to grow, and when at 
the end of a period he stood at the front line 
of the stage, hands still on the hips, head 
back, raised on his tip toes, he scemed like 
a giant inspired. ‘“‘ At that moment he was 
the handsomest man I ever saw,’’ says one 
of his hearers. 

So powerful was the effect upon his au- 
dience that men and women wept as they 
cheered and that children there that night 
still remember the. scene, though at the 
time they understood nothing of its mean- 
ing. As he went on there came upon the con- 
vention the very emotion he sought to 
arouse. ‘‘ Every one in that before incon- 
gruous assembly came to feel as one man, 
to think as one man, and to purpose and 
resolve as one man,” says one of his 
auditors. He had made every man of 
them pure Republican. He did some- 
thing more. The indignation which the out- 
rages in Kansas and throughout the country 
had aroused was uncontrolled. Men talked

them out in full, he has reproduced with re- 
murkable accuracy what Mr. Lincoln said, 
largely in his identical language and partly 
in synonymous terms. The report is close 
enough in thought and word to recall the 
wonderful speech delivered forty years ago 
with vivid freshness.’’ 

Judge J. O. Cunningham of Urbana, IIL, 
who also heard the speech, says of the Whit- 
ney report: 

‘‘ T had so much curiosity to see what it was 
that I delayed not until I had gone through 
the whole document. I heard the speech 
and was very much impressed and aroused 
by it. At the distance of nearly forty years 
I recognize very much in the utterances, 
manner, and spirit of the speech, especially 
in the moderation which he counseled. The 
expression, ‘ballots not bullets,’ was like 
oil on the troubled waters.’’ 


Extracts from the Lost Speech. 


A few quotations will show any one 
familiar with Lincoln’s speeches that Mr. 
Whitney has caught much of their style, for 
instance the following: 

‘‘While we affirm and reaffirm if neces- 
sary our devotion to the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence, let our prac- 
tical work here be limited to the above, and 
our weapons must be ballots and not bullets 
—or at least must not be till nothing else 
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not generally mortal. 


will do; and we must be firm and united in 
our purpose.”’ 

‘* We must first consider what we have the 
power to do; we must not make promises we 
cannot perform; we must not raise hopes we 
cannot carry out; we must be calm and mod- 
erate, and. like prudent men, consider the 
whole difficulty and see what is possible and 
just. We must not be led by excitement and 
passion to do that which our judgments 
would not approve when in our cooler mo- 
ments. We have higher aims. We have 
more serious business than temporary meas- 
ures. We are here to stand firmly for a 
principle—to stand firmly for a right. We 
know that great wrongs are-done, and we 
denounce these wrongs and outrages, al- 
thovgh at present we can do not much more 
than that; but we desire to reach out beyond 
those’ personal outrages and prevent any 
further wrongs in the future.”’ 


‘The battle of Freedom is one to be fought 

out on principle. Slavery is a violation of 
the eternal right. We have temporized with 
it from the necessities of our condition, but 
as sure as justice rules and children read 
that black foul lie can never be consecrated 
into God’s hallowed truth.” 
“The repeal of the sacred Missouri com- 
promise has installed the weapons of vio- 
lence—the bludgeon—the burning torch—the 
bristling cannon—the weapons of kingcraft, 
of the inquisition, of ignorance, of barbar- 
ism, of oppression. We see its fruits in the

CAPTIYE BALLOONS HARD 10 HIT. 


Modern Rifles Can’t Harm Airships, 
and Shrapnel Shelis Can Rarely 
Bring One Down. 


Journal des Débats: The aerial spy has 
for some time been closely studied by 
French, German, Austrian, and Russian 
officers, and the results of recent experi- 
ments are noteworthy. It appears that it is 
not easy to shoot down a captive balloon. 
The balls of the modern rifles don’t harm it 
much. The holes which they make in it are 
so small that the escape of gas is insignifi- 
cant.’ This has been clearly proved by the 
results of infantry fire at a balloon held at 
an elevation of 300 meters. The only pos- 
sible enemy of a balloon is the shrapnel shell. 
Experiments with these shells have been 
made with balloons at. elevations ranging 
from 200 to 800 meters and at a distance of 
from 3,000 to 5,000 meters from the firing 
ground. Out of thirty shrapnel shells the 
Russian artillerymen put twenty-five balls 
through a balloon 200 meters high and 3,209 
meters from the firing ground. At 5,000 
meters from the firing ground the Germans 
made twenty holes in a balloon 250 meters 
high out of twenty-six shrapnel shells. But 
when the airship was 800 meters in the air 
and the firing distance 5,000 meters, only two 
balls struck it out of. sixty-five shells and 
three balls out of eighty shells during the 
experiments last year in Austria. 

‘* Wounds” that the balloon receives are 
Indeed, it often hap- 
pens that the shrapnel and the broken frag- 
ments of the shells produce no more effect 
upon the balloon than the bullets of the 
small-bore rifles. With eight holes in the 
envelope the balloon still preserves its as- 
cending power, and those that are brought 
down fall very slowly, like parachutes. But, 
on the other hand, when a huge rent hap- 
pens to be made in it the balloon drops rap- 
idly. 

From all these experiments the conclusion 
is that, in order to keep the balloon beyond 
the reach of dangerous projectiles, it must be 
kept 5,000 meters from the enemy and at an 
altitude of 800 meters. These conditions are 
severe, especially as in the experiments the 
oscillations of the airship were calculated 
at twenty meters only, whereas in reality 
they are greater. 

The trials were then recommenced with 
the balloon rolling and with frequent 
changes in its position. The ‘‘ Budapest,”’ 
which was the target, is a balloon 10 meters 
in diameter and 14 in height. They let it up 
to a height of 800 meters. A battery of eight 
guns was placed at 5,23) meters from the 
windlass. Firing was begun, but the balloon 
constantly changed its position. Men in 
shelter moved the- windlass by means of a 
cable. This obliged the gunners to alter 
their pointing constantly. They fired eighty 
shells at it, that is to say, all that were al- 
lowed for the experiment, and when the 
balloon was hauled down it was found that 
there were only three insignificant holes in 
it, which had little or no effect upon its as- 
cending power. Now it should be remem- 
bered that the eighty shrapnel shells repre- 
sented 10,000 balls and pieces of broken 
shells. So the Austrian officers came to the 
conelusion that a balloon at that elevation 
and moved in the manner described had very 
many chances to escape all danger from the 
fire of an enemy, and that the efforts of the 
artillerymen should be directed against the 
windlass and the servants of the balloon. 

An altitude of 800 meters is considered the 
maximum. Beyond that observations are 
uncertain. The distance from the enemy 
should be from eight to ten kilometers. Maj. 
Renard, who has charge of the department 
of military aerostation at Meudon-Chalais, 
who compiled the documents that we have 
here condensed, says that in order to foil 
the fire of an enemy’s artillery it is not suffi- 
cient to move a balloon ina straight line, be- 
cause it is clear that instead of following it 
in its backward and forward movements 
the enemy would confine his attention to the 
extreme points of its reach, and fire upon it 
only when it came within the line of range. 
It is necessary to vary the direction of its 
movements and even its altitude. In this 
way the enemy would be compelled to alter 
the pointing of his guns constantly: and 
while this operation went on the aeronaut 
could quietly attend to his business in the 
Hine of observations. 

To put the thing in a nutshell, the captive 
balloon is able to defend itself with consid- 
erable facility. 


Coloring Leather. 


In Germany a new process of coloring 
leather is being exploited. Here, again, 
electricity is utilized. The leather is placed 
upon a zinc table, which forms the positive 
pole. The dyeing material is poured over 
this and the negative pole connected to the 
leather. Under the attion of the current the 
coloring matter penetrates the leather, and 
patterns may be designed upon the surface 
by covering it with a pattern plate connected 
to the negative pole.

It is esti- 
mated that about 270,008 acres are devoted 
to its cultivation, and that an average crop 
of olives yields about 6,700,000 gallons of oil.

Local coloring has become a 
stock in trade of the cheap novelist, but it 
is handled throughout by Mr. Bourget ina 
thoroughly artistic way. He gives us a most 
convincing picture of one of the most fas- 
Cinating communities in the world. * The 
Riviera is such a well-known resort that 
outsiders are apt to overlook the wonderful 
natural advantages of the locality. Cannes 
itself is the very place for romance, with its 
Borgeous coloring and soft winter climate. 
The deep blue gulf, the red Esterelles, the 
old-fashioned harbor, Grasse, nestling in the 
lap of the snow-clad Alps, are all depicted 
and felt in the pages of Une Idylle Tragique. 
And the cosmopolitan life of the placdis ad- 
mirably portrayed. On Dickie Marsh’s yacht 
there are two Parisians, an Austrian, wife 
of an Austrian Archduke; a Venetian Mar- 
quis, and an American girl. Everything is 
exacg in detail. The hour when the rapide 
leaves Cannes for Monte Carlo is not for- 
gotten, and the red and white colors of the 
golf club are true to life. One may even see 
& personal allusion in the mention of the 
Russian Grand Duke, who prides himself 
upon his fast pair of horses. 

Not only are the details correct, but we 
are given the true atmosphere of life on the 
Riviera, which in spite of its alleged 
wickedness and vulgarity is nevertheless 
possessed of a wonderful fascination. This 
fullness of color makes up in great degree 
for the want of action in the book. After 
all an idyl is not expected to be dramatic, 
and it certainly fulfills its promise of being 
tragic. Lack of incident will probably pre- 
vent its wide acceptance by the American 
public; as a piece of composition it is in- 
ferior to none of the author’s earlier works.

CHICAGO’S SECOND EQUESTRIAN DAY 


Preparations Well Advanced for a Big 
Turnout of Riders. 

Saturday will be Chicago’s second “ Eques- 
trian day.”’ It is the hope of the riders of 
the city that eventually there will be a 
national equestrian day. After the first out- 
ing of the Chicago men and women riders 
last year, when they rode 900 strong, it was 
found that the event aroused interest among 
the lovers of the exercise all over the country. 
In order to foster this interest with the ulti- 
mate intention of bringing about confem- 
porary outings in different cities, there was 
incorporated last winter the “ Chicago 
Equestrian Day Association.”’ The associa- 
tion has worked this year to make'the sec- 
ond annual ride a great success, and appear- 
ances go to show their work will prove fruit- 
ful. 

It is believed that 2,000 riders will bein the 
column, which will form from line into col- 
umn on the Lake-Front on Saturday at the 
command of Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, who 
will be Chief Marshal of the ride. Gen. Mer- 
ritt will have as an escort the Hussar Squad- 
ron, Maj. E. L. Brand commanding. 

Three weeks ago the North Side riders, 
men and women, met together and rode out 
through Lincoln Park. They were under 
command of Washington Hesing. Follow- 
ing the North Side meet came that of the 
West Side riders, who were under the com- 
mand of Mayor George B. Swift. His Honor 
led nearly 500 horsemen and horsewomen, 
all of whom have agreed to take part in the 
great ride next Saturday. 

Maj. Brand, who takes an abiding interest 
in all things pertaining to riding, wants 
every one to know that the Saturday ride is 
not by any means an exclusively club affair. 
Individual riders who will report to the Mar- 
shal named for the side of the city on which 
they reside will be welcome and will be given 
places in the column. He urges that those 
having friends who like to ride try toinduce 
them to make up a set of fours, and thus 
joining will have the assurance of riding 
stirrup by stirrup with those whom they 
know. 

Washington Hesing will be the Marshal 
for the North Side and Gen. Charles Fitz- 
Simons will command the West Side riders. 
The Marshal for the South Side has not been 
named, but any one applying to Maj. Brand 
will be directed aright. It is said that one- 
third of the riders will be women. 

The line will be formed on Michigan ave- 
nue, at the Lake-Front, on Saturday, at 2:30 
p. m. It will face east, the North Side con- 
tingent forming the left wing, the West Side 
sholding the center, and the South Side rest- 
ing on the right. Gen. Merritt will give the 
command: ‘“ Fours, right, march!’ and the 
line will become a column and will take its 
way south on Michigan avenue to Thirty- 
fifth street, thence to Grand boulevard, and 
to Washington Park. There Gen. Merritt, 
and probably Mayor Swift, will review the 
riders. There will be drills and equestrian 
maneuvers of various kinds by theclubs. A 
luncheon will be served, and then the big 
command will break into companies and 
clubs and trot homeward. 

The Hussar Squadron, which will act as 
escort to Gen. Merritt, ‘will ride in fatigue 
uniform. Maj. E. C. Young, commanding 
Squadron A, I. N. G., has been asked to 
join the ride with his troops A, under Capt. 
Paul. B. Lino, and C, under Capt. Funk- 
houser. 

The clubs which will take part outside of 
the military organizations are the Chicago 
Equestrian club, Maj. H. G. Purinton; the 
Centaur club, Capt. M. W. Pinkerton; Ger- 
mania Riding club, Fritz Schoepke com- 
manding:; Garfield Equestrian club, D. W. 
Mills commanding; Stock-Yards Riding clul), 
James H. Campbell commanding: Original 
Garfield Riding club, Capt. P. R. McLeod, 
The Lincoln Park Riding club will take 
part, and there will be a large Englewood 
representation. Riders will come also from 
Janesville and Rockford
